Gentlemen"  : — I  have  withheld  my  signature  from  the 
bill  passed  by  the  late  Councils,  entitled,  "Au  Ordinance 
to  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Clerks  and  Messengers  of 
Select  and  Common  Councils,  for  extra  services  for  the 
year  1863." 

Upon  two  occasions  I  have  returned  similar  bills  with- 
out my  assent,  and  their  accompanying  messages  of  May 
12th,  1859,  and  of  February  26th,  1863,  to  the  Select  Coun- 
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cil,  contain  the  views  which  I  then  held,  relative  to  the 
grant  of  extra  compensation  to  salaried  officers  at  the  close 
of  a  legislative  year,  which  views  have  undergone  no 
change. 

An  increase  of  the  salary  of  these  officers  prior  to  or  dur- 
ing their  term  of  service  might  be  justified  in  case  of  the 
assignment  of  new  duties,  or  by  the  depreciation  of  their 
annual  compensation  ;  but  the  vote  of  additional  pay  for 
alleged  extra  services  which  are  not  specified,  more  espe- 
cially when  made  towards  the  end  of  a  legisk\tive  session, 
is  believed  to  be  contrary  to  wise  public  policy.

Sir:  The  squadron  under  my  command  has  been  honored 
with  a  visit  of  a  deputation  from  the  citizens  of  your  city, 
tendering  us  their  hospitality  and  invitation  to  come  to 
their  waters.  My  verbal  answer  has  been  such  as  to  convey 
to  the  honorable  members  of  the  deputation  the  feelings  of 
high  appreciation  of  the  honor  offered  us,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  I  informed  them  that  our  visit  depended,  unfortunately 
for  us,  upon  circumstances  over  which  I  could  have  no 
control.  Different  repairs  that  all  my  ships  wanted,  more 
or  less,  detained  me  in  New  York  much  longer  than  I  at 
first  imagined.  The  delay  was  occasioned  by  scarcity  of 
workmen;   even  in  New  York  larcre  bodies  of  tliem  beinsr 
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in  earnest  requisition  by  tlie  government,  for  the  support 
of  the  immense  navy  created  in  an  incredibly  short  time. 
Finally  we  had  our  ships  clear  of  the  shipwright,  but  at  a 
period  when  a  trip  to  the  stormy  north  would  be  unjustified, 
if  not  commanded  by  actual  duty.  I  see  therefore,  myself 
obliged  to  postpone  my  visit  to  the  next  spring,  while  the 
Avinter  months  shall  be  devoted  to  a  cruise  in  the  West 
Indies.

These  communications  offer  to  the 
city  the  purchase  of  League  Island,  if  concluded  before  the 
first  day  of  April  next,  at  the  prices  named  for  the  respective 
ownerships,  after  which  date  such  offers  will  be  withdrawn, 
and  other  negotiations  will  be  sought  for  its  disposal. 

In  view  of  the  repeated  efforts  made  by  this  city  to  induce 
the  Federal  Government  to  accept  League  Island  as  the 
Naval  Depot  for  the  construction  of  iron  clad  ships,  and  in 
the  belief  that  the  manifest  advantages  of  this  location  will 
yet  overcome  sectional  jealousies  and  private  greed,  and  cause 
]ts  selection  for  National  use,  I  recommend  Councils  to  enact 
the  authority  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  this  property. 
Should  the  expectations  which  have  for  two  years  past  been 
reasonably  indulged,  prove  fallacious,  the  premises  would 
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still  be  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  city  for  various  pur-

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The  act  of  .April  21,  1855,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  to  withhold  his  signature  for  all  new  bridges,  among 
other  constructions,  until  the  ordinary  and  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  city  shall  be  adequately  provided  for;  and 
without  his  signature  no  ordinance  therefor  shall  go  into 
eifect. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  income  from  the  tax  levy  of 
the  present  year,  when  added  to  the  other  revenue  of  the 
city,  will  be  inadequate  to  pay  the  interest  accruing  upon 
the  city  debt,  and  the  other  expenses  for  which  this  act  re- 
quires full  provision,  before  any  new  municipal  building  or 
construction  can  be  legally  authorized.  The  accompany- 
ing bill  proposes  the  construction  of  new  bridges,  and  can- 
not therefore  receive  my  signature. 

Apart  from  this  fundamental  objection,  it  is  believed 
that  the  extension  of  Fifth  Street  beyond  Nicetown  Lane  is 
not  now  necessary  to  the  public  convenience,  and  that  its 
expense  should  fall  upon  those  who  may  urge  the  project 
for  their  own  advantage.

GEXTLEMEisr: — The  bill  entitled  "An  Ordinance  increa- 
sing the  salaries  of  such  policemen  as  may  be  detailed  by 
the  Mayor  for  telegraph  duty  at  the  Central  Office/'  would 
make  an  unjust  discrimination  between  the  (officers  to  whom 
it  relates,  and  the  telegraph  operators  who  are  in  the  several 
district  stations,  and  therefore  does  not  receive  my  assent. 
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The  positions  at  the  Central  Office  are  deemed  more  desira- 
ble than  any  of  the  other  telegraph  stations,  and  require  no 
greater  abilities  than  should  be  possessed  by  all  the  opera- 
tors. In  returning  this  bill  to  Councils,  I  would  suggest 
that  the  peculiar  duties  of  the  telegraph  operators  preclude 
them  from  the  receipt  of  gratuities  for  special  services,  such 
as  are  frequently  given  to  other  police  officers,  and  that, 
therefore,  there  may  be  good  reason  why  their  salary  should 
be  at  a  higher  rate,  but  the  advance  should  be  equal  through- 
out the  corps.

Gentlemen  : — The  bill  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  supple- 
mentary to  an  ordinance,  entitled  '  An  Ordinance  to  locate 
Steam  Fire  Engines,'"  which  proposes  to  add  the  Wm. 
Penn  Hose  Company,  stationed  in  Frankford  Road  below 
Girard  Avenue,  to  the  steam  engines  now  comprised  by  the 
Department,  is  returned  without  approval. 
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The  proximity  of  otiier  steam  apparatus  to  the  locality  in 
question,  and  the  increase  of  the  expenses  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, which  already  are  extravagant  and  onerous, 
afford  sufScieut  objection  to  the  enactment  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  views  communicated  to  your  Chamber  relative 
to  the  multiplication  of  steam  fire  engines  in  messages 
dated  respectively  April  7,  1859,  July  18,  1860,  July  31, 
1862,  and  April  16,  1863,  are  still  entertained,  and  are  re- 
ferred to  as  inducing  the  withholding  of  my  assent  from 
this  and  all  similar  legislation. 

I  would  direct  your  special  attention  to  the  evil  conse- 
quences, long  foreseen,  although  until  lately  seldom  expe- 
rienced, resulting  from  the  unnecessary  number  of  steam 
fire  engines  now  in  service. 

From  a  verbal  report  of  the  Fire  Marshal  it  appears  that 
upon  the  occasion  of  three  fires  within  the  past  month,  the 
efficiency  of  the  department  has  been  seriously  impaired 
by  the  undue  rivalry  of  three  steam  fire  engine  companies 
in  attendance. 

Upon  each  of  these  occasions  the  water  was  exhausted 
from  the  plugs,  the  supply  was  distributed  through  so  many 
attachments  that  in  one  instance  out  of  fifteen  streams  di- 
rected against  the  burning  building  but  six  could  reach 
the  spot  where  most  needed,  thus  wasting  water  over  ad- 
joining premises,  to  the  great  destruction  of  property  that 
would  otherwise  have  escaped  uninjured. 

Unless  proper  measures  shall  be  adopted  by  which  the 
fire  districts  of  the  city  may  be  rearranged,  and  the  several 
companies  rigidly  confined  to  their  appropriate  localities, 
and  by  which  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers  shall  be 
given  ample  control  of,  and  be  made  responsible  for  the 
management  of  each  steam  fire  engine  when  in  service,  the 
system  now  in  use  will  prove  less  desirable  and  efficient 
than  that  by  which  it  was  preceded — and  this  community 
may  again  demand  the  restoration  of  the  almost  obsolete 
hand  engine  for  its  better  protection.

Gentlemen  :— On  the  21st  of  February,  A.  D.  1859,  I 
approved  the  first  Ordinance  adopted  by  Councils  to  locate 
SteSn  Fire  Engines,  under  Avhich  sixteen  Companies  were 
authorized  to  procure  steam  apparatus  for  their  respective 
use. 

The  protection  to  property  in  all  parts  of  the  City  against 
ordinary  risks  of  conflagration  that  would  be  thus  aiibrded 
seemed  ample,  and  the  experience  of  live  years  has  con- 
firmed that  opinion. 
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Eacli  steam  fire  engine  since  added  to  the  Department 
has  been  an  unnecessary  increase  of  its  expense,  and  of  laLe 
each  new  apparatus  authorized  by  Councils  has  aided  to 
diminish  the  real  efficiency  of  the  service. 

The  location  of  these  additional  companies  in  the  Fif- 
teenth Ward  as  proposed  by  the  bills  returned  this  day 
without  my  assent,  will  augment  the  force  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  forty-one  Steam  Fire  Engines,  of  which  twenty-five 
have  been  authorized  notwithstanding  the  constitutional 
objections  of  the  Mayor,  at  an  annual  cost  to  the  city  of 
forty  thousand  dollars.

And  accordingly  therewith  the  proper  election  officers  of  the 
several  divisions  of  said  ward  duly  filed  with  the  Prothonotory 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  for  this  City  and  County,  a  cer- 
tificate of  said  election  officers,  showing  the  number  of  votes  cast 
for  the  said  John  R.  McCurdy  and  the  said  Isaac  Leech  respec- 
tively, for  said  Common  Councilman;  the  aggregate  of  which

fraudulent  certificate,  and  the  conviction,  sentence,  and  im- 
prisonment of  the  return  Judges  aforesaid. 

And  xohereas^  His  occupancy  of  said  seat  is  not  only  fraud- 
ulent but  an  act  of  usurpation  on  his  part,  and  grossly  unjust 
to  the  legal  members  of  this  Council,  which  should  not  be  tole- 
rated longer  than  shall  be  necessary  to  the  due  ascertainment  of 
the  facts  in  the  premises;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  President  appoint  a  special  committee  of 
seven  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  t)  inquire  into  the  facts 
alleged  in  the  foregoing  preamble  and  to  that  end  they  are 
empowered  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  to  report  their 
opinion  thereupon,  together  with  the  testimony  taken  by  them, 
and  also  to  report  for  the  consideration  of  Council  such  reso- 
lution or  resolutions  as  in  their  judgment  they  shall  deem  essen- 
tial in  the  premises.

It  Avill  be  observed,  there  is  apparently  a  large  amount  of  out- 
standing taxes,  and  no  collections  made  for  years  prior  to  1857. 
A  great  proportion  of  taxes  recorded  as  outstanding  should  not 
exist,  for  the  following  reasons:  No  allowances  except  for 
prompt  payment,  have  been  entered  to  the  credit  of  the  amount 
of  the  tax  duplicates.  The  amount  allowed  by  the  auditors 
upon  certificates  of  the  City  Commissioners,  should  be  entered 
as  a  credit  on  the  tax  duplicates  and  returned  to  this  office. 
Such,  however,  has  not  been  the  practice  heretofore,  and  of  the 
amounts  apparently  outstanding — a  large  portion  for  years  prior 
to  1861 — exist  only  in  figures ;  the  propriety  of  discharging  the 
amounts  for  years  1854  to  1858  is  suggested  if  they  are  not 
already  void  by  limitation.

A  portion  of  the  increase  of  the  public  debt  arises  from  loans 
of  the  districts  transferred  and  paid  within  the  past  threi3  years 
in  excess  of  the  amount  reported  as  outstanding.  There  seems 
to  be  so  much  uncertainty  as  to  the  maturity  of  many  of  the 
loans,  as  well  as  to  the  amount  assumed  by  the  consolidated 
city,  that  the  like  payments  will  occasionally  occur.  In  some 
years  the  amount  paid  is  in  excess  of  the  appropriation,  while 
in  others  it  is  short;  this  may  and  in  some  instances  does  arise 
in  manner  as  follows  :  Many  of  the  District  loans  are  made  pay- 
able in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  say  in  October  and  Novem- 
ber. In  transferring;  them,  the  new  certificates  are  made  pay- 
able on  the  first  of  January  following,  thus  taking  them  out  of 
the  year  the  record  shows  they  were  due  and  placing  them  in 
the  following  one. 

The  amendments  needed  in  the  keeping  and  arrangements  of 
accounts  with  the  various  departments,  have  claimed  attention. 
The  minutia  would  be  too  voluminous  for  the  annual  report,  but 
will  be  made  the  subject  of  special  matter,  if  desired  by  Councils. 

The  need  of  means  to  investigate  the  correctness  of  claims  pre- 
sented to  this  Department  has  been  felt.  The  suggestion  is 
made  that  the  City  Controller  should  have  the  means  placed  at 
his  disposal,  as  well  as  the  authority  which  he  now  possesses  to 
prosecute  investigation  when  deemed  advisable.

The  petition  and  complaint  of  the  undersigned  respect- 
fully sboweth  : 

That  thej  are  citizens  and  qualified  electors  of  the 
Fourteenth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  were 
sucli  at  the  election  held  therein  on  the  second  Tuesday 
(to  wit:  the  thirteenth  day  of  the  month)  of  October,  A.  L). 
(1863)  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

And  your  petitioners  further  show  that  the  said  Four- 
teenth Ward  is  a  full  District  for  Common  Council:  That 
in  the  said  Fourteenth  Ward,  at  the  said  election,  two 
persons  were  respectively  voted  for,  for  the  office  of  member 
of  Common  Council  from  said  Ward,  to  this  honorable 
body  for  the  term  of  two  years,  viz. :  Amos  Briggs  who  was 
returned  as  having  received  for  said  office  twenty-one  hun- 
dred and  ninety -one  (2191)  votes,  and  George  R.  Berrell, 
who  was  duly  returned  as  having  received  for  said  office 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (1258)  votes. 

That  upon  said  computation  a  certificate  of  election  was 
awarded  to  the  said  Amos  Briggs,  which  your  petitioners 
charge  to  be  an  undue  election  and  false  return  of  the  said 
Amos  Briggs,  as  one  of  the  Common  Councilman  from  said 
Ward  to  your  honorable  body,  and  they  contest  his  right 
to  said  office. 

And  your  petitioners  crave  leave  to  specif}^  the  following 
grounds  of  contest,  viz.: 

That  in  and  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  the  2d 
day  of  February,  A,  D.  1854,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  commonly  called  "The 
Consolidation  Act,"  it  is  provided  that  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  a  seat  in  your  honorable  body  unless  he  has  the 
same  qualifications  as  are  required  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  for  members  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  and  the  third  section 
of  Article  1st  of  the  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania  provides 
that  "No   person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not 
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have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  have  been  a 
citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three  years  next  pre- 
ceding his  election  and  the  last  year  thereof,  an  inhabitant 
of  the  District  in  and  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen  a 
representative. 

That  the  habitation  and  home  of  the  family  of  said  Amos 
Briggs,  and  the  domicil  of  Mr.  Briggs  himself,  for  years, 
was  not  in  the  Fourteenth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
at  any  time  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1862. 
That  he  was  notdi  citizen  or  inhabitant  of  the  said  Fourteenth 
Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  prior  to  the  3ist  day 
of  October,  A.  D.  1862,  and  that  on  the  said  13th  day  of 
October,  A.  D.  1863,  less  than  a  year  had  expired  since  his 
removal  into  the  District,  to  wit:  into  the  said  Fourteenth 
Ward ;  he,  the  said  Amos  Briggs,  was  ineligible  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Common  Council  from  said  Fourteenth  Ward. 

And  your  memorialists  further  show  that  the  said  Amos 
Briggs  had  claimed  to  be  a  resident  of  the  Fourth  Precinct 
of  the  Sixth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  there- 
upon the  fourteenth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1862,  voted  at 
the  polls  at  a  general  election  held  therein  on  that  day  as  a 
resident  of  said  Sixth  Ward,  and  said  District;  less  than  one 
year  prior  to  the  general  election  of  1863  when  Mr.  Briggs 
as  is  alleged  and  returned,  was  elected  a  member  of  Com- 
mon  Council  from  said  Fourteenth  Ward. 

Your  memorialists  further  show  that  Mr.  George  R. 
Berrell  is  a  well-known  and  respected  citizen  of  the  said 
Fourteenth  Ward,  that  he  has  been  so  for  many  years  past, 
is  familiar  with  the  people  of  his  Ward,  with  their  interests 
and  wants,  and  is  well  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a 
member  of  Common  Council  from  said  Ward,  and  that  the 
votes  polled  for  the  said  Amos  Briggs  who  has  been  thus 
shown  to  be  unqualified  for  said  office,  having  been  thrown 
away  and  void,  by  reason  of  his  inelegibility,  the  citizens

Explanatory  of  the  Ordinance  to  make  an  Appropriation  for  the  Payment  of 
Bounty  to  the  families  of  Volunteers,  Approved  December  12th,  1863. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of 
bounty  to  Volunteers  under  the  recent  call  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States,"  approved  the  12th  day  of  December, 
1863,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  include  all  commissioned 
officers  of  volunteers  who  have  been  or  shall  be  mustered 
into  the  military  service  under  the  said  call  for  three  years  or 
the  war,  and  who  shall  be  credited  to  the  quota  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  according  to  the  allotment.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadel2)hia,  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  city  from  time  to 
time  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Treasurer,  such  suras 
of  money  as  may  be  required  to  aid  the  enlistment  of  volun- 
teers for  the  service  of  the  United  States,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  the  sum  of  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  for  which  interest,  not  to  exceed  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  paid  half-yearly, 
on  the  first  days  of  July  and  January,  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Treasurer.     The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  pay- 
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able  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date 
of  the  same,  and  not  before  without  the  consent  of  holders 
thereof,  and  certificates  therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of  such 
certificates  of  City  Loans,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amount  as 
the  lenders  may  require,  but  not  for  any  fractional  part  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  if  required,  in  amounts  of  five  hun- 
dred or  one  thousand  dollars,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in 
said  certificates  the  said  loan  therein  mentioned  and  the  in- 
terest thereof  are  payable  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
hereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  ordinance,  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates, 
and  from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  certificates ;  and  the  further  sum 
of  tliree-teiiths  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  par  value  of  such 
certificates  so  issued  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly,  out  of 
the  income  and  taxes,  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund  and 
its  accumulation  are  hereby  specifically  pledged  for  the 
redemption  and  payment  of  said  certificates.

Provided,  That  no  part  of  said  appropriation  for  surveys, 
shall  be  expended,  except  for  work  prosecuted  in  accord- 
ance with  an   ordinance  or  resolution  of  Councils.     And 
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provided  also ^  That  not  more  than  one-Tialf  of  the  amount 
appropriated  to  the  Items  for  salaries  or  supplies  in  this 
ordinance  shall  be  expended  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July, 
1864,  and  that  all  bills  rendered,  excei:)t  for  new  surveys, 
(otherwise  provided  for,)  shall  state  distinctly,  the  names  of 
the  men  engaged  in  such  survey,  the  number  of  days 
employed,  and  the  charge  per  day  of  each. 

Sect.  2.  That  from  and  after  January  1st,  1864,  the  salary 
of  the  Recording  Clerk,  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  that  of  the  Draughtsman,  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  Record  Clerk,  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
and  that  of  Rodman,  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.  And 
the  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Gas,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred a  resolution  in  the  following  words: 

"■Resolved^  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  requested  to 
inform  Councils  whether  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia 
Gas  Works,  can  legally  charge  more  than  $2  25  per  1000 
feet  cubic,  for  gas  furnished  to  private  consumers," 

Beg  leave  to  report,  That  upon  examination  they  find  the 
facts  and  the  law  upon  the  subject,  embraced  in  this  resolu- 
tion, to  be  very  clearly  defined  in  former  Ordinances  of 
Councils,  and  in  decrees  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

On  the  17th  of  June,  1811,  by  Ordinance  of  Councils, 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  further  extension  and  man- 
agement of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,"  it  was  ordained, 

"  Section  2.  That  for  the  further  security  of  the  loan- 
holders  of  said  works,  the  faith  of  the  city  is  hereby 
pledged,  that  the  prices  of  gas  as  now  fixed,  shall  not  be 
reduced  until  the  distribution  of  gas  by  pipes  shall  be  com- 
pleted throughout  the  city  limits,  nor  at  any  time  so  as  to 
reduce  the  clear  profits  below  eight  per  centum  per  annum 
on  the  whole  amount  of  the  costs  of  said  works,  until  all  the 
loans  contracted  for,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  contracted 
for,  shall  be  paid. 

"Sect.  3.  That  for  the  further  security  of  said  loanholders 
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it  is  hereby  stipulated  that  the  said  works  shall  be  con- 
trolled and  managed  by  a  board  of  trustees,  elected  and 
constituted  as  heretofore,  who  shall  have  the  whole  control 
and  management  of  the  said  works  and  of  the  said  sinking 
fund,  and  of  all  other  funds  belonging  to  said  works;  and 
the  said  trustees  shall  pay  no  part  of  said  funds,  nor  any 
part  of  the  profit  of  said  works  into  the  city  treasury,  but 
shall  apply  and  appropriate  the  same  as  directed  by  this 
ordinance,  until  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  said  loans 
shall  be  fully  paid  as  they  become  due  to  the  said  loan- 
holders." 

This  ordinance  has  on  two  occasions  been  subjected  to 
the  action  and  interpretation  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  wit: 
In  January  1855,  when  an  opinion  and  decree  were  pro- 
nounced by  Chief  Justice  Lewis,  and  on  the  16th  of  July, 
1858,  when  the  "  final  opinion  and  decree  of  the  Supreme 
Court-in-Banc,  sitting  at  Harrisburg,  was  delivered  by 
Justice  Strong."  As  the  opinion  given  on  the  latter  occa- 
sion reviews  and  confirms  the  former  action  of  the  Court, 
the  tenor  of  both  decisions  is  embraced  in  the  following 
extracts  from  the  later  opinion  rendered. 

After  reciting  the  foregoing  2d  and  3d  Sections  of  the 
Ordinance  of  17th  of  June  1841: 

Judge  Strong  proceeds  to  say,  inter  alia  : 

"  The  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  necessarily  became  a 
part  of  the  contract  with  each  loanholder." 

"They  were  stipulated  to  be  for  the  further  security  of 
all  the  loans  contracted  for,  or  that  might  be  thereafter  con- 
tracted for." 

"The  contract  therefore  which  was  made  with  the  loan- 
holders,  is  as  unchangable  as  if  it  had  been  made  with  a 
natural  person." 

Farther  on,  he  says: 

"Our  view  also  corresponds  with  that,  taken  by  this 
Court,  in  another  case  between  the  same  plaintiffs  and  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  in  January  1855.  "The  language 
used  by  this  Court  at  that  time  was  the  following :"  "  By 
the  contract  with  the  bondholders,  the  city  has  placed  the 
works  and  their  income  in  the  hands  of  Trustees,  as  a 
security  for  the  loans.  The  loans  subsequent  to  tliat  act 
were  contracted  on  the  faith  of  that  pledge.  The  city  has 
no  more  right  to  disturb  the  security,  than  a  mortgagor 
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would  have  to  demand  a  reconveyance,  without  payment 
of  the  mortgage  debt." 

"  This  is  precisely  the  view  of  the  contract,  which  we 
take  now,  and  such  being  the  obligation  which  the  city 
assumed,  no  legislation  can  authorize  a  change  in  the 
election  or  constitution  of  the  board  of  trustees." 

The  question  then  before  the  Court,  was  the  election  of 
Trustees  as  defined  in  the  3d  Section  of  the  Ordinance  of 
June,  1841,  and  hence  the  concluding  words  of  the  opinion, 
but  the  Court  nude  no  distinction  as  to  the  binding  obliga- 
tion of  this  and  of  the  2d  Section,  giving  a  pledge  as  to  the 
price  of  gas,  which  was  at  the  date  of  that  ordinance  $3  /o"o; 
per  thousand  feet;  both  sections  are  quoted  by  the  Court, 
as  of  equal  obligation. 

Councils  have  given  proof  of  their  deference  to  the 
opinion  of  the  Court,  pronounced  in  Januarj^  1854,  by  their 
action  on  two  different  occasions;  once  in  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  regulation  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Gas,  approved  March  20th,  1855,  the  3d  Section  of 
which  ordains  that." 

"Sect.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Trustees  of  the 
Philadelphia  Gas  Works  to  carry  out  the  various  trusts 
heretofore  confided  to  them  by  ordinances  of  Councils,  and 
effectually  secure  the  objects  contemplated  in  this  ordinance, 
or  any  other  ordinances  which  may  be  enacted,  and  to 
equalize  the  price  of  gas,  the  said  trustees  are  hereby  re- 
quired and  empowered  so  to  regulate  the  price  of  gas,  and 
the  several  products  of  its  manufacture,  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  necessary,  the  said  price  to  be  the  same  in  all  the 
wards  of  the  city  supplied  by  the  Gas  Works  under  the 
management  of  the  board  of  trustees." 

And  again,  in  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for 
the  further  extension  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  ap- 
proved May  10th,  A.  D.  1858."  In  the  5th  Section  the  same 
requirement  and  authority  of  the  trustees  to  regukite  the 
price  of  gas,  is  repeated  in  nearly  identical  words. 

It  is  true  that  in  the  3d  Section  of  the  last  named  ordi- 
nance, is  a  proviso,  limiting  the  price  of  gas  to  $2  25  per 
thousand  feet,  in  a  certain  portion  of  the  city.  But  it  should 
not  be  assumed  that  Councils  intended  by  this  proviso,  to 
require  a  violation  by  the  trustees  of  the  law  as  it  had  been 
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expounded  by  the  highest  judicial  tribunal  of  the  common- 
Avealth. 

It  must  therefore  be  held,  that  this  proviso  is  to  be  of 
force  only  when  in  conformity  with  the  law  and  with  the 
recognition  of  the  law,  contained  in  the  5th  Section  of  the 
same  ordinance,  and  in  the  3d  Section  of  that  of  March  20th, 
1855,  and  that  the  limitation  is  to  operate  only  so  long  as 
it  is  consistent  with  the  paramount  duty  of  the  trustees  to 
jnaintain  inviolate  the  faith  of  the  city  as  pledged  to  the 
loanholders  in  the  2d  Section  of  the  Ordinance  of  June  17th 
1841. 

Your  Committee  further  states  its  belief  that  the  action 
of  the  trustees  was  taken  after  due  deliberation.  The  sub- 
ject having  been  brought  to  their  attention  by  the  chief 
executive  officers,  was  referred  to  a  committee,  the  chair- 
man of  which  was  a  merchant  of  large  experience  in  busi- 
ness and  finance,  who  reported  that  an  increase  was 
necessary  to  enable  the  trust  to  fulfil  the  requirements 
imposed  on  it  by  law ;  and  after  due  consideration  the 
Board  of  Trustees  unanimously  decided  upon  the  price  for 
gas,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  in  the  public 
prints. 

The  right  and  the  obligation  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas 
Works,  to  regulate  the  price  of  gas,  is  so  clearly  settled  by 
the  records  examined  by  your  Committee,  that  a  reference 
of  the  subject  to  the  City  Solicitor,  is  deemed  unnecessary, 
and  your  Committee  therefore  oft'er  the  following  resolution.

Sect.  It  shall  be  specified  in  said  contract,  that  for  the

Sect.  3.  That  the  Department  of  Highways,  &c.,  be  and 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  construct  a  Sewer 
across  the  line  of  Thompson  street,  from  the  termination  of 
Sewer  built  at  the  expense  of  property  owners,  upon  the 
line  of  Creek  to  the  open  channel  of  Creek,  south  of  said 
Thompson  street,  being  a  distance  of  about  75  feet;  said 
Sewer  to  be  circular  in  form,  and  five  feet  in  interior  di- 
ameter. 

Advertisements  for  proposals  shall  be  made,  and  the  work 
let  in  accordance  with  law.

The  operations  of  the  Company  for  the  past  year,  present 
no  unusual  feature.  1'bey  have  been  conducted  with  the 
strictest  regard  to  economy  and  efficiency,  while  an  ample 
supply  of  gas  bas  been  furnished  to  gyqtj  consumer.  As 
ever  hitherto,  an  earnest  regard  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  public  has  been  the  primary  object  of  the  trustees  of 
these  Works.     Conforming  with  this  principle  in  the  press- 
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ing  necessity  for  advancing  the  price  of  gas,  whicli  has 
manifested  itself  for  more  than  a  year  past,  they  have  added 
to  the  former  rate  but  thirty  cents  per  thousand  feet;  the 
public  lamps  half  price,  as  required  by  the  charter  of  the 
company.  The  high  rates  already  reached  for  every  mate- 
rial employed  in  the  manufacture  of  gas  render  this  increase, 
but  a  partial  remuneration  for  the  diminished  profits  of  the 
works.  Nevertheless,  it  is  hoped  that  brighter  days  will 
soon  dawn  upon  the  country,  and  that  curreucy  values  will 
not  only  cease  to  rise,  but  that  the  necessaries  of  life  may 
approximate  something  like  their  former  standards,

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  "with  the  desire  of  the  Board 
of  Wardens  for  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,  as  expressed  at 
their  last  stated  meeting,  Monday,  January  4,  1864,  I  would 
most  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly, approved  February  2,  1854,  (P.  L.  37,)  in  which  among 
other  matters  it  is  provided,  that  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  after  the  requisite  surveys 
and  soundings  shall  have  been  made,  to  fix  the  lines  beyond 
which  no  wharf  or  pier  shall  be  constructed,"  and  would 
respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  immediate  action 
being  taken,  to  extend  the  wharf  lines  already  established, 
to  the  Point  House ;  to  the  southern  limit  of  the  city,  and 
also  to  extend  the  same  from  its  present  northern  terminus 
at  Frankford  Creek,  to  the  northern  line  of  the  corporation. 
The  southern  extension  is  most  imperatively  demanded  in 
view  of  the  improvements  which  will  be  in  progress  in  the 
course  of  a  year  or  two,  and  in  the  event  of  applications  for

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extension  of  wharve  or  piers,  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary 
for  this  Board  to  have  such  a  line  determined.

Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia 
Gas  Works,  January,  1864. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Council  of  the 

City  of  Philadelphia. 

In  conformity  with  the  Ordinances  "  for  the  construction 
and  management  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,"  the 
Trustees  present  their  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Eeport. 

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  to  Councils,  that  the  Trustees 
have  paid  off,  out  of  their  Sinking  Fund,  the  three  first  City 
Loans,  contracted  for  the  cost  and  construction  and  exten- 
sion of  the  Gas  Works,  amounting  to  $475,000,  and  that 
there  is  at  this  time  deposited  in  the  Sinking  Fund  the  sum 
of  $994,461  '80,  invested  in  City  and  Gas  Loans,  applicable 
to  the  redemption  of  the  Gas  Loans,  as  they  shall  mature. 

The  annual  additions  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  which  the 
Trustees  are  required  to  invest,  by  the  several  Ordinances 
providing  for  Gas  Loans  now  outstanding,  will  enable  the 
Board  to  extinguish  them  all  at  maturity,  without  calling 
on  the  City  Treasury  to  contribute  its  aid ;  and  to  hand 
over  the  valuable  works  to  the  City  free  of  debt. 

The  same  satisfactory  promise  can  be  made  as  to  the 
Works  of  the  Districts,  purchased  by  the  City. 

The  contingent  fund  of  the  Trust  amounted  on  the  1st 
of  January,  1864,  to  the  sum  of  $837,840  30,  which  has 
been  applied  to  the  cost  of  extension  of  the  Works,  and  to 
that  extent  has  avoided  the  necessity  of  loans,  which  other- 
wise would  have  been  necessary. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  buildings,  and  the 
opening  and  improvement  of  new  streets  and  avenues,  have 
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caused  an  active  demand  upon  tbe  Board,  to  extend  the 
gas  mains,  to  enable  the  citizens  in  these  locahties  to  intro- 
duce gas  for  public  and  private  consumption  ;  but  the  want 
of  means  have  compelled  the  Trustees,  and  will  continue  to 
compel  them^  to  withhold  compliance  with  these  demands 
until  Councils  shall  provide  the  necessary  loan  for  this 
purpose. 

The  Board  respectfully  refer  Councils  to  the  following 
remarks  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  upon  this  sub- 
ject :— 

"  As  there  has  been  no  extension  of  the  buildings  for  the 
manufacture  of  gas,  and  an  addition  of  only  one-fifth  to 
the  gas  store-room,  since  the  year  1860,  when  the  maximum 
consumption  was  but  2,828,000  cubic  feet  in  twenty-four 
hours  ;  and  as  the  demand  for  gas  has  been  growing  until 
it  has  exceeded  a  maximum  of  3,500,000  feet,  making  an 
increase  of  25  per  cent.,  a  point  has  been  reached  beyond 
which  it  will  not  be  prudent  to  advance  in  contracting  to 
supply  new  customers,  without  an  enlargement  of  the 
buildings  and  apparatus  for  manufacturing  and  storing  gas. 
The  supply  of  the  present  consumption  is  maintained  at 
considerable  risk  of  occasional  failure,  which  has  so  far 
been  averted  only  by  vigilant  care  in  keeping  the  efficiency 
of  the  factores  fully  up  to  that  which  they  had  when  new. 
Should  any  accidental  injury  or  defect  occur  in  either  of 
the  large  divisions  of  the  Works,  a  deficiency  in  the 
general  supply  must  necessarily  ensue,  either  iu  quality  or 
quantity." 

The  quantity  of  gas  manufactured  during  the  year  has 
been  735,698,000  cubic  feet,  the  increase  over  the  previous 
year  is  78,741,000  feet. 

This  increase  is  largely  owing  to  the  increased,  activity  in 
manufacturing  of  all  kinds,  and  to  the  change  in  the  public 
lamps  from  fluid  to  gas. 

The  whole  quantity  of  gas  made  under  the  Trust  from  its 
commencement  is  6,905,251,000  cubic  feet. 

The  largest  consumption  in  twenty-four  hours,  to  this 
time,  is  3,548,000  cubic  feet. 

The  street  mains  laid  during  the  year,  have  a  length  of 
129,873  feet,  making  the  entire  length  of  main  pipes  451|- 
miles. 

The  whole  number  of  public  lamps,  under  the  care  of 
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the  Trust  on  the  1st  iustant,  was  7,207,  of  which  are 
lighted' 7,189,  with  gas,  and  18  Avith  fluid,  whilst  173  have 
been  changed  from  fluid  to  gas  during  the  year,  to  the 
manifest  convenience  and  security  of  the  public.  The 
entire  number  of  lights  supplied  with  gas  from  the  City 
Works  is  557,979,  being  an  increase  of  28,979  during  the 
year. 

On  the  1st  day  of  July,  1862,  the  Trustees  reduced  the 
price  of  gas  to  private  consumers,  in  such  sum,  as  in  efi'ect 
to  neutralize  the  United  States  Tax  upon  the  consumption. 
The  wisdom  of  such  a  course  was  gravely  doubted  at  the 
time,  by  many  persons  conversant  with<he  manufacture  of 
gas  in  Philadelphia,  and  the  result  of  that  year's  business 
was  believed  to  be  a  full  vindication  of  the  policy  pursued. 

But  the  great  increase  in  the  price  of  coal  and  all  the 
materials  used  in  the  Works  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
increase  in  the  price  of  wages,  which  the  Board  were  in- 
duced to  allow,  from  a  sense  of  mere  justice  to  their  em- 
ployees, rendered  it  an  act  of  absolute  necessity  to  affix 
such  a  price  to  gas  as  should  enable  them  to  carry  on  the 
Works,  irrespective  of  profit,  and  accordingly  the  Board 
passed  a  resolution  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  November, 
1863  last,  directing  the  price  to  be  increased  to  $2  50  per 
thousand  cubic  feet,  with  an  allowance  of  five  per  cent,  for 
prompt  payment ;  the  price  is  thus  substantially  $2  37J 
per  thousand  cubic  feet  of  gas. 

The  Board,  before  adopting  a  measure  of  such  import- 
ance and  general  interest,  investigated  the  subject  with 
great  care,  and  were  reluctantly  compelled  to  adopt  it  after 
full  and  mature  deliberation.  It  is  believed,  however,  that 
the  price  of  gas  at  present,  in  proportion  to  the  cost  of 
materials  and  labor,  is  as  low,  and  the  production  is  cer- 
tainly of  quality,  as  excellent  as  in  any  city  in  the  United 
States. 

The  Board  submits  to  Councils  the  report  of  the  "  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board"  on  the  subject  of  the  increase  of  price 
(a  copy  whereof  is  annexed  hereto  marked  A.)  and  trust 
that  the  reasons  for  the  measure  therein  contained  will  be 
considered  sound  and  satisfactory. 

A  full  detail  of  the  business  of  the  past  year  and  of  the 
administration  of  the  executive  and  financial  departments 
of  the  trust,  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Chief  En- 
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gineer,  John  C.  Cre^son,  and  the  cashier,  William  Fennell, 
hereto  annexed  marked  B  and  C. 

The  Board  desire  to  express  their  acknowledgments  to 
all  the  executive  officers  of  the  Trust,  for  the  able  and 
faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  the  several 
duties  of  their  respective  departments.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
cashier,  submitted  to  the  Board  on  September  11th,  on  the 
finaucial  position  of  the  Trust,  and  to  whom  also  was 
referred  the  propriety  of  advancing  the  price  of  gas,  report 
that  they  have  given  the  subject  a  very  careful  considera- 
tion, and  whilst  it  would  have  been  more  in  accordance 
with  their  feelings  to  have  continued  the  price  of  an  article 
so  universal  and  necessary  in  its  use  as  gas,  at  the  present 
or  an  advance  to  the  old  established  price,  their  judgment 
is,  that  an  advance  to  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  one 
thousand  feet,  subject  to  a  discount  of  five  per  cent,  for 
prompt  payment,  is  as  low  as  a  due  regard  for  the  interest 
of  the  Trust  committed  to  our  charge  will  allow,  and  they 
deem  it  due  to  the  Board  to  state  the  facts  upon  which  that 
judgment  is  based: 

Firstly.  In  consequence  of  the  great  advance  in  all  the 
necessaries  of  life,  it  was  incumbent  upon  the  Board  to 
raise  the  pay  of  those  persons  in  their  employ  who  were  in 
the  receipt  of  small  salaries  for  their  support,  and  the  great 
demand  for  labor  compelled  us  to  raise  the  wages  of  both 
skilled  workmen  and  ordinary  laborers  to  the  same  pay 
they  could  obtain  elsewhere ;  the  additional  sum  required 
for  these  two  items  will  be  about  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 
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Secondly.  The  price  of  gas-coal  for  the  next  year  will,  in 
all  probability,  rule  two  dollars  above  the  rate  of  the  pre- 
sent year,  and,  consuming  about  eighty  thousand  tons,  will 
make  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars.  And,  in 
the  last  place — 

The  largely  augmented  price  demanded  for  almost  every 
article  required  in  carrying  on  our  business,  will  amount  to 
not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  making  a  total  of 
two  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars :  to  offset  which 
we  shall  receive  an  advance  in  our  sales  of  coke,  tar,  lime, 
&c.,  about  sixty  thousand  dollars,  leaving  a  deficiency  of 
two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  which  must  be 
realized  from  the  sales  of  gas  ;  and  as  we  shall  probably  sell 
to  private  consumers  next  year  400,000,000  (four  hundred 
million)  feet,  an  advance  of  thirty-seven  and  a-half  cents  per 
thousand  feet  will  yield  us  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  and  an  advance  of  nine  dollars  per  lamp  in  the 
public  lights  will  yield  us  about  sixty-three  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  together  will  nearly  reach  the  deficiency. 

Your  Committee  had  an  interview  with  the  Gas  Committee 
of  Councils,  and  they  adopted,  unanimously,  a  resolution 
recommending  to  Councils  an  advance  to  the  sum  named, 
forty-five  dollars  per  lamp,  which  we  estimate  as  about  the 
cost  to  the  Trust. 

Should  Councils,  however,  fail  to  respond  to  the  resolu- 
tion of  their  Committee,  we  shall  be  compelled  still  further 
to  advance  the  rate  to  private  consumers,  as  we  feel  assured 
that  no  sum  less  than  we  have  named  will  enable  the  Trust 
to  meet  promptly  the  payments  which  by  law  it  is  required 
to  make. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  next, 
the  price  of  gas  to  private  consumers  shall  be  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  per  thousand  feet,  subject  to  a  discount  of 
five  per  cent,  for  prompt  payment,  and  the  United  States 
tax  to  be  added. 

Resolved,  That  the  Engineer  give  notice  of  the  above  in 
the  public  papers.

The  number  of  street  gas  lamps  in  the  Wards  supplied 
by  the  City  Works  is  6,770. 

Of  street  mains  there  has  been  laid  129.873  feet,  making 
the  aggregate  length  of  main  pipes  belonging  to  the  Trust 
2,383,152  feet,  or  nearly  451|  miles. 

No  new  work  has  been  commenced  in  the  manufacturing 
department,  expenses  for  construction  having  been  restricted 
to  the  completion  of  the  arrangements  made  necessary  by 
the  change  in  the  manner  of  bringing  the  supply  of  coals 
to  the  First  Ward  station,  it  now  coming  by  rail  directly 
into  the  premises,  instead  of  undergoing  transhipment  from 
the  Ninth  Ward  as  heretofore.  The  range  of  trestle  work 
roads  and  coal  shutes  have  been  completed  and  put  in  use 
with  very  great  advantages  in  the  convenience  and  certainty 
of  supply  in  the  winter  season.  To  obtain  the  full  benefit 
of  these  arrangements,  the  hoisting  tower  and  machinery 
for  raising  these  rail  borne  coals  to  the  storage  tracks  must 
be  completed,  but  the  utmost  endeavors  made  to  keep  the 
requisite  force  of  mechanics  on  the  work  have  availed  only 
so  far  as  to  get  the  structure  to  about  two-thirds  its  proper 
elevation,  when  the  approach  of  freezing  weather  made  it 
necessary  to  suspend  the  work,  in  order  to  its  being  properly 
covered  to  protect  it  from  injury. 

As  there  has  been  no  extension  of  the  buildings  for  the 
manufacture  of  gas,  and  an  addition  of  only  one-fiftli  to 
the  gas  store-room  since  the  year  1860,  when  the  maximum 
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consumption  was  but  2,828,000  cubic  feet  in  twenty-Four 
hours,  and  as  the  demand  for  gas  has  been  growing  until  it 
has  exceeded  a  maximum  of  3,500,000  feet,  making  an 
increase  of  25  per  cent.,  a  point  has  been  reached  beyond 
which  it  will  uot  be  prudent  to  advance  in  contracting  to 
supply  new  customers  without  an  enlargement  of  the 
buildings  and  apparatus  for  manufacturing  and  storing  gas. 
The  supply  of  the  present  consumption  is  maintained  at 
considerable  risk  of  occasional  failure,  which  has  so  far  been 
averted  only  by  vigilant  care  in  keeping  the  efiiciency  of 
the  factories  fully  up  to  that  which  they  had  when  new. 
Should  any  accidental  injury  or  defect  occur  in  either  of  the 
large  divisions  of  the  works,  a  deficiency  in  the  general 
supply  must  necessarily  ensue,  either  in  quantity  or  quality. 

Some  inconvenience  has  arisen,  in  particular" localities, 
in  consequence  of  the  consumption  having  increased  be- 
yond the  capacity  of  the  local  distributing  holders  and 
their  connecting  mains;  a  difficulty  that  must  not  only  in- 
crease in  these  localities,  but  extend  to  others,  unless  the 
needful  additions  are  made  to  the  means  of  storing  and 
distribution. 

For  carrying  into  effect  these  extensions,  the  Trust  has 
not  the  control  of  funds  that  can  be  legally  applied,  and 
therefore  a  serious  question  is  presented  as  to  the  propriety 
of  continuing  to  contract  to  supply  new  customers  unless 
the  Trustees  are  authorized  by  Ordinance  of  Councils  to 
obtain  the  requisite  addition  to  their  disposable  funds. 

The  objects  for  which  the  first  expenditures  will  be  re- 
q'uired,  include  a  retort  bouse  with  its  apparatus  and  con- 
nections, a  series  of  large  purifiers  and  condensers,  a  large 
station  meter,  the  telescopic  sections  of  the  Diamond  and 
MifQ in  street  gas  holders,  and  the  completion  of  their  street 
connections  as  originally  designed. 

It  is  hardly  possible  to  make  a  reliable  estimate  of  the 
probable  cost  of  these  improvements.  The  elements  of  their 
cost  are  in  a  state  of  continuous  change  toward  higher 
figures.  At  the  prices  heretofore  paid  for  such  work,  their 
aggregate  cost,  built  in  a  substantial  manner,  together  with 
the  smaller  mains  and  service  pipes  and  meters  required  to 
meet  the  special  wants  of  new  customers,  would  be  about 
five  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ;  at  last  year's 
prices  nearly  one-half  would  be  added,  making  the  amount 
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of  about  eight  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  at 
prices  that  may  prevail  next  season  no  certain  estimate  is 
possible.  It  would  probably  not  be  entirely  safe  for  the 
Trust,  to  make  engagements  for  the  whole  work  unless  it 
should  be  empowered  to  raise  funds,  to  the  amount  of  a 
million  of  dollars,  during  the  next  two  or  three  years. 

In  this  interval  the  incre.ised  demand  for  gas  if  main- 
tained at  its  present  rate,  will  give  full  employment  to  the 
enlarged  works  and  pipes. 

By  closing  the  application  books  at  all  the  oflSces  of  the 
Trust,  so  as  to  suspend  the  further  increase  of  consumption 
the  necessity  for  most  of  these  enlargements  may  be  delayed 
for  a  time,  but  some  of  them  ought  to  be  provided  before 
next  winter,  to  avoid  the  hazard  of  failui-e  to  supply  the 
increase  df  customers  now  coming  on  the  books  of  the 
Trust,  and  that  will  continue  to  come,  until  the  books  are 
closed  by  action  of  the  Board. 

The  most  important  of  these  are  the  purifiers,  a  large 
station  meter,  a  portion  of  the  connecting  street  mains  and 
additional  exhausters.  If  no  other  provision  is  made 
defraying  their  cost,  it  will  have  to  be  taken  from  the 
balance  of  the  contingent  fund,  now  used  as  working  capi- 
tal; although  that  fund  is  already  so  far  exhausted  as  to 
leave  an  amount  entirely  insufficient  to  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Works,  without  the  help  of  credit  upon  most  of 
its  larger  expenditures. 

It  affords  the  Engineer  much  pleasure  to  report  that  the 
various  oflicers  have  performed  the  duties  assigned  them, 
with  the  intelligence  and  fidelity  that  has  been  heretofore 
reported  concerning  them. 

The  tabular  statements  hereto  appended  present  a  full 
exposition  of  the  statistics  of  the  Works  for  the  year,  and 
for  the  whole  term  of  their  operations  now  embracing  nearly 
twenty-eight  years.

Gentlemen  : — The  Cashier's  accounts  show  a  diminution 
of  profits  for  the  year  1863,  owing  to  the  increased  price  of 
coals,  advance  in  wages  of  workmen  and  pay  of  Volunteers 
sent  by  the  Trustees  to  serve  in  defence  of  the  State  when 
considered  in  danger  from  the  inroads  of  the  enemy ;  these 
causes  have  made  it  incumbent  upon  the  Board  to  raise  the 
price  of  gas  to  meet  the  necessity.

side  of  Race  street,  east  of  Fourth,  in  the  Sixth  Ward,  and 
the  station  of  the  Warren  Hose  Company,  on  the  north 
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side  of  Filbert  street,  east  of  Sixteenth  street,  be  and.  the 
same  are  hereby  approved  as  suitable  locations  for  steani 
fire  engines,  and  the  said  companies  are  empowered  to  pro- 
cure steam  fire  engines,  to  be  housed  in  the  above  locations, 
in  accordance  with  existing  ordinances.

Report  of  Select  Committee  in  the  case  of  Isaac  Leech. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Your  Special  Committee  to  whom  has  been  referred  the 
preamble  and  resolution  "inquiring  into  the  right  of  Isaac 
Leech  to  a  seat  in  this  Council,"  respectfully  report : 

That  having  given  due  notice  to  Mr.  Leech  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  and  he  having 
appeared  and  presented  his  protest,  hereto  annexed,  marked 
"  A,"  they  proceeded  with  the  duty  committed  to  therfi;  and 
after  examining  several  witnesses,  all  of  whom  were  duly 
sworn  or  affirmed,  and  whose  testimony  appears  at  length  in 
the  exhibit  hereto  annexed,  marked  "B,"  your  Committee  are 
clearly  of  the  opinion  that  every  fact  averred  in  said  pre- 
amble is  true. 

The  certificate,  so  called,  by  virtue  of  which  Mr.  Leech 
obtained  his  seat,  and  still  claims  to  hold  it,  is  a  forgery, 
and  so  manifest  is  the  evidence  of  that  fact,  on  the  very 
face  of  the  paper,  we  are  greatly  surprised  that  the  late  Clerk 
should  have  received  it  as  a  genuine  certificate.  It  is  apparent 
to  the  naked  eye  that  the  paper  was  originally  made  as  a 
certificate  to  Mr.  Leech  as  "  one  of  the  Constables  "  of  the 
ward.  The  words  "one  of  the  Constables"  having  been  very 
imperfectly  and  bunglingly  erased,  and  over  them  writteu 
the  words  "  Common  Council,"  thus  changing  Mr.  Leech 
from  Constable  to  Councilman.  The  certificate,  at  the  time 
it  was  signed  by  the  tive  judges  had  on  it  the  words  "one 
of  the  Constables;"  immediately  after  it  was  signed,  it  was 
taken  away  by  some  one,  and  the  forgery  consummated 
by  the  erasure  of  the  words  "  one  of  the  Constables,"  and 
the  insertion  thereover  the  words  "  Common  Council." 
On  this  point  the  testimony  is  positive  and  uncontradicted.

242  Appendix  to  the  Journal 

Frederick  Osterheldt,  Jr.,  one  of  the  return  judges, 
convicted  for  signing  the  certificate,  in  his  testimony  says: 

*'  When  I  signed  it,"  (alluding  to  the  certificate,)  "none 
"  of  the  words  had  been  scratched  out,  to  the  best  of  my 
"  knowledge." 

"  No  sir,  I  don't  think  any  of  the  words  were  scratched 
"  out.  The  words  'Common  Council '  were  not  written  in 
"  then.  It  was  a  certificate  for  Constable;  I  regarded  it  as 
"  a  joke.  After  it  left  me  the  word  '  Constable '  must  have 
"been  scratched  out,  and  the  words  'Common  Council' 
''written  in.  The  words  '  Common  Council'  were  not  in 
"  when  I  signed  it,  and  I  would  like  to  know  who  did  it." 

"  The  certificate  to  Mr.  Leech  disappeared  as  soon  as  it 
"  was  signed.  I  have  never  seen  it  since  until  now,  when  I 
"  discover,  for  the  first  time,  that  the  word  'Constable'  is 
"  scratched  out,  and  the  words  'Common  Council'  written 
"  in." 

Who  committed  the  forgery,  by  the  insertion  of  the 
words  "  Common  Council,"  your  Committee  have  not  been 
able  to  ascertain.  But  it  is  certain,  beyond  a  shadow  of  a 
doubt,  that  no  certificate  declaring  Mr.  Leech  elected  to  the 
Common  Council  was  ever  made  or  signed  by  the  judges, 
and  it  is  equally  certain  that  the  so-called  certificate,  by 
virtue  of  which  he  obtained  admission  to  this  body,  is  a 
palpable  forgery  and  fraud. 

And  this  Mr.  Leech  well  knew  before  he  received  the 
certificate,  for  he  said  to  Mr.  Chas.  C.  Wilson,  a  reporter  for 
the  Press,  when  speaking  of  an  article  which  bad  been  pub- 
lished in  that  paper,  charging  him  with  taking  a  certificate 
of  his  election,  under  the  circumstances,  that  "be  had  not 
taken  it,  did  not  intend  to  take  it,  and  that  the  whole  thing 
was  a  gross  fraud."  He  further  said  to  him  "that  the  article 
in  the  Press  reflected  upon  his  honor,  and  that,  as  an  honest 
man,  he  could  not  and  would  not  accept  the  certificate," 
adding  "I  wash  my  hands,  Mr.  Wilson,  of  the  whole  of 
this  affair." 

The  testimony  of  the  other  witnesses,  to  the  same  import, 
may  be  seen  in  Exhibit  "  B,"  hereto  annexed. 

It  is  obvious  to  your  Committee  that  said  judges,  as  a 
mere  joke,  certified  that  he  had  been  elected  ^^  one  of  the 
Constables"  of  the  ward.  And  of  this  Mr.  Leech  was  fully 
aware ;  hence  his  disclaimer  to  Messrs.  Wilson,  Townsend, 
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and  Wetherill.  (For  testimony  of  Messrs.  Townsend  and 
Wetherill  see  Exhibit  "B.")  Yet,  notwithstanding  his 
acknowledgment  of  this  "  gross  fraud,"  and  his  sensitiveness 
about  his  honor  and  his  honesty  as  a  man,  we  find  him,  by 
his  act,  falsifying  all  that  he  said  touching  them,  and  without 
a  word  of  explanation  tarnishing  that  "  honor,"  and  unhesi- 
tatingly refuting  all  his  pretensions  as  an  honest  man. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee  a  strange  perversion  of  jus- 
tice that  while  the  judges  who,  in  a  spirit  of  jest,  made  out 
Iiis  certificate  for  constable,  should  have  been  convicted  and 
punished,  Isaac  Leech,  the  recipient  of  the  fraudulent  cer- 
tificate above  referred  to,  knowing  it  to  be  a  "  gross  fraud," 
was  permitted  to  go  unpunished,  and  ever  since  to  defy 
public  justice,  and  outrage  morality,  by  usurping  the  func- 
tions of  a  Councilman,  that  he  knew  belonged  to  another. 

From  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case,  your 
Committee  regret  that  they  are  constrained  to  say,  that  a 
wrong  more  obvious,  an  outrage  more  flagrant,  and  a  fraud 
more  palpable  than  that  committed  by  Mr.  Leech  in  the 
premises,  on  this  body,  could  not  have  been  perpetrated; 
and  in  their  opinion  the  self  respect  of  the  members 
for  honesty  and  justice,  should  impel  them  to  unhesitatingly 
eject  the  usurper  from  further  participation  in  their  delib- 
erations. 

From  the  testimony  herewith  certified  to  you,  no  fact  can 
be  clearer  or  more  certainly  established  than  the  one  that 
John  R.  McCurdy  was  duly  elected,  and  of  right  should 
be  allowed  to  exercise  the  functions  of  the  of&ce  now 
usurped  by  Mr.  Leech,  he  having  received  thirty-two  more 
votes  for  Common  Councilman  than  Mr.  Leech,  and  all  of 
the  return  judges  having  joined  in  certifying  that  he  was 
duly  elected  to  that  office. 

Pursuant   to   the   requirement   of  the  resolution  under 
which  your  Committee  were  appointed  they  present  for  your 
consideration  the  annexed  resolutions.

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RESOLUTIONS 

Declaring  the  exercise  of  the  office  of  Common  Councilman  by  Isaac 
Leech  a  usurpation,  and  directing  the  Clerk  to  erase  his  name  from 
the  roll. 

Resolved,  That  the  exercise,  by  Isaac  Leech,  of  the  func- 
tions of  Common  Councilman  from  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward,  is  a  fraud  and  usurpation  on  his  part,  he  never  having 
been  elected  as  such,  that  the  certificate  by  which  he  gained 
admission  to  this  body  is  a  forgery,  and  that  he  knew 
the  same  to  be  such  at  the  time  he  received  it. 

Resolved.  That  the  Clerk  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed 
to  strike  the  name  of  the  said  Isaac  Leech  from  the  roll  of 
members  of  this  Council. 


Mr,  Leech's  Protest. 

The  undersigned,  a  member  of  Common  Council  from 
the  Twenty -fourth  Ward,  respectfully  protests  against  the 
action  taken  by  Council,  in  referring  to  a  Committee  the 
question  of  his  right  to  a  seat  in  the  said  Common  Council, 
and  against  any  action  of  the  Committee  for  the  following 
reasons : 

The  undersigned  was  in  October,  1862,  elected  a  member 
as  aforesaid,  received  from  the  proper  officers  his  certificate 
of  election,  without  any  prior  knowledge  of  a  participation 
in  their  proceedings,  and  upon  that  certificate  he  was  admit- 
ted to  a  seat  and  was  sworn  as  a  member  of  Common 
Council ;  his  election  was  not  contested,  but  one  John  R. 
McCurdy,  claiming  to  have  been  elected  instead  of  the  un-. 
dersigned,  filed  his  bill  in  equity  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  Philadelphia,  and  asked  an  injunction  against  the 
undersigned,  which  was  refused  by  President  Judge  Thomp- 
son ;  another  and  similar  bill  was  filed  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  another  and  similar  refusal  was  made  by  Chief  Jus- 
tice Lowrie,  and  afterwards  an  application  was  made  to  the 
other  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  who  refused  to  enter- 
tain it.  Subsequent  to  this  a  rule  for  a  quo  warranto  against 
the  undersigned  was  argued  before  all  the  judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  who  unanimously  decided  to  refuse  it  and 
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that  the  undersigned   had  a  right  to  retain  his  seat  as  a 
member  of  Common  CounciL 

Under  these  circumstances*  he  relies  on  the  law  of  the 
land,  as  establishing  his  claim  to  a  seat  in  Common  Council; 
he  cannot  take  any  other  part  in  the  proceedings,  except  to 
present  this  protest,  intending  to  assert  his  rights  and  to 
redress  any  wrongs,  in  the  modes  recognized  and  pointed 
out  by  law.

Testimony  of  'Witnesses. 

Philip  H.  Lutts,  sworn. — I  was  the  late  Clerk  of  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City,  for  the  year  1863.  I  received 
a  certificate  of  the  election  of  Mr.  Leech  of  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Ward,  on  the  organization  of  Common  Council, 
January  5,  1863.  As  I  stated  in  Court,  I  received  the  cer- 
tificate from  Mr.  Leech  or  from  one  of  the  messengers.  I 
have  the  certificate  now  with  me.  Here  it  is,  (certificate 
produced).  Upon  this  certificate  Mr.  Leech  was  admitted 
and  sworn  as  a  member  of  Common  Council,  and  has  acted 
as  such  ever  since  that  time, 

(The  certificate  and  the  journal  of  Common  Council  being 
placed  in  Mr.  Lutts's  hands,  he  was  asked  how  he  accounted 
for  the  discrepancy  between  the  original  certificate  and  the 
certificate  as  printed  in  the  journal?) 

He  answers: — My  impression  is  that  the  printer,  to  whom 
we  usually  send  the  certificates,  has  made  them  uniform, 
and  altered  them  accordingly. 

Question  by  the  Chairman.  Were  the  words  "Common 
Council"  written  over  the  erasure  in  the  certificate  when 
you  received  it? 

Answer.  The  certificate  is  now  precisely  as  it  was  when 
I  received  it. 

John  E.  McCurdy,  affirmed. — I  was  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  Common  Councilman  in  and  for  the  Twenty -fourth 
Ward,  at  the  election  held  in  October,  1862.  I  received  a 
certificate,  through  the  constable  of  the  Ward,  of  my  elec- 
tion to  Common  Council,  purporting  to  be  signed  by  all  the 
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judges  of  tbe  election.  I  still  have  that  certificate.  (The 
certificate  was  here  produced.)  The  certificate  was  handed 
to  me  a  few  days  after  the  election. 

Henry  C.  Townsend,  affirmed. — I  had  a  conversation 
with  Mr.  Isaac  Leech,  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  a  few  days 
after  the  election  in  October,  1862,  under  the  following  cir- 
cumstances :  I  was  passing  up  Chestnut  street,  in  front  of  the 
State  House,  when  I  observed  Mr.  Leech  in  conversation 
with  Henry  M.  Dechert,  Esq.,  in  front  of  the  Kegister  of 
Wills'  office.  Mr.  Dechert  beckoned  me  to  approach,  which 
I  did.  Mr.  Dechert  then  said  to  me,  I  want  you  to  hear 
what  Mr.  Leech  has  to  say  about  this  report  of  the  certifi- 
cate of  his  election  having  been  made  out.  Mr.  Leech  then 
said,  "  Yes,  I  was  just  telling  Mr.  Dechert  the  circumstances 
of  my  connection  with  that  certificate."  He  said,  when  it 
was  sent  to  me,  or  shown  to  me,  (I  don't  recollect  which) 
"I  considered  it  as  a  joke;  I  know  I  am  not  elected,  and 
I  refused  to  receive  the  certificate,  and  would  have  nothing 
to  do  with  it.  I  looked  upon  it  as  a  frolic."  He  said,  "  I 
want  you  and  other  gentlemen  of  the  Ward  to  know  this, 
and  to  tell  Mr.  McCurdy." 

I  am  a  resident  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  and  I  told 
Mr.  McCurdy  what  Mr.  Leech  had  said. 

I  said  to  Mr.  Leech,  after  he  had  got  through  with  his 
statement,  that  this  was  nothing  more  than  what  I  had  ex- 
pected of  him,  but  that  he  owed  it  to  himself  and  the  com- 
munity to  make  this  statement  public,  as  there  was  a  report 
already  in  circulation  that  he  would  avail  himself  of  this 
certificate.  He  said  that  he  would  make  this  statement 
public  through  the  colums  of  the  Press, — I  mean  Forney's 
newspaper.  I  left  Mr.  Dechert  and  Mr.  Leech  in  conversa- 
tion, and  the  next  day,  or  soon  after,  I  saw  in  the  papers 
a  statement  similar  in  terms  to  the  one  made  to  me  by  Mr. 
Leech. 

William  Force,  sivom. — I  was  one  of  the  election  officers 
in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward  in  October,  1862.  (Mr.  Leech's 
certificate  shown  to  witness.) 

Question.  As  such  election  officer,  did  you  sign  that  cer- 
tificate ? 
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Answer.  The  signature  looks  like  mine,  but  I  can't  say 
■wliether  I  wrote  it  or  not. 

Qaestion.  Were  the  words  "  Common  Council"  writtea 
in  the  certificate  when  you  signed  it,  if  you  did  sign  it  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  election  Judges  of  the  Ward,  the  day 
after  the  election,  all  the  Judges  being  present,  I  made  a 
motion  to  give  Mr.  Leech  a  certificate  of  his  election  to 
Common  Council.  I  think  the  motion  was  carried.  We 
never,  as  a  body,  gave  him  a  certificate  of  his  election.  I 
m.ean  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Judges,  we  did  not  give 
him  a  certificate,  and  how  he  got  it  is  a  mystery  to  me  to 
this  day,  only  I  heard  the  constable  say  at  the  alderman's 
office,  he  had  carried  it  to  him.  We  never  gave  such  a  cer- 
tificate to  the  constable.  I  am  sure  I  did  not  give  it  to  him, 
or  authorize  it  to  be  given,  except  by  the  motion  above  re- 
ferred to. 

Question.  Have  you  any  recollection  of  signing  the  certi- 
ficate ? 

Answer.  I  recollect  signing  something,  but  what  it  was  I 
don't  know;  whether  it  was  for  constable  or  Common 
Council  I  won't  say ;  I  mean  I  can  not  say ;  the  paper  I 
refer  to  was  there  on  the  table  when  we  met. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Return  Judges  to  which  I  refer, 
we  determined  to  give  the  certificate  to  Mr.  McCardy,  as 
Common  Council,  as  he  had  received  the  highest  vote.  We 
meant  that  he  should  be  our  Common  Councilman,  and  no- 
body else. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Judges  the  day  after  the  election, 
we  counted  up  the  votes  and  adjourned  to  the  next  day  at 
6  o'clock,  P.  M.,  to  give  certificates  to  all  those  who  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes.  At  the  adjourned  meeting  on 
the  16th,  we  sat  round  the  table,  and  signed  the  certificates 
as  they  were  passed  around.  At  that  time  we  signed  Mr. 
McCurdy's  certificate,  but  did  not  sign  any  for  Mr.  Leech. 

Mr.  McCurdy's  certificate  being  shown  to  him,  the  wit- 
ness says,  that  looks  like  my  signature ;  I  would  not  like  to 
doubt  it. 

At  the  time  the  motion  was  made  to  give  Mr.  Leech  a 
certificate,  there  was  a  great  excitement.  The  room  was 
crowded,  and  they  pressed  upon  our  backs  when  we  were 
counting  the  votes.     It  was  a  rough  time,  and  some  of  the 
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windows  were  broken.  At  the  meeting  on  the  16tli,  we 
did  not  let  any  one  in. 

Mr.  Torbert  was  president  of  the  meeting  of  Judges,  and 
each  political  party  had  a  clerk. 

I  don't  think  it  was  any  of  the  Judges  that  called  upon 
me  to  sign  the  paper  to  which  I  refer,  as  being  signed  on 
the  15th. 

Berxaed  Sharkey,  sworn. — I  consider  myself  an  expert 
in  writing ;  I  was  a  clerk  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
about  nineteen  years. 

Mr.  Leech's  certificate  was  handed  to  the  witness. 

I  see  something  like  an  erasure  here  after  the  printing. 
1  cannot  -tell  whether  the  words  erased,  and  the  words 
"Common  Council"  were  in  the  same  handwriting;  the 
original  writing  is  too  well  erased  to  enable  any  one  to  make 
a  comparison  ;  I  will  say,  however,  that  if  the  words  erased 
were  written  by  the  same  hand  that  wrote  the  words  follow- 
ing "  Council,"  then  the  words  over  the  erasure  appear  to  have 
been  written  by  another  hand.  I  believe  that  the  words 
erased  were  "one  of  the  constables,"  but  they  are  very  in- 
distinct. The  words  "one  of  the"  may  admit  of  a  doubt, 
but  the  word  "constables"  appears  pretty  plain  ;  over  these 
words  are  written,  the  words  "  Common  Council,''  which 
were  evidently  written  after  the  erasure. 

Benjamin  Franklin,  sworn. — I  am  Chief  of  the  Detec- 
tive Department  of  the  Police  of  Philadelphia. 

(The  Leech  certificate  being  shown  to  the  witness,)  he 
says : 

I  take  the  word  under  the  word  "  Council"  to  have  been 
"  constables,"  there  is  no  doubt  of  it.  Under  the  word 
"  Common"  are  the  words  "  one  of  the  ;"  this  is  unquestion- 
able. I  make  upon  closer  inspection  the  words  erased  to 
be  "one  of  the  constables."  The  words  "Common  Coun- 
cil" are  written  over  those  words,  and  in  darker  and,  I  think, 
different  ink.  The  erased  words  were  written  by  a  good 
writer.  Those  written  over  them  appear  to  be  in  a  different 
hand,  but  by  a  good  writer. 

Thomas  H.Fegan,5www. — I  was  one  of  theEeturn  Judges 
for  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  for  the  election  in  October, 
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1862,  and  as  such  I  signed  that  paper,  (referring  to  the 
Leech  certificate,  handed  to  and  examined  by  him.) 

At  the  time  I  signed  it,  I  don't  recollect  whether  it  was 
filled  up  for  Constable  or  Common  Council.  I  was  present 
when  the  votes  were  counted  on  the  15th.  There  was  great 
confusion  then,  and  I  don't  remember  who  was  named  as 
elected  to  Common  Council.  There  was  a  party  outside 
who  were  calling  out  that  Mr.  Simpson,  one  of  the  Judges, 
ought  to  be  turned  oat,  as  he  was  not  fit  to  be  in  such  a 
party.  The  room  was  only  about  fourteen  feet  by  nine,  and 
there  were  at  least  twenty-five  persons  in  there,  besides  a 
number  of  boxes  and  harness. 

I  don't  know  who  wrote  the  words  Common  Council  over 
this  erasure ;  that  is  my  signature,  but  I  can't  say  that  the 
words  Common  Council  were  in  when  I  signed  it. 

(Mr.  McCurdy's  certificate  shown.) 

That  is  my  signature ;  we  made  out  the  certificates  two 
days  after*  the  election ;  it  was  then  ascertained  that  Mr. 
McCurdy  had  received  a  majority  of  the  votes,  and  all  the 
Judges,  except  Mr.  Simpson,  who  was  not  present,  signed 
his  certificate;  there  was  so  much  confusion  the  day  after 
the  election,  we  could  hardly  tell  who  was  elected ;  there 
were  some  three  hundred  people  about,  running  in  and  out 
continually  ;  this  crowd  was  in  the  bar  room  and  entry,  and 
were  continually  running  in  and  out  of  the  room  where  the 
Judges  were  sitting  ;  there  was  a  good  deal  of  jarring. 

I  think  the  vote  for  Common  Council  had  been  added  up 
when  Mr.  Force  moved  to  give  Mr.  Leech  a  certificate;  I 
won't  say  positively  that  the  vote  had  been  announced  be- 
fore this  motion  was  made. 

I  won't  be  positive  who  handed  me  the  Leech  certificate 
to  sign  ;  I  think  Mr.  Force  signed  it  before  me;  there  was  a 
great  deal  of  confusion  ;  it  was  said  by  some  one  that  Mr. 
Leech  had  received  three  votes  for  Constable  in  his  own 
Division  ;  I  don't  know  whether  the  certificate  was  for  Con- 
stable or  Common  Council ;  it  disappeared  as  soon  as  it  was 
signed ;  none  of  us  knew  who  took  it  off;  I  remember  that 
there  was  a  blot  of  ink  on  the  top  of  the  paper  we  signed; 
that  looks  like  the  blot,  but  I  don't  recollect  that  any 
words  had  been  scratched  out  of  it. 

Fkedeeick  Osterheldt,  Jr.,  sivorn. — I  was  one  of  the 
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Return  Judges  of  the  Twenty -fourth  Ward  for  the  election 
held  in  October,  1862.  (The  Leech  certificate  shown.)  As 
such  I  signed  that  paper ;  yes,  that  is  my  signature ;  when 
I  signed  it,  none  of  the  words  had  been  scratched  out,  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge  ;  no,  sir,  I  don't  think  any  words 
were  scratched  out;  the  words  "Common  Council"  were 
not  written  in  then;  it  was  a  certificate  for  constable;  I  so 
regarded  it,  and  thought  it  a  joke  ;  after  it  left  me,  the  word 
constable  must  have  been  scratched  out  and  the  words 
"Common  Council"  written  in  ;  the  words  "  Common 
Council"  were  not  in  when  I  signed  it,  and  I  would  like  to 
know  who  did  it. 

I  signed  this  the  day  after  the  election  on  the  15th.  Ac- 
cording to  the  returns  given  out  and  tallied,  Mr.  McCurdy 
was  elected  to  Common  Council ;  the  Beturn  Judges  ac- 
cordingly met  on  the  16th,  and  gave  him  his  certificate. 
(Mr.  McCurdy's  certificate  shown.)  This  is  the  certificate 
we  gave  him  ;  that  is  my  signature.  The  certificate  to  Mr. 
Leech  disappeared  as  soon  as  it  was  signed  ;  I  have  never 
seen  it  since,  until  now,  when  I  discover  for  the  first  time 
that  the  word  *'  constable"  was  scratched  out  and  "Common 
Council"  written  in. 

H.  A.  Wetherill,  sworn. — I  am  a  reporter  for  the 
public  press,  and  was  a  reporter  for  Forney's  Press  in  the 
fall  of  1862.  I  was  coming  up  Chestnut  street  a  few  days 
after  the  election  in  October,  1862,  when  I  was  accosted  at 
Fifth  street,  by  Mr.  Wilson,  also  a  reporter,  who  seemed  to 
have  been  in  conversation  with  Mr.  Isaac  Leech,  of  the 
Twenty-fourth  Ward.  Mr.  Wilson  introduced  me  to  Mr. 
Leech,  when  the  latter  complained  to  me  about  some  article 
which  had  appeared  in  Forney's  Press,  the  day  or  so  pre- 
vious ;  among  other  things  stated,  Mr.  Leech  said  the  article 
did  him  great  injustice,  as  he  had  refused  or  intended  to 
refuse,  a  certificate  of  election  to  Common  Council  from  the 
Twenty-fourth  Ward,  on  the  ground  that  the  returns  did 
not  show  that  he  had  received  a  sufficient  number  of  votes 
to  entitle  him  to  a  seat  in  Council.  At  the  same  time  he 
desired  that  I  would  make  a  correction  in  the  paper  next 
day,  stating  this  fact.  That  correction  was  made  the  next 
day,  I  think,  but  whether  I  wrote  the  article  or  directed  it 
to  be  written,  I  do  not  recollect.     The  correction  he  desired 
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me  to  make  was  to  the  effect  that  he  had  declined  or  in- 
tended to  decline  receiving  the  certificate  of  his  election  to 
Common  Council,  on  the  ground  that  the  returns  did  not 
show  that  he  had  received  a  sufficient  number  of  votes  to 
entitle  him  to  his  seat;  at  his  instance  the  statement  was 
made ;  I  think  that  Mr.  Wilson  heard  all  that  passed  be- 
tween Mr.  Leech  and  myself. 

Charles  C.  Wilson,  sworn. — I  have  been  a  reporter 
nearly  twenty-five  years.  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr. 
Leech  shortly  after  the  election  in  October,  1862  ;  I  met 
him  at  the  corner  of  Fifth  and  Chestnut  streets.  He  wa's 
very  indignant  and  complained  very  much  against  an  article 
which  had  appeared  in  the  "  Press"  of  that  day ;  he  said  a 
great  deal  of  injustice  was  done  him  in  the  article,  and  he 
desired  to  have  it  corrected.  At  this  time  I  was  ignorant  of 
the  article  to  which  he  alluded  ;  it  was  the  article  charging 
him  with  taking  a  certificate  of  his  election;  he  said  he  had 
not  taken  it,  did  not  intend  to  take  it,  and  that  the  whole  thing 
was  a  gross  fraud.  He  said  that  the  article  in  the  Press  re- 
flected upon  his  honor,  and  that,  as  an  honest  man,  he 
could  not  and  would  not  accept  the  certificate;  he  added 
"I  wash  my  hands,  Mr.  Wilson,  of  the  whole  of  this 
affair,"  I  told  him  that  I  did  not  write  the  article  com- 
plained of,  and  that  Mr.  Wetherill  was  the  chief  reporter 
for  the  Press  and  I  thought  would  make  the  amende  honor- 
able. At  this  moment  Mr.  Wetherill  came  up  and  I  intro- 
duced him  to  Mr.  Leech.  What  passed  between  them,  Mr. 
Wetherill  has  stated,  I  presume,  fully  in  his  testimony.

Office  of  the  City  Bounty  Fund  Commission,

To  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 

Councils  of  Philadelphia. 

The  appropriation  made  by  Councils  for  the  payment  of 
bounties  to  volunteers  is  nearly  exhausted.  It  provided 
for  5,000  men,  at  $250  per  man.  This  Commissson  has 
awarded  4,463  bounties,  of  which  only  a  few  hundreds  are 
for  veterans  re-enlisting  in  the  field.  The  muster  rolls  of 
these  latter  are  now  beginning  to  come  in  such  shape  as  to 
enable  the  Commission  to  act  upon  them  ;  and  it  is  estimated 
that  several  thousand  men  of  the  old  Philadelphia  regiments 
will  claim  and  be  entitled  to  the  bounty.  Besides  these, 
new  recruits  are  presenting  themselves  at  the  rate  of  150 
or  200  per  day.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  unless  the 
promptest  action  be  taken  to  make  additional  appropriations, 
the  Commission  must  announce,  in  a  few  days,  that  the 
fund  is  exhausted  and  that  payment  has  ceased.  The  effect 
on  the  present  volunteering  spirit  of  any  such  check  or 
interruption  cannot  but  be  most  unfortunate. 

It  is  evident  that  Philadelphia  must  be  called  upon  for  a 
vastly  larger  number  of  men  than  have  been  provided  for 
by  the  Ordinance  of  December  12th.  Under  the  draft  of 
last  summer,  for  300,000  men,  the  quotas  for  the  several 
wards  amounted  to  11,853,  and  the  deficiency  of  the  draft 
is  found  to  be  8,537.  The  Commission  see  no  reason  why 
the  allotment  of  the  City,  under  the  call  of  October  17th, 
should  be  less  than  under  the  last  draft,  while  the  increase 
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of  200,000  men  under  the  call  of  February  1st,  must  raise 
it  proportionably. 

The  Commission  has  endeavored,  without  success  thus 
far,  to  ascertain  officially  the  quota  of  the  City.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  official  information,  it  would  suggest  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  for  5,000  more  men,  which  would 
enable  it  to  continue  its  labors  until  the  number  required 
be  definitely  ascertained. 

The  Commission  would  farther  suggest,  that  some  con- 
dition respecting  any  bounties  that  may  liereafter  be  offered 
by  the  State,  might  reasonably  be  attached  to  future  appro- 
priations. Philadelphia  will  have  to  bear  her  fall  share  of 
taxation  to  meet  such  bounties,  while,  if  her  quota  be  filled 
by  her  own  exertions,  she  will  derive  no  corresponding- 
benefit  therefrom.  All  recruits  receiving  the  City  bounty, 
might,  therefore,  be  required  to  make  over  to  the  City  their 
claim  upon  any  bounty  to  be  hereafter  offered  by  the  State.

The  principal  of  said  loan  shall 
be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from 
the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before  without  the  consent  of 
the  holders  thereof;  and  the  certificates  therefor,  in  the 
usual  form  of  certificates  of  City  loan,  shall  be  issued  in 
such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but  not  for  any 
fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  if  required  in 
amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars;  and  it 
shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the  said  loan 
therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest  thereof,  are  payable 
free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
thereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  ordinance,  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates  and 
from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  certificates;  and  the  further  sum  of  three- 
tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certifi- 
cates so  issued,  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly  out  of  said 
income  and  taxes  to  a  sinking  fund;  which  fund,  and  its 
accumulations,  are  hereby  especially  pledged  for  the  re- 
demption and  payment  of  said  certificates.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Highways  having  had 
under  consideration  the  claims  of  James  McCarthy,  for 
services  as  collector  of  sewer  rents,  and  William  Rice,  as 
watcher  of  Passenger  Railway  Cars,  during  1863,  respect- 
fully report  that  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  was 
directed  by  the  Committee  on  Highways,  of  1868,  to  employ 
persons  for  the  above  named  purposes,  and  he  accordingly 
employed  Messrs.  McCarthy  and  Rice.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Trusts  and  Fire,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  an  extension  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph,  beg  leave  to  report. 

That  they  have  fully  examined  the  question  of  the  pro- 
posed extension,  and  find  that  there  are  many  points  of  the 
city  yet  exposed  to  ravages  by  fire,  and  unprovided  with 
the  protection  secured  to  other  portions  by  means  of  our 
admirable  system  of  Fire  Telegraph.  They  have  also  ascer- 
tained that  a  number  of  the  houses  of  Fire  Companies  are 
still  wanting  any  connection  by  telegraph  with  the  Central 
office.  Your  Committee  deem  it  their  duty  to  urge  imme- 
diate action   in  perfecting  to  the  utmost  the  protection  of 
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our  citizens  against  losses  from  fire,  and  while  justice  de- 
mands that  those  sections  of  the  city  still  exposed  and 
unprovided  with  alarm  apparatus,  should  be  provided  for 
at  once.  Prudence  and  economy  dictate  the  policy  of  con- 
necting by  telegraph  all  of  the  houses  of  the  Fire  Com- 
panies. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report  that  in  a  spirit  of 
])ublic  enterprise  and  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  community 
in  securing  them  against  fire,  several  of  the  fire  companies 
have  already,  and  at  their  own  expense,  placed  telegraph 
apparatus  in  their  respective  houses.  These  expenses 
should  be  refunded  to  such  companies,  and  to  meet  the 
whole  subject  your  Committee  report  the  accompanjnng 
ordinance,  and  earnestl}^  recommend  its  passage.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  Henry  J.  Fox,  asking  compensation 
for  damages  sustained  by  him,  through  an  erroneous  survey 
of  his  lot  on  the  south  side  of  Coates  street,  west  of  Nine- 
teenth street,  respectfully  report, 

That  they  have  carefully  inquired  into  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  and  have  ascertained  the  following  facts: 

The  grantor  of  the  petition,  desirous  of  building  upon 
the  lot  referred  to,  called  upon  the  District  Survej^or,  Mr, 
Amos  Styles,  to  make  a  proper  survey  of  it,  and  obtained 
from  him  what  appeared  to  be  correct  metes  and  bounds  of 
the  same.  A  brick  dwelling  was  then  erected  upon  the 
same,  and,  after  the  conveyance  of  the  house  and  lot  to  the 
petitioner,  it  proved  that  the  surveyor  had  made  a  serious 
mistake,  and  had  located  the  lot  several  inches  over  the 
land  of  an  adjoining  owner.  The  petitioner  was  compelled, 
in  consequence  of  this  error,  to  pull  down  one  wall  of  his 
building,  and  to  abandon  his  title  to  a  corresponding  strip 
of  land  on  the  other  side  of  it. 

He  brought  suit  against  the  City  for  damages  in  conse- 
quence of  this  erroneous  survey,  and  recovered  a  verdict  to 
the  amount  of  $871,54,  but,  on  a  legal  point  reserved,  the 
Court  decided  that  the  plaintiff  could  not  enforce  this  ver- 
dict, because  the  surveyor  was  not  a  "  municipal  ojjicerP 
having  been  elected  by  the  people,  in  their  sovereign  capa- 
city. It  was,  however,  shown  that  the  City  had  neglected 
to  require  the  entry  of  proper  sureties  by  the  District  Sur- 
veyor,— which  it  now  does, — and  in  this  view  of  the  case 
your  Committee  feel  that  the  Corporation  is  morally,  if  not 
legally,  responsible  to  the  petitioner  for  a  part  at  least  of 
the  damage  he  has  sustained.  They  therefore  report  the 
annexed  ordinance  to  pay  a  portion  of  this  claim,  together 
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with  a  small  claim  for  election  expenses  in  tlie  Seventh 
Division  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward,  incurred  in  October, 
18G3,  and  recommend  its  passage.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Gas,  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  following  report : 

At  their  Stated  Meeting,  held  on  the  16th  inst.,  the  Com- 
mittee had  under  consideration  that  portion  of  the  last 
Annual  Eeport  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works,  which 
represents  the  necessity  of  farther  action  by  Councils,  for 
enabling  the  Board  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  trust,  in 
giving  the  benefits  of  gas  lighting  to  all  the  citizens  who 
have  a  right  to  require  it. 

The  last  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works 
to  Councils,  shows  that  the  works  and  street  mains  for  sup- 
plying gas  to  the  inhabitants  of  tlie  city,  have  been  extended 
as  far  as  can  be  done  with  the  fund  they  have  been  author- 
ized to  raise  for  such  objects. 

The  opening  of  new  streets  and  the  building  of  houses 
upon  these,  and  other  parts  of  the  city,  create  a  demand  for 
further  extensions,  which  the  trustees  are  unable  to  comply 
with,  for  the  want  of  necessary  funds. 

The  increase  of  the  demand  for  gas  in  1863,  was  12  per 
cent,  over  that  of  1862,  and  the  increase  during  the  present 
year,  and  perhaps  the  next  two  or  three  years  will  be  of 
quite  as  great  amount  if  the  trustees  are  enabled  to  supply 
it  by  increasing  the  means  of  making  and  distributing  it. 

There  should  be  provided  then  the  ability  to  add  25  per 
cent,  to  the  extent  of  the  works  within  two  years. 

The  cost  of  these  additions  can  be  estimated  approxi- 
mately by  an  examination  of  the  cost  of  the  present  works 
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pipes  and  other  property  held  by  the  trustees  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1864. 

The  cost  of  these  is  shown  by  the  last  report  to  Councils 
to  be  $4,532,777.85. 

At  present  prices  of  labor  and  materials  their  cost  would 
be  greater,  probably  between  five  and  six  millions. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Engineer-in-Chief,  that  the  capacity 
of  the  works  can  be  increased  25  per  cent,  at  present  prices, 
by  an  outlay  of  one  million  of  dollars,  and  that  it  will  re- 
quire two  seasons  to  complete  the  work. 

If  commenced  early  in  the  present  year  it  can  be  so  far 
done  as  to  meet  the  increased  consumption  of  next  winter, 
and  will  be  completed  in  season  for  the  additional  increase 
that  will  arise  in  the  winter  of  1865-6. 

The  moneys  for  this  object  will  be  wanted  as  the  work 
progresses,  and  so  gradually  that  it  may  easily  be  procured 
by  sales  of  a  loan,  if  Councils  shall  so  authorize,  but  small 
amounts  of  which,  will  be  in  the  market  at  any  time,  and. 
a  considerable  part  of  it  will  be  taken  by  the  sinking  fund, 
without  going  into  the  market  at  all. 

This  loan  may  be  made  redeemable  in  1884,  which  is  one 
year  before  the  Gas  Loan  created  in  1855,  will  mature. 

This  early  period  of  redemption  has  been  fixed,  because 
it  has  been  made  evident  to  the  Committee,  that  the  amount 
of  the  Sinking  Funds  of  the  Gas  Trust  will  be  ample  at  that 
time  for  the  redemption  of  this  and  all  the  other  outstand- 
ing Gas  Loans. 

The  present  condition  of  the  trust  is  exhibited  in  the  fol- 
lowing brief  statement. 
Cost  of  all  its  permanent  property  as  before 

stated, $4,532,777.85 

Amount  of  all  outstanding  loans  and  other 

liabilities  for  this  property  due  to  bond- 
holders and  to  the  city,  and  to  the  stock- 
holders of  the  various  Gas  Works  bought 

by  the  Trust  is $3,145,740.00 

Towards  paying  these  liabilities,  there  is 

now  in  the  several  Sinking  Funds  the 

sum  of $1,170,866.55 

Leaving  a  balance  to  be  provided  by  the 

future  operations  of  the  Sinking  Funds, 

amounting  to $1,974,873.45 
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Which  is  less  than  one  half  the  cost  of  the  works,  and 
shows  that  the  gain  to  the  city  by  the  operations  of  the  Gas 
Works,  has  already  been  over  two  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
abling the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  to 
enlarge  and  extend  said  works,  to  meet  the  increasing  wants 
of  the  citizens  for  gas  light,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  borrow  on  the  credit 
of  the  corporation,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
six  per  centum  per  annum,  such  sums  of  money  as  the 
Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works  may  require,  not  exceeding 
one  million  of  dollars ;  and,  without  requiring  the  pay- 
ment of  any  money  therefor,  the  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  empowered  and  directed,  on  the  requisition  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  to  issue  certifi- 
cates of  loan  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  such  amounts 
and  to  such  parties  as  they  shall  designate,  not  exceeding 
said  sum,  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  obli- 
gations that  may  be  incurred  in  the*  enlargement  and 
increase  of  the  works,  mains,  service  pipes,  meters  and 
fixtures,  and  to  carry  on  the  gas  works  in  their  charge,  and

The  outlay  by  the  city  of  $1,000,000  in  consideration  of 
getting  the  capitol  with  the  various  departments  perma- 
nently located  in  this  city  cannot  be  regarded  other  than  as 
a  judicious  expenditure.  The  increased  value  of  the 
property  adjacent  to  the  site  selected  will  alone,  in  the 
opinion  your  Committee,  at  no  distant  day  produce  an 
annual  revenue  in  the  shape  of  taxation  more  than  the 
equivalent  of  the  interest  on  the  principal  sum. 

Nor  is  this  all,  one  very  important  inducement  is  that 
the  money  will  be  expended  amongst  our  own  citizens, 
merchants,  tradesmen,  artizans  and  mechanics  for  the  labor, 
skill  and  material  performed  and  furnished  in  the  purchase 
of  the  ground,  and  the  erection  of  the  necessary  buildings. 
The  distribution  of  this  money  in  the  several  departments 
of  business  will  have  a  powerful  tendency  to  stimulate 
trade,  and  in  that  way  be  productive  of  great  benefit  to  our 
immediate  community. 

Should  we  succeed  in  the  desired  object  the  large  influx 
of  people  to  our  city  during  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature 
would  necessarily  bring  with  them  a  corresponding  increase 
of  business,  as  much  of  their  money  would  find  a  circula- 
tion among  our  fellow-citizens. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee  useless  to  multiply  instances 
of  the  advantage  that  the  enterprise  would  be  to  us,  so 
obvious  does  the  beneficial  results  appear. 

Nor  can  it  be  less  advantageous  to  the  State  at  large. 
Philadelphia  by  reason  of  her  railroad  facilities  is  probably 
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infinitely  more  central  than  Harrisburg,  and  so  far  as  our 
hotel  accommodations  for  the  members,  and  those  having 
business  at  the  capitol  are  concerned  comparison  inures 
largely  to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  this  city.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Fire  Marshal  to 
attend,  examine  into,  report  upon,  and  keep  a  record  of  all 
fires  occurring  within  the  limits  of  the  city  ;  ascertaining  as 
satisfactorily  as  possible  the  cause  thereof,  and  recording  a 
brief  description  of  the  premises  wherein  the  fire  may  have 
originated,  whether  of  brick,  stone,  iron  or  wood,  and  how 
occupied,  whether  as  a  dwelling,  storehouse,  factory,  work- 
shop, or  otherwise ;  also  accurate  estimates  of  losses  on 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  destroyed  or  damaged  by 
burning,  smoke  or  water,  with  amounts  of  insurance,  and 
such  other  information  as  may,,  from  time  to  time,  be 
deemed  important  by  the  Mayor  or  Councils;  of  all  of 
which  reports  shall  be  made  to  the  Mayor  and  Councils, 
semi-annually,  or  oftener  if  required. 

Sect.  3.  And  that  the  said  Fire  Marshal  shall  have  all 
authority  and  powers  of  a  detective  police  officer ;  and  it 
shall  be  his  special  duty  to  detect  and  ferret  out  and  bring 
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to  justice  all  persons  guilty  of  the  crime  of  arson,  and  to 
enforce  all  laws  and  ordinances  for  the  prevention  of  fires. 
Sect.  4.  The  salary  of  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  be  fifteen 
hundred  ($1500)  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  as 
all  officers  of  the  police  are  paid.

Sixth  Annual  Message  of  the  Mayor. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Coimcils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirement  of  the  Act  which  con- 
solidated this  Cit}'-,  I  present  to  you  a  statement  of  the 
finances,  improvements,  and  government  o^  Philadelphia 
during  the  past  year.  The  unprecedented  events  of  that 
period,  which  must  be  long  remembered  for  the  general 
excitement  they  caused,  were  through  a  kind  Providence  un- 
attended among  us  by  tumult  or  violence — while  the  ready 
acquiescence  in  the  unwonted  demands  of  military  service, 
by  which  this  community  was  specially  distinguished,  gave 
assured  confidence  in  the  enjoyment  of  private  rights  and 
in  the  maintenance  of  public  order. 

Looking  back  to  the  grave  emergencies  which  for  a  time 
seemed  to  be  fraught  with  danger  and  disaster,  and  remem- 
bering that  the  anticipated  calamities  were  wholly  warded 
from  us,  we  are  called  upon  to  recognize  our  common 
dependence  upon  the  mercies  of  the  Almighty,  and  humbly 
to  acknowledge  that  "  except  the  Lord  keep  the  city  the 
watchman  waketh  but  in  vain." 

The  funded  debt  of  Philadelphia,  at  the  end  of  1863, 
amounted  to  $24,683,805  84,  which  was  represented  by 
$1,886,497  80  of  five  per  cent,  loans,  and  $22,797,308  04 
of  those  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest.  This  sum  included 
$391,349  22  of  matured  debt  which  had  not  been  presented 
for  its  redemption ;  and  the  original  imperfect  registry  of 
certificates,  which  no  diligence  has  been  able  to  remedy, 
makes  it  impracticable  to  ascertain  the  respective  owners  of 
the  over-due  loans.  Every  annual  statement  of  the  munici- 
pal debt  must,  from  thi  s  cause,  be  for  a  long  time  hence, 
only  an  approximation  of  its  true  amount,  attaining,  how- 
ever, each  successive  year,  greater  accuracy  as  errors  shall 
be  gradually  eliminated. 

In  addition  to  such  outstanding  indebtedness,  $1,379,100 
the  balances  of  various  loans  remained  un negotiated,  which 
will  increase  the  funded  liabilities  to  $26,062,905  84  as  the 
total  unliquidated  debt  that  had  been  authorized  before  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year. 
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The  CommissioDers  of  the  Sinking  Fund  hnve  twenty- 
three  distinct  investment  accounts  under  their  charo-e  in 
which  there  is  a  constant  accumulation  of  the  assets  that 
will  be  needed  to  pay  off  at  maturity  all  loans  created  since 
1854,  and  also  to  make  provision  toward  the  settlement  of 
consolidated  loans  of  earlier  dates. 

These  sinking  funds  hold  securities  that  cost  $10,727,- 
025  50,  with  $186,854  62  in  money,  applicable  to  the  pay- 
ment of  matured  loan^,  or  for  other  investment.  The  present 
market  price  of  the  larger  part  of  these  securities  is  suffi- 
ciently enhanced  beyond  their  cost  to  make  up  for  the  depre- 
ciation or  worthlessuess  of  the  remainder,  and  the  property 
of  the  trust  may  now  be  reasonably  valued,  at  $11,000,000, 
which  with  the  proceeds  from  time  to  time  of  the  sales  of 
real  estate  owned  by  the  city  should  offer  satisfactory  assur- 
rance  that  ample  provision  has  been  made  to  maintain  in 
the  future  the  financial  credit  that  Philadelphia  now 
possesses. 

The  amount  of  funded  debt  paid  off  was  $321,948  00,  and 
$198,500  00  of  loans  yet  undue,  were  cancelled  by  the  Com- 
missioners, having  been  purchased  with  the  proceeds  of 
stock  in  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company.  During  the 
past  year,  the  issue  of  loans  for  various  objects,  amounted  to 
$810,900  00,  which  are  included  in  the  aggregate  debt 
before  stated. 

The  entire  amount  of  loans  authorized  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  present  municipal  government  to  the  close 
of  the  last  year,  is  $12,074,900  00,  of  which  $4,500,000  00 
have  created  to  provide  for  the  defence  of  the  city,  the 
enlistment  of  volunteers,  and  the  support  of  their  families, 
while,  in  addition  thereto,  $4,250,000  have  been  required 
for  similar  purposes  since  the  beginning  of  the  current 
year. 

The  receipts  of  the  Treasury  during  1863,  were  $5,353,- 
594  78,  of  which,  however,  only_$3,858,781  73  were  derived 
from  the  usual  sources  of  municipal  revenue,  the  balance 
having  accrued  mainly  from  the  sale  of  City  loans  and  from 
funds  borrowed  for  temporary  use.  The  cash  on  hand,  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1863,  was  $1,063,704  19,  making,  with  the  receipts, 
$6,417,298  97,  of, which  $5,886,420  41  have  been  disbursed, 
leaving  $530,878  56  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasury. 

A  mere  summary  of  the  finances  of  the  city  can  supply 
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little  practical  information,  and  is  only  useful  as  exhibiting 
the  magnitude  of  the  interests  concerned,  and  the  extent  of 
the  duties  involved  in  their  management. 

The  taxes  assessed  for  the  past  year  yielded  the  net  sum 
of  $2,384,071  96,  after  allowing  discounts  amounting  to 
$193,186  54,  for  promptness  in  making  payments.  The 
registered  taxes  of  previous  years  produced  $185,125  89, 
making  the  total  revenue  from  direct  levy,  $2,869,197  85, 
and  leaving  $519,235  13  of  the  assessment  for  1863  uncol- 
lected at  its  close,  besides  balances  oP  taxes  due  from  former 
periods.  This  statement  includes  $121,955  40  which  was 
paid  to  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  on  the  last  day  of  the  year, 
and  through  inability  to  deposit  it  in  the  treasury  on  that 
date,  could  not  be  credited  in  the  Controller's  annual  Report. 

The  Controller  has  estimated  the  deficiency  of  the  assets 
in  the  treasury,  with  other  usual  resources  to  meet  the  out- 
standing liabilities,  at  $2,209,941  28  on  the  first  day  of  the 
year,  including  therein  $1,357,606  Qb  for  warrants  issued 
in  1863,  and  $63,365  42  for  those  of  previous  years.  This 
estimate  is  based  partly  upon  presumed  excesses  in  the 
expenses  of  various  departments  that  have  not  yet  been 
accurately  ascertained,  and  partly  upon  other  computations 
that  will  not  admit  of  exactness  in  advance;  but  it  is  not 
improbable  that  the  gross  deficiency  of  $2,200,000  will  be 
fully  verified.  Its  amount  is  mainly  to  be  attributed  to  the 
insufficient  rate  of  taxation  and  to  the  unrestricted  appro- 
priations of  the  late  Councils, — and  it  is  already  evident 
that  the  finances  of  the  current  year  will  result  in  a  much 
greater  deficit,  unless  the  larger  part  of  its  expenses  be 
provided  b}'  the  censurable  resort  to  new  public  loans.  The 
delay  shown  by  Councils  in  several  instances  in  determining 
the  annual  rate  of  texation  induced  the  passage  of  an  aco 
of  Assembly,  prescribing  that  when  the  rate  of  taxes  for  an 
ensuing  year  was  not  settled  by  Councils  at  or  before  their 
second  meeting  in  December,  the  taxation  should  continue 
to  be  levied  without  change  of  assessment.  Immediately 
after  the  adoption  of  such  law  in  April,  1862,  Councils  fixed 
for  that  year  the  rate  of  two  dollars  on  each  hundred 
dollars  of  assessed  valuation,  being  the  same  levy  which  had 
been  authorized  in  the  year  preceding,  but  had  failed  to 
produce  adequate  means,  under  rigid  economy,  to  defray  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  City  government.     At  the  second 
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stated  meeting  of  Councils  in  December,  1862,  the  same 
rate  of  taxation  was  approved  for  the  following  year,  and 
it  has  resulted  in  the  heavy  deficiency  that  now  embarrasses 
the  management  of  the  treasury.  The  taxation  for  the 
present  year,  through  default  of  definite  action  by  the  last 
Councils,  has  been  determined  by  force  of  this  Act  of 
Assembly,  and  thus  a  rate  that  has  three  times  proven  in- 
sufficient and  impolitic  has  been  continued.  The  increase 
of  appropriation  to  every  department  of  the  municipal 
government,  that  has  been  indispensable  for  the  payment  of 
reasonable  salaries  and  the  purchase  of  usual  supplies,  will, 
apart  from  any  extraordinary  expenditures,  cause  the  ex- 
penses of  the  year  to  largely  exceed  those  of  any  former 
period  ;  and  as  the  resources  of  the  City  have  not  been  cor- 
respondingly augmented,  the  resulting  deficiency  will  be 
inevitable.  It  is  preferable  that  the  community  should 
endure  a  temporary  inconvenience  from  an  occasional  delay 
in  fixing  the  rate  of  taxation,  rather  than  have,  through 
the  indecision  of  Councils,  an  inadequate  lev}''  of  taxes  from 
year  to  year,  until  it  becomes  necessary  to  draw  upon  a 
coming  generation  to  pay  for  the  temporizing  policy  of  the 
present  day,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  Councils 
should  ask  for  a  repeal  of  the  Act  of  March  8,  1862,  by  the 
Legislature  now  in  session,  as  the  most  obvious  means  of 
preventing  the  financial  embarrassments  which  will  certainly 
ensue  from  the  inefficiency  and  neglect  of  duty  Vv'hich  it 
tends  to  promote. 

The  City  Solicitor  has  been  charged  during  the  past  year 
with  the  management  of  several  suits  of  more  than  usual 
moment  to  the  City,  particularly  those  to  compel  payment 
from  the  Passenger  Railroad  Companies  of  the  tax  upon 
their  dividends,  and  one  to  obtain  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Eailroad  Company  the  sum  of  ^.94,500,  withheld  by  it  from 
the  City  under  pretence  of  the  Ordinance  of  July  14,  1863, 
relating  to  a  projected  line  of  steamships  to  foreign  ports. 
Two  preceding  bills  of  City  Councils  having  the  same 
general  intent,  but  more  objectionable  in  some  features,  were 
returned  without  the  Mayor's  signature,  and  the  Ordinance 
under  which  it  is  alleged  the  Company  have  acquired  a  right 
to  retain  a  portion  of  their  annual  dividend  payable  to  the 
City,  was  suffered  to  become  a  law,  that  its  validity  might 
receive  judicial  determination.     There  having  been  no  offer 
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on  the  part  of  the  Directors  of  tbe  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
to  test  legally  its  provisions,  or  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
requirements  of  tlie  Ordinance,  and  there  being,  as  it  is 
believed,  no  probability  that  the  scheme  it  was  intended  to 
promote  will  be  ever  undertaken — the  refusal  of  the  Com- 
j:)any  to  pay  the  full  cash  dividend  due  to  the  City,  and  the 
subsequent  assertion  of  a  right  to  retain  a  portion  of  the 
recent  stock  dividend,  are  both  censurable  as  acts  that  could 
only  proceed  from  the  effrontery  of  a  coporation. 

Tlie  collection  of  municipal  claims  has  been  prosecuted 
by  the  Law  Department  with  unusual  success,  and  upwards 
of  $40,000  have,  through  its  efforts,  been  contributed  to  the 
City  Treasury. 

The  extension  of  the  City  Survey  has  been  continued  b}"- 
the  proper  department,  with  the  field  work  chiefly  in  the 
Twenty-third  Ward — but  the  revision  of  lines  and  grades 
in  other  sections  has  not  been  neglected.  The  system  of 
sewerage  has  received  additional  development  by  the  con- 
struction of  new  culverts  of  various  dimensions,  some  of 
which  were  ordered  by  Councils,  but  most  of  them  under- 
taken through  private  enterprise  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Surveys. 

The  insecure  condition  of  several  of  the  public  bridges 
should  engage  the  early  attention  of  Councils.  The  number 
and  importance  of  these  structures  demand  that  their  super- 
vision should  be  devolved  upon  a  Joint  Standing  Committee 
to  be  specially  and  solely  charged  with  such  subject.  The 
Market  Street  Bridge,  which  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
sustained  severe  damage  from  a  heavy  gale,  was  suffered  to 
remain  for  months  without  the  requisite  repair,  although 
the  attention  of  the  Highway  Department  was  repeatedly 
called  to  its  condition.  While  the  immediate  injury  from 
the  storm  has  been  remedied,  the  entire  structure  needs  a 
thorough  examination  and  such  renewal  of  material  in  its 
several  parts  as  may  enable  it  to  bear  safely  the  immense 
weight  and  pressure  to  which  it  is  subjected.  The  bridges 
over  Gunner's  Run  and  Cohocksink  Creek,  whose  size  is 
not  commensurate  with  their  importance,  should  be  enlarged 
and  strengthened.  When  the  Chestnut  Street  Bridge  was 
commenced,  it  was  believed  that  it  would  be  ready  for  travel 
early  in  the  present  j^'car,  but  various  causes  have  retarded 
its  progress  and  have  postponed  its  completion  probably  to 
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another  season.  The  structure  is  massive  and  imposing, 
and  will  be  creditable  to  the  City,  both  for  the  correct  taste 
displayed  in  its  design  and  for  its  unusual  proportion  and 
size.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  late  Councils  upon 
the  application  of  those  who  engaged  to  furnish  the  stone- 
work of  this  bridge,  should  have  been  induced  to  set  aside 
obligations  into  which  they  had  entered,  and  to  appropriate 
to  them  in  addition  to  their  contract  price,  the  sura  of 
$77,116  32,  not  only  to  recompense  them  for  losses  alleged 
to  have  been  actually  incurred  but  to  anticipate  those  which 
might  thereafter  happen  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work. 
As  a  precedent  there  could  be  no  gi'eater  damage  inflicted 
upon  the  system  of  municipal  contracts,  and  no  more  direct 
invitation  to  undertake  public  work  for  insufficient  terms, 
looking  to  ultimate  profit  from  bounty  awarded  through 
sympathy  of  the  authorities.  Upon  the  completion  of  this 
work,  the  evidence  of  loss  from  changes  in  value  that  could 
not  have  been  foreseen,  might  have  been  placed  before  Coun- 
cils with  confidence,  that  equity  would  be  done — but  by  the 
course  adopted,  the  City  has  met  with  an  incalculable  injury 
in  comparison  wherewith  the  sum  thus  diverted  from  its 
treasury  is  of  slight  importance. 

By  better  management  than  had  previously  been  pursued, 
the  revenue  of  the  Highway  Department,  from  sewer  rents, 
was  largely  increased  and  a  greater  income  assured,  here- 
after from  that  source.  The  paving  and  repair  of  streets 
and  highways  have  been  carried  on  to  an  extent  and  cost 
unwarranted  by  the  appropriations  for  such  purposes,  and 
the  Chief  Commissioner  reports  a  deficiency  of  $23,611  09, 
mainly  attributable  to  such  work.  The  economy  of  the 
cobble  stone  pavement,  now  in  general  use,  more  especially 
since  the  occupation  of  the  streets  with  the  rails  lor  pas- 
senger cars,  is  very  questionable — but  I  would  recommend 
that  the  several  railway  Companies  be  required  to  replace 
the  roadway  along  their  respective  routes  with  cubical 
blocks,  or  with  such  other  approved  pavement  as  may  be 
selected,  as  a  slight  return  for  the  lucrative  privileges  they 
now  enjoy.  Permission  might  very  probably  be  given  by 
ordinance  to  all  desiring  in  front  of  their  premises  a  better 
or  more  durable  roadway  than  that  provided  by  the  City, 
to  have  such  laid  at  their  own  expense,  with  approval  of 
the  Surveyor  of  the  District.     Such  permission  w'ould  be 
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probably  availed  of  to  the  great  improvement  of  our  streets 
and  to  the  increased  comfort  and  diminished  expense  of  the 
community. 

Under  authority  of  a  resolution  approved  January  3d, 
1863,  a  contract  was  entered  into  for  the  cleansing  of  tlie 
City,  at  a  cost  of  $72,000,  reserving  to  the  Ma3^or  the  right 
to  annul  the  same,  when,  in  his  judgment,  its  obligations 
should  not  be  reasonably  fulfilled.  That  power  was  exer- 
cised on  the  15th  of  July,  after  repeated  efforts  to  induce 
the  contractor  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  his  agreement, 
as  a  measure  demanded  alike  by  consideration  for  the  public 
health  and  to  protect  the  treasury  from  unearned  demands. 
After  that  date,  with  the  exception  of  the  removal  of  small 
quantities  of  coal  ashes  in  a  fevv^  localities,  no  efficient  means 
were  adopted  to  cleanse  the  streets,  and  the  year  closed 
upon  an  accumulation  of  ashes,  filth,  and  refuse,  in  all  the 
thoroughfares  of  the  City,  such  as  had  never  before  been 
witnessed.  The  establishment  of  a  Special  Department 
charged  with  the  duty  of  attending  to  the  cleansing  of  the 
streets,  recently  enacted  by  Councils,  gives  promise  of  a 
successful  system,  as  under  constant  police  supervision  it 
substitutes  the  direct  responsibility  of  those  employed  for 
their  diligence  and  efficiency,  instead  of  the  inducement 
formerly  held  out  by  self-interest  to  save  everj  expense 
that  could  possibly  be  spared  in  the  seeming  performance 
of  a  contract  to  thus  enhance  its  profits.  Although  the  ad- 
vantage of  this  new  arrangement  must  greatly  exceed  those 
of  the  former  contract  system,  the  experience  of  other  large 
communities,  particularly  of  some  of  the  European  cities, 
demonstrates  that  thorough  cleanliness  of  the  streets  can  only 
be  expected  where  the  removal  of  all  refuse  is  made  a  mat- 
ter of  direct  pecuniary  interest.  To  this  end,  a  larger  capi- 
tal is  necessary  than  can  readily  be  afforded  from  private 
means,  and  so  extended  an  undertaking  requires  the  various 
appliances  of  a  corporation  to  make  it  successful;  but  if  the 
exclusive  right  to  carry  away  all  the  dirt,  offal,  ashes,  &q., 
could  be  committed  by  Councils  to  a  Company  having  special 
corporate  powers,  their  operations  to  be  under  the  control 
of  the  Inspector  of  Streets,  it  would  not  be  long  before 
energy  and  scientiac  management  would  produce  annual 
income  to  the  city,  as  well  as  to  those  concerned  in  the  enter- 
prise. 
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The  real  estate  of  the  City,  including  the  various  public 
Halls  and  Squares,  has  been  well  cared  for,  and  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  of  City  Property  has  been  judi- 
ciously bestowed  upon  its  repair  and  maintenance.  Some 
progress  was  made  in  carrying  forward  the  plan  of  E'air- 
mount  Park,  but  no  improvement  of  special  note  has  been 
accomplished. 

A  portion  of  this  Park  has  been  occupied  by  an  earth- 
work constructed  under  military  supervision,  which  will 
long  remain  interesting  for  its  curious  appearance  and  as  a 
relic  of  the  exciting  events  of  the  past  summer.  The  pro- 
perty between  Landing  and  Pennsylvania  avenues  would 
be  a  desirable  acquisition,  if  its  purchase  can  be  secured 
within  reasonable  price,  both  as  a  much  needed  addition  to 
the  Park  and  as  a  protection  to  the  adjacent  Waterworks, 
from  the  impurities  that  must  result  from  the  occupancy  of 
sucli  premises  for  manufacturing  or  other  private  purposes. 

In  accordance  with  the  enactment  of  Councils,  the  Rail- 
road belonging  to  the  City  on  Market  street,  east  of  Eighth 
street,  and  on  Dock  street,  has  been  removed ;  but  when,  by 
the  same  authority,  arrangements  were  made  to  remove  its 
rails  on  South  Broad  street,  the  right  of  the  City  to  manage 
its  own  property,  where  any  corporation  sees  fit  to  assert  a 
superior  claim,  has  been  disputed,  and  the  delay  incident  to 
legal  proceedings,  has  prevented  a  measure  of  great  import- 
ance to  the  owners  of  neighboring  property,  and  to  the  whole 
community.  The  track  on  Broad  street,  north  of  Market  to 
Vine  street,  has  been  relaid,  aff'oriling  greater  facilities  for 
the  transit  of  the  freight  that  is  incessantly  passing  over  its 
route. 

The  Department  of  Market  Houses,  Wharves  and  Land- 
ings, shows  an  increase  of  revenue  over  that  of  the  preceding 
year  in  each  of  its  two  principal  sources  of  income.  The 
attention  of  Councils  is  directed  to  the  great  advantages 
which  must  ensue  from  uniform  regulations  of  wharfage, 
such  as  now  obtain  in  the  cities  of  New  York,  Boston,  and 
other  ports.  The  policy  of  the  owners  or  lessees  of  wharves 
in  demanding  for  the  use  of  their  accommodations,  charges 
that  are  calculated  to  injuriously  affect  the  welfare  of  the 
City  by  deterring  vessels  from  visiting  the  harbor  may  well 
be  questioned.  An  appeal  should  be  made  to  the  Legisla- 
ture for  the  establishment  of  legal  rates  of  wharfage  or 
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dockage,  that  would  not  infringe  upon  individual  rights  in 
their  proper  subjection  to  public  interests,  but  would  pro- 
tect tlie  owners  of  vessels  from  exorbitant  demands,  and 
thus  offer  the  same  inducements  that  are  now  held  out  by 
other  cities  to  the  growth  of  commerce. 

Permits  for  the  erection  of  2465  new  dwelling  houses 
were  issued  bj  the  Building  Inspectors,  and  for  330  other 
structures,  including  several  for  educational  and  religious 
purposes,  and  many  for  industrial  pursuits.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  houses  over  those  erected  in  the  preced- 
ing' )'ear  was  311  with  74  in  buildings  of  other  classes. 

The  services  of  the  City  Ice  Boat  were  seldom  needed 
during  the  winter  of  1862-3,  as  the  general  temperature  of 
the  season  prevented  any  serious  obstruction  of  the  river 
by  ice.  The  earnings  of  the  boat  for  towage  were  con- 
sequently much  diminished  from  those  of  the  preceding 
year,  and  the  running  cost  accordingly  made  more  ex- 
pensive. 

The  attention  of  Councils  cannot  be  too  earnestly  giyen 
to  the  adoption  of  some  plan  by  which  an  ample  supply  of 
water  shall  be  ensured  for  the  present  use  of  the  city,  and 
by  which  resources  can  be  had  and  developed  to  meet  here- 
after the  steadily  increasing  wants  of  its  people.  The  four 
principal  works  at  Fairmount,  Spring  Garden,  Kensington, 
and  Twenty-fourth  Ward  raised  9,498,775,141  gallons 
during  the  year,  or  an  average  of  26,024,040  gallons  each 
day ;  but  such  amount  proved  inadequate  to  the  need  of 
the  community,  especially  to  the  residents  of  the  districts  de- 
pendent upon  the  last  named  works.  The  construction  of  a 
large  reservoir  in  connection  with  those  works  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Ward  is  indispensable  to  their  affording  a  proper  sup- 
ply. The  gradual  filling  up  of  the  dam  at  Fairmount  is  les- 
sening the  quantity  of  water  that  can  be  pumped  thence  from 
the  Schuylkill,  and  unless  due  measures  are  taken  to  prevent 
an  increase  of  this  evil,  its  consequences  must  soon  be  per- 
ceptible in  the  diminished  efficiency  of  the  important  works 
located  there.  The  recommendation  of  a  former  message 
is  renewed  that  Councils  should  appoint  a  commission  of 
scientific  men  to  whom  this  subject,  so  momentous  to  the 
future  of  our  city,  should  be  referred.  The  considerations 
involved  demand  the  counsel  of  those  who  are  well  versed 
in  the  learning  which  pertains  to  a  decision  of  the  place. 
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from  which  the  supply  of  water  can  best  be  had,  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  shall  be  raised  or  conveyed  to  the  city,  and 
the  means  by  which  it  may  be  stored  and  distributed. 

The  length  of  pipes  connected  with  the  several  works 
exceed  357  miles,  of  which  10|  miles  were  laid  during  the 
past  year. 

The  water  rents  collected  for  1863  amounted  to  $500,- 
940  15,  which  with  arrearages,  penalties,  and  sale  of  old 
material,  made  the  receipts  of  the  Department,  ^569,678  60, 
exhibiting  an  increase  both  of  rental  and  of  the  aggregate 
revenue.  The  disbursements  were  $187,486  49  for  current 
expenses,  and  $25,705  40  for  incidental  purposes  under 
special  appropriations.  The  ordinance  prohibiting  the 
washing  of  pavements  during  the  four  summer  months, 
which  was  at  length  adopted  for  permanent  observance,  has 
been  during  the  past  season  beneficial  in  its  general  re- 
sults. It  was,  however,  when  first  in  force  made  the  instru- 
ment of  oppression  in  numerous  instances  by  informers, 
who,  for  the  sake  of  obtaining  the  penalty  incurred  by  its 
violation,  made  a  systematic  business  of  extorting  from  any 
who  had  ignorantly  or  undesignedly  infringed  its  prohibi- 
tions. The  suggestion  has  been  made,  and  it  is  entitled  to 
favor,  that  the  right  to  wash  pavements  should  be  restricted 
to  certain  days,  according  to  the  side  of  the  street  in  which 
they  are  located,  so  that  each  side  of  every  street  should, 
during  three  days  in  the  week,  be  alternately  kept  free 
from  water. 

The  City  is  now  provided  with  7,306  public  lamps, 
lighted  by  gas,  and  but  eighteen  remain  that  use  the  burn- 
ing-fluid,— of  these  gas  lamps  495  were  added  during  the 
year,  together  with  twenty-five  miles  of  street-mains,  and 
six  miles  of  service-pipe,  the  mains  now  extending  425 
miles  with  140  miles  of  smaller  pipes  attached  thereto. 
The  present  capacity  of  the  gas  works  can  yield  but  little 
additional  accommodation  to  the  community,  while  the 
number  of  new  applicants  is  still  large,  reaching  9,581  for 
the  last  year. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works  received  $259,212  99 
from  the  City  for  lighting  and  attending  to  the  numerous 
public  lamps,  and  $1,085,886  19  from  private  consumers, 
and  the  sum  of  $138,760  58  was  had  from  the  sale  of  coke 
and  tar. 
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The  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Trust  amounted  to  $1,380,- 
620  10,  to  which  sliould  be  added  $102,816  60  taxes  paid 
to  the  Federal  Government. 

The  quantity  of  gas  manufactured  was  735  million  cubic 
feet,  increasing  the  aggregate  production  of  the  works  to 
6,905  million  cubic  feet  since  their  commencement. 

The  utility  of  the  public  lamps  might  be  greatly  increased 
by  requiring  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works  to  have  the 
name  of  the  street  and  the  number  of  the  adjacent  house 
plainly  marked  upon  or  within  the  glass  case,  serving  as  a 
guide  to  passers,  both  by  day  and  night. 

The  receipts  of  the  Girard  Estate  for  the  year  1863  were, 
$171,523  09,  and  the  disbursements,  $171,501  94,  of  which 
the  sum  of  $83,586  09  was  spent  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
College  for  Orphans. 

One  hundred  pupils  have  been  added  to  the  previous 
number  of  its  inmates,  and  the  buildings  of  the  Institution 
are  filled  to  their  reasonable  capacity.  The  greatly  en- 
hanced prices  of  most  articles  of  food  and  clothing  will 
materially  increase  the  cost  of  supporting  each  pupil,  and 
as  the  generous  Founder  of  the  College  designed,  rather  to 
promote  the  liberal  welfare  of  a  limited  number  than  to 
diffuse  more  scanty  benefactions  among  the  many,  a  pru- 
dent and  just  policy  must  restrain  the  Directors  from  any 
effort  to  extend  its  advantages  beyond  the  present  number 
of  recipients. 

The  rich  coal  lands  belonging  to  this  estate  after  many 
years'  delay,  promise  an  important  income  from  their  leases. 
The  disposal  of  these  valuable  mining  rights  should  only 
take  place  after  fair  and  open  competition,  and  to  preclude 
all  undue  influence  in  obtaining  preference  for  their  leasing, 
the  privilege  of  occupancy  should  be  sold  at  auction  in  this 
city  after  full  advertisement.  • 

The  suit  brought  by  the  Heirs  of  Stephen  Girard  against 
the  City  for  the  recovery  of  a  large  portion  of  these  lands, 
after  a  decision  in  their  favor  by  the  Common  Pleas  of 
Schuylkill  County,  was  argued  in  May  last,  before  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  and  the  judgment  of  the  in- 
ferior tribunal  was  reversed,  thus  securing  this  property 
from  being  diverted  from  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
devised  to  the  City. 

The  maintenance  of  the  Blockley  Almshouse  with  its 
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average  population  of  2,490  inmates  has  required  an  in- 
crease of  expenditure  equivalent  to  21 J  cents  for  their  indi- 
vidual support  each  week,  or,  the  difference  between  $1  22|- 
for  each  inmate  in  1862,  and  $1  44  during  the  present  year. 
The  expenses  of  the  institution  were  $241,688  75,  in  addi- 
tion to  its  revenue  of  $15,203  97,  derived  chiefly  from  pay- 
ments of  fines  and  emigrant  tax. 

The  imposition  of  head-money  upon  the  arrival  of  emi- 
grants at  this  port  has  been  the  subject  of  much  complaint 
by  ship-owners,  and  is,  doubtless,  impolitic  in  its  tendency, 
yielding  but  trifling  income  to  the  City;  (the  emigrant  tax 
for  1863  amounted  to  $3,159  00,  and  was  but  $1,316  00 
in  the  previous  year,)  and  probably  preventing  many  from 
being  landed  in  the  City  who  would  otherwise  make  it  their 
destination.  Should  a  line  of  steamships  be  established 
between  this  City  and  European  ports,  the  propriety  of 
abolishing  this  tax  would  be  more  apparent  than  from  its 
present  comparative  insignificance. 

The  average  population  of  the  Almshouse  was  sixty  less 
than  in  1862.  The  children's  department  has  one  hundred 
inmates,  and  the  advantages  of  its  treatment  have  been 
marked. 

The  Lunatic  Asylum  has  had  889  cases  under  its  care,  of 
whom  634  remained  uncured  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  statistics  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Health,  as  com- 
pared with  those  of  its  preceding  annual  report,  show  but 
little  change  in  the  average  rate  of  mortality  within  the 
City.  The  interments  were  15,788,  being  691  more  than 
the  returns  for  1862,  but,  deducting  from  the  registries  of 
both  years,  the  number  of  still-born,  and  also  of  persons 
who  died  out  of  the  city  limits,  the  difference  between  the 
two  periods  in  the. ratio  of  deaths  to  the  population  is 
hardly  appreciable.'  The  mortality  in  1863  being  10  to 
435  inhabitants,  and  10  to  432  in  the  year  preceding. 
This  estimate  is  in  the  latter  instance  based  upon  the 
census  of  1860,  but  the  other  computation  includes  the  sup- 
posed population  of  Philadelphia  during  the  year  just 
closed. 

The  registered  births  were  15,293,  showing  an  increase 
of  552,  and  the  marriages  that  were  recorded  numbered 
6,474,  or  812  more  than  the  previous  annual  statement. 

There  was  no  epidemic  or  other  occasion  requiring  any 
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quarantine  regulations  during  the  past  season  other  than  a 
formal  inspection,  although  the  arrival  of  foreign  passengers 
greatly  exceeded  the  emigration  in  1862,  as  did  the  number 
of  vessels  that  were  visited. 

INIany  of  the  quarantine  laws  now  upon  the  Statute  Book 
have  become  obsolete,  while  others  of  them  are  ill  adapted 
to  existing  usages,  and  it  is  therefore  recommended  that 
such  modification  of  their  enactments  as  experience  proves 
to  be  desirable,  should  be  sought  during  the  present  session 
of  the  Legislature. 

The  subject  of  burials  within  the  densely  peopled  portions 
of  the  city  has  been  repeatedly  presented  by  me  for  the 
consideration  and  action  of  Councils,  but  I  cannot  refrain 
from  again  urging  the  prohibition  of  such  practice  as  a 
measure  of  great  sanitary  value,  and  too  well  attested  by 
the  results  of  scientific  research  to  admit  of  any  question 
as  to  its  expediency. 

The  benefits  of  vaccination  have  been  afforded  to  4,028 
persons  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  making  provision 
for  it  by  public  expense. 

The  Commissioners  charged  with  the  erection  and  man- 
agement  of  a  Municipal  Hospital,  have  selected  for  its  site 
premises  on  Hart  Lane,  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward,  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  and  have  effected  such  exchange  of  pro- 
perty with  the  owners  of  adjacent  land  as  will  secure  to  the 
Institution  au  entire  square  of  ground.  A  contract  has 
been  made  for  putting  up  the  necessary  accommodations 
for  patients  with  contagious  diseases,  and  the  buildings  will 
be  completed  during  the  present  year.  Appropriations 
amounting  to  $50,000  have  been  made  to  the  commission, 
of  which  $528  62  were  expended  for  incidental  purposes. 

The  payment  from  the  treasury  towards  the  expenses  of 
the  Fire  Department,  have  amounted  to  $88,089  19,  which 
were  mostly  disbursed  in  the  maintenance  of  ZQ  steam  fire 
engines,  88  hand  engines,  117  hose  carriages,  and  10  hook 
and  ladder  trucks.  The  ambulances,  38  in  number,  belong- 
ing to  several  companies,  have  continued  to  render  valu- 
able and  humane  assistance  in  carrying  sick  and  wounded 
soldiers  upon  their  arrival  in  the  city  to  their  destination. 
The  ability  and  promptness  of  the  Department  in  extin- 
guishing fires  and  preventing  wide-spread  conflagrations, 
have  been  made  repeatedly  apparent,  and  have  sustained  its 
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reputation  for  efficiency.  The  force  of  the  Department  has 
been  increased  by  9  steam  fire  engines,  adding,  according 
to  the  present  rate  of  appropriation,  eighteen  thousand  dol- 
lars to  its  yearly  expense.  The  opinion  expressed  in  former 
messages,  that  the  steam  engines  in  service  far  exceed  those 
required  for  the  public  security,  is  still  entertained,  and  the 
long  continuance  of  the  present  system  will,  in  a  great 
measure,  depend  upon  the  exclusion  of  other  companies 
applying  to  be  located  with  steam  apparatus,  and  thus  add- 
ing to  the  already  onerous  cost  of  the  Department. 

The  commitments  to  the  County  Prison  were  17,219, 
being  2,563  more  numerous  than  those  in  the  preceding 
year ;  of  which  increase  the  proportion  of  female  prisoners 
largely  preponderated.  The  cost  of  the  institution  was 
|;52,084  84  showing  the  economy  which  continues  to  rule 
its  present  management.  The  revenue  amounted  to  $16,- 
322  37  from  the  proceeds  of  labor,  and  from  the  keep  of 
prisoners  held  under  Federal  authority. 

The  amount  expended  for  the  Police  Department,  was 
$433,226  20,  being  $1,983  62  less  than  its  cost  for  the  pre- 
ceding year.  No  addition  has  been  made  to  the  corps, 
although  the  steady  extension  of  population  and  improve- 
ment, particularly  in  the  First,  Fifteenth,  Twenty-first, 
Twenty-second  and  Twenty-fifth  Wards,  demands  a  police 
supervision  that  it  is  wholly  impracticable  to  afford,  unless 
by  withdrawing  the  patrol  from  their  usual  duties  in  the 
older  portions  of  the  city.  Since  the  reduction  of  the  force 
in  1856,  more  than  17,250  new  buildings  have  been  put  up 
within  the  municipal  bounds,  but  only  twenty-one  additional 
policemen  have  been  authorized,  and  that  specially  for  new 
service  in  the  harbor  or  in  the  parks.  The  drill  and  disci- 
pline of  the  force  have  made  it  competent  and  reliable  in 
any  emergency  where  its  co-operative  power  shall  be  needed, 
but  its  numbers  must  be  increased  to  enable  its  officers  in 
their  patrol,  capacity  to  offer  reasonable  protection  to  per- 
sons and  property  in  the  districts  lately  built  up,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  that  authority  be  given  to  appoint  at 
least  one  hundred  additional  policemen,  believing  such 
measure  to  be  demanded  by  every  prudent  and  really  econ- 
omical consideration  of  the  public  welfare. 

The  construction  of  a  new  station  in  the  Seventh  Police 
District,  was  postponed  in  consequence  of  the  insufficiency 
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of  the  appropriation  to  meet  the  increased  expense  of  build- 
ing, but  it  is  believed  that  more  favorable  arrangements  will 
be  made  to  accomplish  that  purpose. 

The  arrests  reported  by  the  several  Lieutenants,  num- 
bered 34,050,  which  with  596  made  by  the  officers  charged 
with  the  repression  of  vagrancy,  and  551  by  the  Detectives, 
give  the  aggregate  of  35,197>  or  7,002  more  than  were  made 
in  the  preceding  year. 

The  classification  of  these  arrests  and  their  comparison 
with  similar  returns  for  1862  aflbrd  the  followincr  results :

The  first  three  items  of  the  foregoing  statistics  exhibit  a 
deplorable  increase  during  the  past  year,  in  the  number  of 
persons  charged  with  intoxication,  or  with  its  usual  conse- 
quences, amounting  to  almost  six-sevenths  of  the  excess  in 
the  arrests  over  those  of  the  previous  annual  report.

The  temporary  accommodations  of  the  Station  Houses 
were  sought  for  a  night's  lodging  by  30,668  persons,  being 
a  decrease  of  3,749  from  those  who  received  their  shelter 
in  1862,  and  numbering  30,381  less  than  the  lodgers  in 
1861,  within  the  same  stations.  These  were  reported  as —

The  arrests  by  Detective  Officers  numbered  100  more 
than  those  reported  for  1862,  and  the  amount  of  stolen 
property  recovered  was  $72,288  26,  being  a  corresponding 
increase. 

The  Beggar  Detectives  arrested  274  adults  and  322  chil- 
dren :  from  the  latter  of  whom  sixty-two  boys  and  forty- 
one  girls  were  placed  in  the  House  of  Refuge.  There  were 
also  forty-seven  children  sent  to  the  Northern  Home,  sixty 
to  the  Union  School,  seven  to  the  Industrial  Home,  twenty- 
three  to  St.  Vincent's  Home,  seven  to  the  House  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  and  thirty-eight  to  St.  John's  Orphan 
Asylum,  besides  several  to  other  public  institutions. 

The  report  of  the  Fire  Marshal  shows  a  decrease  of  fifty- 
two  in  the  number  of  fires,  there  having  occurred  but  332 
within  the  city  limits  at  all  worthy  of  note,  and  of  these, 
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many  were  attended  with  but  trifling  loss.  The  total 
estimated  destruction  of  value  by  fire  amounts  to  $400,000, 
of  which  about  §240,000  was  covered  by  insurance. 

During  the  year  1863,  it  is  known  that  one  hundred  and 
twenty-three  persons  out  of  the  population  of  this  city  were 
fatally  or  seriously  burned  by  accidents  from  the  careless 
use  of  burning  fluid,  matches,  &c.,  besides  many  cases  that 
have  never  been  publicly  reported. 

The  necessity  is  daily  becoming  greater  for  tbe  passage 
of  an  Act  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  to  protect 
property  in  this  city  from  the  dangers  attendant  upon  the 
storage  and  transportation  of  petroleum.  The  desire  of 
individual  gain  should  not  be  suffered  to  jeopardize  so 
eminently  the  interests  of  the  community,  and  the  restric- 
tions which  have  been  placed  upon  the  housing  and  sale  of 
gunpowder,  might  with  few  alterations  be  advantageously 
and  properly  extended  to  this  new  commodity  of  almost 
equal  risk  in  its  possession. 

The  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  passed  46,302  mes- 
sages over  its  wires,  assisting  among  other  valuable  results, 
to  restore  3,155  lost  children  to  their  homes,  and  1,256 
missing  adults;  to  give  433  descriptions  of  counterfeit  notes 
to  store-keepers,  and  to  recover  l,l41  stray  animals,  and  428 
lost  vehicles.  An  extension  of  the  Fire  Alarm  to  the 
engine  houses  yet  unprovided  therewith  will  subserve  the 
public  interests  and  the  convenience  of  members  of  those 
companies  whose  apparatus  is  kept  there,  and  should  be 
accomplished  as  soon  as  a  wise  economy  will  permit. 

The  Committing  Magistrate  authorized  by  the  Mayor  to 
sit  at  the  Central  Station,  has  heard  2,060  charges,  and  in 
21  other  cases,  the  proceedings  were  had  before  the  Mayor. 

The  projected  establishment  of  a  House  of  Correction  has 
from  various  causes  been  postponed  from  season  to  season, 
until  its  actual  construction  appears  hopeless,  and  yet  its 
urgent  necessity  is  greater  to-day  than  it  ever  has  been.  The 
great  evil  of  the  present  time,  that  of  intemperance  only 
excepted,  so  f;ir  as  relates  to  the  police  administration  of  a 
large  community,  is  a  want  of  parental  restraint  over  the 
children  who  fill  the  streets  and  lanes,  and  who  receive  their 
first  lessons  in  lawlessness  and  contempt  for  all  authority 
from  their  own  homes.  The  experience  of  the  last  three 
years,  warrants  the  assertion  that  more  than  one-half  of  the 
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services  of  tlie  police  force  have  been  required  to  protect 
the  community  from  the  petty  depredations  and  mischievous 
^propensities  or  practices  of  boys  under  fifteen  years  of  age. 
For  this  class  of  young  offenders,  the  discipline  of  a  House 
of  Correction  would  present  wholesome  terrors,  while  for 
that  older  and  larger  class  who  would  eat  the  bread  of  idle- 
ness, although  well  able  to  labor  for  their  maintenance,  such 
an  institution  would  make  of  them  producers  instead  of 
mere  consumers. 

The  deportment  and  services  of  the  Police  force  are 
constantly  before  their  fellow-citizens,  and  whilst  I  deem  it 
due  to  its  members  to  express  my  own  entire  confidence  in 
their  trustworthy  and  ef&cient  performance  of  the  duties 
with  which  they  are  charged,  I  willingly  leave  their  reputa- 
tion as  a  body,  to  the  appreciation  of  the  community  whose 
property  they  have  protected,  and  whose  peace  they  have 
preserved  uninterrupted,  through  scenes  of  imminent  peril. 
I  may  not,  however,  refrain  from  stating  that  when  in  June 
last  a  rebel  invasion  threatened  an  advance  upon  the 
Capitol  of  our  State,  it  was  with  much  effort  that  by  far  the 
greater  number  of  the  police  were  stayed  from  hastening  to 
join  those  who  were  in  arms  for  the  common  defence.  All 
who  could  possibly  be  spared  with  due  regard  to  the  imme- 
diate interests  of  the  city,  were  permitted  to  volunteer  their 
services,  and  whilst  absent  they  reflected  credit  upon  their 
organization,  by  their  discipline  and  conduct. 

The  Commission  instituted  in  the  month  of  April,  1861, 
to  superintend  the  distribution  of  pecuniary  aid  to  the 
families  of  volunteers  from  this  city,  has  during  the  last 
year  disbursed  $611,923  92  for  such  purpose,  including 
$3,442  39  for  the  expenses  incident  to  their  trust,  and  have 
made  210,894  payments  to  families  entitled  to  the  relief 
provided.  The  total  amount  distributed  by  the  Commis- 
sion from  its  creation  in  1861  to  the  end  of  1863,  has  been 
$1,625,796  40,  requiring  on  the  part  of  those  who  have 
shared  in  its  labors,  a  watchfulness,  patience  and  zeal,  that 
cannot  be  too  highly  estimated. 

In  July  last.  Councils  appropriated  half  a  million  of  dol- 
lars to  provide  for  the  immediate  defence  of  this  city.  Of 
that  sum,  $80,932  25  w^as  expended  by  the  Mayor  under 
the  requisitions  of  the  several  Generals  who  were  succes- 
sively detailed  by  the  Federal  Government  to  superintend 
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the  erection  of  necessary  fortifications  and  earthworks.  The 
disbursements  were  chiefly  for  the  pay  of  h^borers,  and  for 
the  materials  required  in  the  construction  of  the  defences,  a 
part  of  the  appropriation  being  used  to  defray  the  cost  of  a 
careful  topographical  survey  of  the  city  and  its  vicinity. 

The  expenditures  for  this  object  should  be  re-imbursed 
to  the  City  by  the  General  Government,  and  it  is  believed 
that  when  presented  with  the  proper  vouchers,  such  pay- 
ment will,  in  due  time,  be  made.  The  claims  of  the  owners 
of  property  taken  possession  of,  for  the  sites  of  defensive 
works,  have  not  yet  been  settled,  but  have  been  deferred  in 
the  expectation  that  the  United  States  will  assume  the 
whole  cost  incurred. 

The  prompt  offer  by  Prof.  A.  D,  Bache,  Superintendent 
of  the  United  States  Coast  Survey,  upon  the  first  ahirm  of 
danger  to  our  City,  of  his  own  services  and  those  of  the 
corps  under  his  charge,  and  the  zealous  and  untiring 
interest  which  he  displayed  at  great  personal  inconvenience 
without  remuneration,  entitle  him  to  the  grateful  remem- 
brance of  the  Councils  and  people  of  Philadelpliia. 

From  the  last  named  appropriation  the  sura  of  $96,600  00 
was  also  paid  in  bounties,  of  $25  00  each,  to  volunteers 
from  this  city,  for  the  defence  of  the  State,  who  did  not 
receive  an  equivalent  from  any  other  fund.  Since  the  com- 
mencement of  this  year  claims  for  $3,050  00  for  this  bounty 
have  been  proven  and  paid.  In  December  an  ordinance 
was  passed,  appropriating  $1,250,000,  to  encourage  the  en- 
listment of  recruits  under  the  recent  call  of  the  President, 
by  payments  of  .^^250  to  each  volunteer  who  should  be  duly 
credited  to  the  quota  of  Philadelphia.  A  commission  of 
five  gentlemen  was  formed  for  the  proper  distribution  of 
this  fund.  The  payments  made  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
year  amounted  only  to  $59,000,  but  under  supplementary 
appropriations,  the  disbursements  which  have  been  made  to 
the  present  date,  increase  that  amount  to  $3,282,248  33. 

The  report  of  the  Brigadier-General  commanding  the 
"Home  Guard,"  gives  an  extended  statement  of  the  inci- 
dents connected  with  the  rebel  invasion  of  Pennsylvania 
and  their  threatened  approach  to  this  city  in  June  last,  and 
also  of  the  numbers,  equipment,  and  condition  of  the  mili- 
tary force  under  his  charge. 

Within  the  last  three  j'^ears,   repeated  ejQforts  have  been 
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made  to  induce  the  citizens  of  Pliilailelpliia  to  organize  for 
the  protection  of  their  City  and  State,  against  the  possible 
incursions  of  a  desperate  and  vindictive  toe.  These  efforts 
have  been  attended  with  but  partial  and  spasmodic  results; 
and,  after  two  occasions  of  alarm,  within  successive  years, 
this  whole  community  has  relapsed  into  the  paralyzing 
apathy  of  fancied  security,  perliaj)s,  to  be  again  aroused  by 
dangers  yet  more  startling  than  any  which  have  heretofore 
occurred. 

The  tender  to  the  Federal  Government  of  League  laland 
as  the  site  for  a  proposed  Navy  Yai-d,  has  not  yet  been  ac- 
cepted, but  the  manifest  superiority  of  this  locality  over 
all  rival  places,  induces  the  belief  that  the  United  States 
will  avail  themselves  of  such  offer. 

The  larger  portion  of  the  code  of  municipal  ordinances, 
prepared  with  great  research  and  discretion,  by  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  in  1859  for  such  duty,  yet  remains  un- 
adopted. The  importance  of  its  enactment  can  best  be  ap- 
preciated by  those  who  are  daily  called  to  enforce  the  laws 
of  the  City,  and  are  obliged  to  vary  their  decision  in  cases 
of  similar  infractions,  according  to  the  particular  locality  in 
which  the  offences  have  been  committed. 

The  duty  and  necessity  of  abstaining  from  all  new  enter- 
prises or  improvements  which  are  not  immediately  essential 
to  the  City,  cannot  be  too  strongly  impressed  upon  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Councils.  The  expenses  that  have  already  been 
occasioned  by  the  existing  war,  have  added  more  than  eight 
and  a  quarter  millions  of  dollars  to  the  City  Debt,  which 
previously  had  outgrown  the  limits  of  a  prudent  policy  ;  and 
larger  appropriations  may  yet  be  asked  to  meet  the  pre- 
emineut  claims  of  other  efforts  to  promote  a  vigorous  prose- 
cution of  the  overthrow  of  the  rebellion. 

Besides,  the  large  permanent  debt  previously  existing  or 
thus  incurred,  the  deficit  of  the  past  year  and  the  now  un- 
avoidable embarrassment  of  the  current  finances  will  pro- 
bably result  in  the  further  increase  of  four  million  of  dollars 
to  the  funded  liabilities. 

The  yearly  taxation  that  will  be  required  to  provide  for 
the  interest  upon  this  accumulated  debt,  and  for  its  ultimate 
redemption,  will  nearly  equal  that  which  has  heretofore 
sufficed  for  all  the  annual  expenditures. 

The  growing  tendency  of  representative  bodies  to  au- 
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tborize  a  profuse  expenditure  of  public  money,  which  is  to 
be  mainly  attributed  to  tbeir  unaccustomed  dealing  with 
sums  of  wealth  that  surpass  the  most  extravagant  concep- 
tions of  former  times,  but  have  become  the  familiar  con- 
templation of  to-day — should  be  sternly  rebuked  and 
checked,  and  the  utmost  thrift  that  may  comport  with  the 
welfare  of  tbe  community  should  shape  every  legislative 
act.  Thirty  years  hence,  the  generation  that  is  to  follow, 
must  be  called  upon  for  the  principal  of  the  municipal 
debt  which  is  now  created.  The  burden  that  shall  be  thus 
devolved  upon  them  for  the  sake  of  a  just  war,  will  be  their 
proper  contribution  toward  the  cost  of  a  national  prosperity 
and  honor.  But,  let  not  the  improvidence  of  those  now 
charged  with  the  municipal  government,  heap  an  indebted- 
ness upon  posterity  that  should  be  honestly  defrayed  by 
those  who  have  had  whatever  benefits  it  has  afforded. 

The  record  of  Philadelphia,  from  the  beginning  of  the 
war,  that  has  for  almost  three  years  scourged  this  land,  may 
justly  call  forth  the  pride  of  its  people.  From  the  first 
summons  for  aid  to  sustain  the  national  honor,  no  other 
community  has  responded  with  more  alacrity  to  every  ap- 
peal for  the  services  of  its  volunteers,  or  for  the  contribu- 
tions of  its  treasure.  In  no  other  place  has  the  cheer  of 
hospitality  been  more  generously  given  to  all  who  march 
under  the  flag  of  the  Union,  and  no  where  has  there  been 
more  kindly  care  for  the  sick  or  wounded  defenders  of  our 
country's  cause. 

The  excitement  of  popular  commotion  has  never  sub- 
verted the  good  order  of  the  City,  or  aimed  to  despoil  its 
wealth,  and  the  hand  of  disloyalty  has  not  been  raised 
within  its  bounds,  for  impotent  resistance'to  the  sovereignty 
of  Federal  power. 

The  unfaltering  patriotism  and  zeal  which  hitherto  have 
distinguished  the  City,  give  assurance  that  its  strength  and 
wealth  will  be  freely  contributed  to  our  country's  need,  until 
all  resistance  to  constitutional  authority  shall  be  overcome, 
and  the  honor  of  the  nation  be  completely  vindicated  in  its 
confessed  supremacy  throughout  the  land.

By  the  annexed  communication  from  the  City  Controller, 
it  will  appear  that  the  ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  of 
the  city  for  the  current  year  instead  of  being  adequately 
provided  for,  will  exceed  its  income  of  $2,480,780  81. 

In  this  condition  of  the  City  finances  it  is  evident  that 
the  public  interests  demand  a  rigid  economy ;  and  that  it 
would  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor,  independently  of  the 
special  requirementsof  this  Act,  to  withhold  his  assent  from 
all   appropriations   which   are   not   clearly   demanded   for 
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public  convenience  apart  from  all  considerations  of  indi- 
vidual profit. 

The  safeguard  which  a  wise  legislation  placed  around  tlie 
city  treasury,  is  preventing  the  appropriation  of  funds  abso- 
lutely needed  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  City  to  pur- 
poses of  less  moment  and  which  in  many  cases  should  be 
undertaken  at  private  cost,  .has,  it  is  understood,  by  the 
hasty  action  of  the  General  Assembly  been  removed. 

The  Mayor  will  thus  be  relieved  of  a  distasteful  duty 
heretofore  required  of  him,  and  the  greater  responsibility 
devolved  upon  Councils  will  be  discharged  by  them  with  a 
careful  and  single  aim  for  the  public  welfare.

To  promote  Public  Cleanliness  and  Health. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia^  do  ordain^  That  from  and  after  January  1st, 
1865,  all  sewer  rents  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  abol- 
ished. 

Section  2.  That  from  and  after  January  1st,  1865,  any 
person  (who  shall  be  the  owner  or  lessee  of  premises,)  de- 
siring to  connect  with  any  of  the  sewers  in  the  streets,  shall 
make  application  at  the  Department  of  Surveys,  and  shall 
pay  for  said  privilege,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  except  they 
shall  have  paid  for  the  construction  of  said  sewer  according 
to  their  frontage,  in  which  case  the  privilege  shall  be 
granted  without  charge. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  En- 
gineer and  Surveyor  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November, 
1864,  to  appoint  a  competent  person  in  each  Survey  Dis- 
trict, to  make  so  much  of  the  connections  with  the  sewers 
as  may  be  within  the  street  lines,  the  same  to  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Survey  Department,  and  the  expense 
thereof  (excepting  the  re-paving)  to  be  defrayed  by  the 
person  to  whom  the  privilege  is  granted.  The  charges  to 
be  made  by  the  pei'sons  so  appointed  for  their  services  shall 
be  uniform,  and  shall  be  established  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on 
Surveys. 

Section  4.     After  the  connection  with  the  sewer  is  made. 
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it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  Highways, 
upon  the  written  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
to  repave  the  street. 

Section  5.  When  privilege  is  granted  to  connect  with 
any  sewer,  the  Department  of  Surveys  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  a  license  in  the  following  form,  as  near  as  may  be : 

SEWER   LICENSE. 

Whereas,  (here  insert  the  name  of  the  applicant,)  has 
applied  at  the  Survey  Department  to  make  a  connection 
with  the  sewer  located  in  (here  insert  the  name),  street,  from 
his  premises,  (here  insert  the  number,  or  a  brief  description 
of  the  premises,)  and  has  paid  for  the  use  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars  for  said  privilege.  Now  this  is  to  Certify, 
That  the  said  (here  insert  the  name  of  the  applicant  as 
above,)  is  permitted  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  make  the 
connection  from  the  said  sewer  to  the  street  line,  according 
to  said  application;  the  same  to  be  made  by  (here  insert 
the  name  of  the  person  to  make  the  connection)  of  the  (here 
insert  the  number,)  Survey  District,  The  said  licensee  to 
pay  the  expense  thereof  to  the  said  plumber,  as  established 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  This  license  to  be 
revocable  at  the  option  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Section  6,  That  no  new  dwelling  house,  store  or  other 
building  which  shall  be  erected  on  any  street  in  which  there 
shall  be  a  sewer,  shall  be  allowed  to  construct  a  gutter  on 
and  over  the  footway,  but  the  drainage  shall  be  conducted 
to  said  sewer  underground,  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7,  That  in  all  cases  where  there  are  gutters  now 
over  the  footway  upon  a  street  in  which  there  is  a  sewer,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Surveys  to  give 
notice  to  the  owners  of  the  premises  to  connect  with  said 
sewer  by  an  underground  drainage,  and  in  case  of  a  non- 
compliance with  said  notice  for  the  space  of  thirty  days 
after  the  service  thereof,  there  shall  be  incurred  the  penalty 
of  thirty  dollars  for  each  month  of  failure. 

Section  8.  That  no  sewer  license  shall  be  hereafter 
granted  to  connect  with  any  cesspool,  and  no  substance 
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shall  be  conducted  into  a  sewer  which  is  not  soluble  or  de- 
composable by  water. 

Section  9.  That  if  any  one  shall  make  a  connection 
with  any  sewer  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance, there  shall  be  incurred  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars 
and  the  connection  shall  be  dissolved. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solictor 
to  prosecute  for  all  penalties  incurred  under  this  ordinance, 
upon  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Section  11.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall 
pay  weekly  into  the  City  Treasury,  all  money  received  by 
him  under  the  provisions  hereof.

Dear  Sir: — In  reviewing  a  bill  now  before  the  Councils 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  promote  Public  Cleanliness  and 
Health,"  which  you  have  been  pleased  to  refer  to  me,  I  am 
forced  to  repeat  much  that  has  been  laid  before  Councils  in 
several  of  my  annual  reports,  with  confidence  that  if  the 
subject  should  receive  the  careful  attention  of  the  Chambers 
it  must  commend  itself  to  favor. 

The  bill  before  you  is  not  one  that  can  show  its  full  re- 
sults at  once,  it  is  rather  progressive,  and  intended  to  pre- 
vent to  a  great  extent,  the  increase  of  evils  that  now  multiply 
rapidly  and  at  the  same  time,  as  the  sewers  are  extended, 
gradually  destroy  not  only  those  centres  for  disease — the 
cesspools  now  existing — but  those  that  from  the  want  of 
sewer  facilities,  must  yet  be  constructed,  it  will  require 
time,  but  a  proper  regard  to  cleanliness  and  health  requires 
them  to  be  abolished  and  a  beginning  should  be  made  at 
the  earliest  day. 

That  licenses  to  enter  sewers,  should  be  issued  from  the 
Department  of  Surveys  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  it  is 
only  in  this  Department  that  the  location  and  capacity  of 
sewers  are  recorded,  and  upon  our  book  alone  is  it  shown 
whether  a  sewer  has  been  constructed  at  individual  cost  or 
by  the  City.  The  connections  made  under  authority  of  these 
licenses  issued  should  be  constructed  with  great  care,  and

not  as  now  practised,  for  those  usually  made,  are  absolutely 
injurious  to  the  sewer,  impeding  instead  of  increasing  the 
current  as  it  should  do,  and  thus  not  only  reduces  the 
capacity,  but  also  the  cleansing  power  of  the  flow.  To  gain 
this  end,  all  such  connections  should  be  made  by  persons 
duly  authorized,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  see  that  all  are 
made  in  the  direction  of  the  current,  not  at  right  angles,  (or 
up  stream  as  has  been  done  and  then  complaints  entered 
that  the  sewers  were  too  small)  that  the  pipes  shall  not  pro- 
trude into  the  line  of  flow,  and  that  the  debris  shall  not  be 
left  in  the  sewer  to  form  a  dam  of  deposit,  and  that  the. 
junction  is  made  in  a  workmanlike  manner. 

That  the  system  of  sewerage  in  our  city  should  be  effect- 
ive as  to  cleanliness  and  health,  (and  the  system  is  not  so 
imperfect  as  clamor  would,  at  times,  lead  the  public  to  sup- 
pose) it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  construction 
of  those  connections  with  sewers  from  the  property  lying 
upon  them,  should  be  encouraged,  indeed  ordered  to  be 
made  by  law  under  penalty,  and  to  make  it  effective,  two 
elements  are  requisite,  a  full  supply  of  water  and  such  ar- 
rangements as  will  prevent  ordure  or  offal  of  any  kind  re- 
maining in  or  near  the  premises.  This,  it  is  proposed  to 
effect  by  directing  that  no  new  building  shall  be  erected 
upon  the  line  of  a  sewer  without  proper  provision  having 
been  made  for  drainage  into  the  sewer;  this  will  prevent  the 
now  rapid  increase  of  cess  pools,  which  are  a  curse  to  all 
towns,  causing  the  saturation  of  the  soil  and  foundations  of 
dwellings  with  foul  matter,  creating  noxious  vapours  greatly 
to  the  injury  of  the  health  of  the  inmates  and  poisoning  the 
air  of  the  city.  The  effect  of  this  laAV  would  be  to  prevent 
cess-pools  being  constructed  where  sewers  exist,  and  by 
preventing  any  connection  being  made  between  the  cess- 
pools now  built  and  our  sewers,  we  will  in  time  find  many 
of  them  of  necessity  filled  up  and  recourse  had  to  the  pro- 
per system  which  alone  will  promote  cleanliness  and  health. 
This  custom  of  connecting  cess-pools  with  the  sewers  is  one 
of  the  most  reprehensible  allowed  by  law,  it  throws  into 
our  sewers  a  flow  of  undiluted  liquid  of  the  most  foetid  char- 
acter, rendering  them  in  fact  but  cess-pools  and  polluting 
them  so  that  no  exploration  or  examination  can  be  made 
without  risk  of  asphyxy  or  death — this  matter,  when  diluted 
as  passed  through  an  ordinary  water  closet,  can  be  safely 
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carried  off  by  our  sewers,  and  for  this  is  one  of  the  neces- 
sities of  a  full  water  supply.  The  entire  abolition  of  cess- 
pools would  add  materially  to  the  healthfulness  of  our  city, 
and  it  may  be  that  time  will  effect  it  even  without  more 
stringent  laws  that  it  is  now  proposed  to  ordain. 

In  both  Paris  and  Londoo,  laws  are  in  force  for  the  purpose 
of  abolishing  cess-pools,  and  in  the  former  city,  so  numerous 
and  objectionable  did  the}""  become  from  the  saturation  of  the 
surrounding  soil,  that  a  law  was  enacted  in  1819,  by  which 
they  were  ordered  to  be  made  water-tight  with  hydraulic 
cement  in  accordance  with  detailed  specifications  fixed  by 
law  ;  and  to  be  emptied  by  complicated  machinery,  thus  en- 
deavouring to  prevent  the  stench  affecting  the  air  of  the 
neighborhood.  In  1855,  the  city  of  London  adopted  laws 
covering  the  ground  of  the  bill  now  before  you,  but  going 
further  to  correct  the  evil  which  we,  from  the  experience  of 
older  cities,  should  see  and  provide  for — so  important  to 
the  health  of  the  city  have  they  found  the  removal  of  cess- 
pools or  privies,  that,  whenever  such  is  found  to  be  offen- 
sive, and  within  one  hundred  feet  of  a  sewer,  the  party  is 
notified  that  they  are  required  to  provide  a  house  drain, 
and  if  they  prefer,  it  will  be  built  by  the  city,  the  payment 
therefor  distributed  over  a  term  of  years,  unless  the  owner 
should  prefer  paying  the  expense  at  once,  and  when  distri- 
buted, it  is  repaid  by  annual  installments,  the  principal  and 
interest  of  which,  varies  from  \d.  to  l|d  per  week,  pro- 
portional to  the  character  of  house,  the  interest  being  5  per 
cent,  and  period  thirty  years,  and  to  this,  must  we,  in  time, 
come. 

In  the  city  of  Boston,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have 
power  to  order  a  drain  to  be  made  from  premises  when  on 
the  line  of  a  sewer,  and  upon  failure  to  obey,  the  city  builds 
it,  charging  the  cost  with  an  addition  of  ten  per  cent. 

Where  connections  are  made  with  sewers  for  general 
house  use,  there  will  be  no  gutters  upon  and  across  the 
public  footways,  for  they  will  soon  find  the  great  advantage 
of  having  plenty  of  water  passing  through  the  pipes,  but 
there  is  now  a  large  number  that  could  be  removed  at  small 
cost  and  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  premises  as  well  as 
the  public  and  thus  remove  one  great  source  of  injury  to 
our  citizens  during  the  winter — a  simple  gutter  from  a  yard 
or  from  a  back  alley,  covers  the  public  footway  with  ice  to 
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a  width,  often  of  tens  of  feet,  when  a  small  pipe  brought 
from  the  sewer,  would  prevent  all  annoyance  to  the  indi- 
vidual and  public,  and  by  having  the  rain  water  spout  con- 
nected, we  have  a  ventilator  for  the  sewer  and  all  risk  of 
freezing  in  the  conductor  is  removed. 

I  would  suggest  that  a  section  be  added  to  the  bill,  by 
which  property  owners,  who  from  necessity  have  been  com- 
pelled to  build  sewers  at  their  own  expense,  sometimes  for 
a  length  of  hundreds  of  feet,  may  be  protected  from  imposi- 
tion, by  having  those  who  were  only  waiting  for  him  to 
build,  receive  all  the  advantages  incident  to  its  construction, 
by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  to  the  city.  This  has  worked 
most  unjustly  in  many  instances  which  have  come  to  my 
immediate  knowledge. 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  an  amended  bill,  embracing  the 
changes  made  in  Select  Council  and  some  addition  in  con- 
formity with  the  foregoing  remarks.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  promote  Public  Cleanliness  and  Health. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia^  do  ordain^  That  from  and  after  January  1st, 
1865,  all  sewer  rents  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
abolished. 

Sect.  2.  That  from  and  after  January  1st,  1865,  any 
person  (who  shall  be  the  owner  or  lessee  of  premises,)  de- 
siring to  connect  with  any  of  the  sewers  in  the  streets,  shall 
make  application  at  the  Department  of  Surveys,  and  shall 
pay  for  said  privilege  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  except  they 
shall  have  paid  proportionally,  for  the  construction  of  said 
sewer,  in  which  case  the  sum  of  three  dollars  shall  be  paid. 

Sect,  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  1864, 
to  appoint  a  competent  person  in  each  Survey  District  to 
make  so  much  of  the  connections  with  the  Sewers  as  may 
be  within  the  street  lines,  the  same  to  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Survey  Department,  and  the  expense 
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thereof  (excepting  the  repaying)  to  bo  defrayed  by  the 
person  to  whom  the  privilege  is  granted.  The  charges  to 
be  made  by  the  respective  persons  so  appointed,  for  their 
services,  shall  be  uniform,  and  shall  be  established  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Survej'-or,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Committee  on  Surveys. 

Sect.  4.  After  the  connection  with  the  Sewer  is  made, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  Highways, 
upon  the  written  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
to  repave  the  street. 

Sect.  5.  When  privilege  is  granted  to  connect  with  any 
Sewer,  the  Department  of  Surveys  is  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  a  license  in  the  following  form,  as  near  as  mav  be: 

SEWER   LICENSE. 

Whereas^  (here  insert  the  name  of  the  applicant)  has  ap- 
plied at  the  Sewer  Department  to  make  a  connection  with 
the  Sewer  located  in  (here  insert  the  name)  street,  from 
his  premises,  (here  insert  the  number  or  a  brief  description 
of  the  premises,)  and  has  paid,  for  the  use  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  the  sum 
of  dollars  for  said  privilege.     Now  this  is  to  certify, 

That  the  said  (here  insert  the  name  of  the  applicant)  is  per- 
mitted by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  make  the  connection 
from  the  said  Sewer  to  the  street  line,  according  to  said  ap- 
plication ;  the  same  to  be  made  by  (here  insert  the  name  of 
the  proper  person  to  make  the  connection)  of  the  (here  in- 
sert the  number,)  Survey  District.  The  said  licensee  to  pay 
the  expense  thereof  to  said  (here  insert  the  name  of  the 
person  appointed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor.) 
This  license  to  be  revocable  at  the  option  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

(Signed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor.) 

Sect.  6.  That  in  all  cases  where  SeAvers  have  been  con- 
structed at  individual  expense,  the  cost  thereof  having  been 
filed  in  the  Department  of  Surveys,  no  license  shall  be 
granted  until  the  applicant  shall  exhibit  a  receipt,  showing 
that  he  has  paid  his  proportion  of  the  cost  of  said  Sewer, 
said  cost  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  per 
foot  linear  of  frontage. 

Sect.  7.  That  no  new  dAvelling  house,  store,  or  other 
building  which  shall  be  erected  on  any  street  in  which 
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there  shall  be  a  Sewer,  shall  be  allowed  to  construct  a  gut- 
ter on  and  over  the  footway,  but  the  drainage  shall  be  con- 
ducted to  said  Sewer  under  ground,  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  . 

Sect.  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  any  house  or 
other  building,  or  to  rebuild  any  house  or  building  to  or 
below  the  floor  commonly  called  the  ground  floor,  or  to 
occupy  any  house  or  building  so  newly  built  or  rebuilt,  if 
upon  the  line  of  a  Sewer  unless  a  drain  and  such  branches 
thereto  and  other  works  and  apparatus  with  water  supply, 
be  constructed  and  connected  with  water  closets  or  privies, 
which  drain  shall  lead  from  such  house  or  building,  or  the 
intended  site  of  such  house  or  building,  to  the  Sewer.  And 
hereafter,  no  cesspool  or  piivy-well  shall  be  constructed  or 
used  as  connected  with  any  house  or  building  so  newly 
built  or  rebuilt. 

Sect.  9.  That  in  all  cases  where  there  are  gutters  now 
over  the  footway  upon  a  street  in  which  there  is  a  Sewer,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Surveys  to  give 
notice  from  time  to  time  as  it  may  deem  proper,  to  the 
owners  of  the  premises,  to  connect  with  said  Sewer  by  an 
underground  drainage,  and  in  case  of  non-compliance  with 
said  notice  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  service 
thereof,  there  shall  be  incurred  the  penalty  of  thirty  dollars 
for  each  month  of  failure:  Provided^  Not  more  than  two 
hundred  such  alterations  or  connections  shall  be  ordered  in 
any  one  year. 

Sect.  10.  That  no  Sewer  license  shall  be  hereafter 
granted  to  connect  with  any  cesspool,  and  no  substance  shall 
be  conducted  into  a  Sewer  which  will  not  be  carried  off  by 
suspension  in  water. 

Sect.  11.  That  if  any  one  shall  make  a  connection  with 
any  Sewer  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
there  shall  be  incurred  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  and  the 
connection  shall  be  severed. 

Sect.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor  to 
prosecute  for  all  penalties  incurred  under  this  Ordinance, 
upon  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sect.  13.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  pay 
weekly  into  the  City  Treasury  all  monies  received  by  him 
under  the  provisions  hereof.

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commis- 
sioner, after  the  Port  Wardens  shall  have  issued  their 
license,  to  advertise  for  proposals  to  construct  said  wharf 
to  the  Wardens'  line,  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifi- 
cations to  be  prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
and  the  contract  'therefor  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder.  Provided,  That  the  present  lessees  will  first  agree 
to  pay  during  the  remainder  of  their  term  of  lease,  in  addi- 
tion to  their  present  rent,  a  sum  equal  to  six  per  cent,  upon 
the  amount  expended  by  the  city  in  the  extension  of  the 
said  wharf,  from  the  completion  of  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  be  and 
is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  proceeds  of  a  loan  '■'  to  be 
hereafter  created,"  to  execute  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Sect.  4.  That  warrants  for  said  apj^ropriation  shall  be 
drawn  by  said  Commissioner,  in  accordance  with  existing 
ordinances,  upon  estimates  duly  prepared  and  signed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor.

Report  of  the  Special  Committee  in  the  matter  of  the  qualification 
of  Amos  Briggs  of  the  Fourteenth  Ward,  to  a  seat  in  Common 
Council  from  said  Ward. 

To  the  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — The  Commiltee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition*  of  citizens  of  the  Fourteenth  Ward  praying  Com- 
mon Council  to  inquire  into  the  qualification  of  Amos 
Bri2;i2;s  to  a  seat  in  Common  Council  from  said  Ward,  on 
account  of  said  Amos  Briggs  not  having  resided  in  the 
said  Ward  the  length  of  time  prescribed  by  law  to  make 
him  eligible,  respectfully  report  that  pursuant  to  their  ap- 
pointment, they  held  several  meetings,  at  which  Mr.  Briggs 
and  the  counsel  for  the  petitioners  were  in  attendance. 

Eleven  witnesses  were  examined,  and  a  fair  opportunity 
was  afibrded  for  a  thorough  examination. 

The  facts  as  disclosed  by  the  evidence  Avhich  is  hereto 
annexed  marked  ("  A,")  are  as  follow,  viz. : 

Amos  Briggs  during  the  last  fourteen  years,  except  the 
winter  of  1861  and  the  summer  and  early  {lart  of  the  fall 
of  1862  has  had  his  domicil  in  that  part  of  the  City,  since 
consolidation  called  the  Fourteenth  Ward.  In  the  winter 
of  1861  he  resided  at  No.  1628  Green  street,  in  the  Fif- 
teenth Ward.  In  the  early  part  of  June,  1862,  he  resided 
at  the  St.  Louis  Hotel  in  the  Sixth  Ward,  and  remained 
there  till  the  sixth  or  seventh  of  October  of  the  same  year. 
In  the  year  1858  or  1859  he  purchased  a  county  seat  in 
Buck's  county,  which  he  afterwards  temporarily  occupied 
during  the  summer.  On  or  about  the  first  of  October, 
1862,  he  commenced  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  a 
house  for  a  permanent  residence,  situate  at  No.  601  North 
Thirteenth  street,  in  the  Fourteenth  Ward.  About  the 
ninth  of  the  same  month  he  obtained  the  title  and  also  the 
possession  of  the  property.  The  house  had  been  unoccupied, 
although  in  a  tenantable  condition,  for  about  five  weeks 
previous  to  that  time.  The  interior  of  the  house  did  not 
suit  Mr.  Briggs's  taste,  and  he  accordingly  made  an  agree- 
ment with  Mr.  McCleary  to  superintend  the  work,  while 
*  For  Petition  see  Appendix  No.  6. 
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the  interior  was  made  to  correspond  to  his  wish.  The  car- 
penters and  other  workmen  commenced  on  the  thirteenth 
of  October,  1862,  and  finished  about  the  first  day  of  the 
next  month.  Daring  the  time  the  repairs  were  going  on, 
Mr.  Briggs  was  seen  there  ever}'-  day  giving  directions  to 
the  workmen.  He  was  anxious  to  have  the  repairs  com- 
pleted. He  might  have  resided  in  the  house  while  the 
repairs  were  going  on.  During  the  time  the  repairs  were 
going  on  no  furniture  was  seen  there.  On  the  thirteenth 
of  October,  1862,  his  family  and  furniture  were  there.  At 
the  time  he  made  the  agreement  with  Mr.  McCleary,  he 
stated  that  he  had  purchased  the  property  for  a  permanent 
residence.  At  the  October  election  in  1862  he  voted  in  the 
Fourth  Division  of  the  Sixth  Ward  because  he  had  not 
resided  in  the  Fourteenth  Ward  ten  days  previous  to  the 
election,  and  having  no  vote  in  the  Fourteenth  Ward,  he 
claimed  the  risfht  to  vote  in  the  Sixth  Ward,  where  he  last 
resided.  The  Fourth  Section  of  the  act  of  the  Constitu- 
tion provides  that  "The  members  of  the  Common  Council 
shall  have  the  same  qualifications  as  are  required  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  for  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives." 

Section  Third  of  Article  Fourth  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  provides  that,  "No  person  shall  be  a  representa- 
tive who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  and  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three 
years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof 
an  inhabitant  of  the  district  in  and  for  which  he  shall  be 
chosen  a  representative." 

Mr.  Briggs  was  elected  to  Common  Council  on  the  thir- 
teenth day  of  October,  1863,  and  to  be  qualified,  by  resi- 
dence, he  should  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  Fourteenth 
Ward  on  the  thirteenth  of  October,  1862,  Mr.  Briggs 
occupied  the  county  seat  merely  as  a  temporary  residence, 
having  his  permanent  residence  in  the  city,  where  he  always 
exercised  the  elective  franchise.  The  evidence  of  Mr. 
Winship,  who  was  very  intimate  with  his  family,  and  was 
a  frequent  visitor  to  the  house  during  the  last  fourteen 
years,  fully  confirms  this  fact.  The  presentation  of  the 
certificate  of  election,  and  the  admission  of  the  member 
thereon,  clothes  him  with  such  a  prima  facie  right  to  a  seat, 
as  to  require  those  who  afterwards  contest  it,  to  show  indu-

bitably  that  he  has  no  right  whatever.  The  petitioners 
produced  no  evidence  to  prove  where  Mr.  Briggs  resided 
between  the  time  he  left  the  St.  Louis  Hotel  and  the  thir- 
teenth of  October,  1862,  and,  if  the  prima  facie  carries 
with  it  every  presumption  in  its  favor,  he  must  have  resided 
in  the  Fourteenth  Ward.  The  evidence  does  not  prove 
that  he  did  not  reside  during  the  time  the  repairs  were 
going  on  at  No.  604  North  Thirteenth  street.  He  had 
purchased  the  house  for  a  permanent  residence  and  had 
taken  possession  of  it  and  was  seen  there  every  day  during 
the  time  the  repairs  were  going  on,  and  there  was  no  evi- 
dence to  prove  he  was  not  there  every  night.  Mr.  Briggs 
has  been  a  resident  of  Fourteenth  Ward,  with  but  few 
exceptions,  for  the  last  fourteen  years  and  during  that  time 
has  necessarily  become  familiar  with  the  interests  of  his 
constituents  and  inspired  with  the  same  local  attachments. 

The  Committee  deem  it  scarcely  necessary  to  quote  the 
legal  authorities  on  a  question  which  is  so  clearly  settled 
by  the  facts.  There  have  been  many  decisions  by  the 
courts  of  the  country  on  the  subject  of  "  domicil,"  and  the 
matter  has  been  presented  and  adjusted  in  almost  every 
form  in  which  it  could  be  viewed.  It  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  the  "  intention"  of  a  citizen  to  reside  in  a  particular 
locality,  followed  by  an  actual  "  residence"  constitutes  his 
domicil  and  invests  him  with  all  the  privileges,  while  it 
subjects  him  to  all  the  obligations  and  duties  ccmnected 
with  a  permanent  residence.  This  was  decided  in  the 
United  States  vs.  the  Penelope :  2  Peters,  450,  the  Court 
using  the  following  language  : 

"  An  inhabitant,  or  resident,  is  a  person  coming  into  a 
place  with  an  intention  to  establish  his  domicil,  or  perma- 
nent residence;  and  in  consequence,  ac^waZZz/reszWes;  under 
this  intention  he  takes  a  house,  or  lodgings,  as  one  fixed 
and  stationary,  and  opens  a  store,  or  takes  any  step  prepara- 
tory to  business,  or  in  execution  of  this  settled  intention. 
The  time  is  not  so  essential  as  the  intent  executed,  by 
making  or  beginning  the  actual  establishment,  though  it  is 
abandoned  in  a-  short  or  longer  period."  In  the  case  of 
Guier  vs.  O'Daniel,  quoted  in  ]  Binney,  351,  it  is  as  emphat- 
ically declared  that  "  On  a  question  of  domicil  the  mode  of 
living  is  not  material,  whether  on  rent,  at  lodgings  or  in 
the  house  of  a  friend.     The  apparent  or  avowed  intention 
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of  constant  residence,  not  the  manner  of  it,  constitutes  the 
domicil." 

Fronri  these  authorities,  as  well  as  from  the  facts  of  the 
case,  it  is  obvious  that  Mr.  Briggs's  domicil  was  in  the  Four- 
teenth Ward  from  the  ninth  day  of  October,  1862,  when 
he  expressed  his  "intention"  to  reside  in  that  ward,  by 
taking  possession  of  the  house  he  had  purchased,  as  that 
intention  was  followed  up  by  an  actual  "  residence"  in  that 
Ward,  where  he  has  lived  ever  since. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  together  with  the 
annexed  resolutions.

Testimony  of  "Witnesses. 

Israel  L.  Fish,  affirmed.  I  live  at  JSTo.  625  North  Thir- 
teenth street.  I  am  a  plasterer  by  trade.  I  know  the  house 
where  Alderman  Conrow  lived ;  I  suppose  it  is  No.  604 
North  Thirteenth  street.  Mr.  Briggs  lives  in  it  now.  I 
did  the  work  at  that  house  in  the  fall  of  1862,  say  about  the 
16th  or  17th  of  October,  I  began  and  finished  it  the  23d,  as 
I  have  it  noted.  Mr.  McCleary  employed  me  to  do  it.  The 
house  was  not  tenanted  at  the  time.  It  was  not  furnished. 
I  was  there  pretty  much  all  the  time  specified.  No  one 
could  have  occupied  the  house  in  the  day  time  without  my 
knowing  it.  I  saw  no  conveniences  for  sleeping  there.  I 
was  all  through  the  house,  backwards  and  forwards.     I 
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don't  know  that  any  one  lived  there,  unless  at  night.  They 
might  have  been  there  at  night. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Briggs. — ■!  understood  I  Avas  re- 
pairing your  house,  sir. 

Mr.  Mitcheson  objects. 

Question  withdrawn. 

Question  by  Mr.  Briggs. — Did  I  not  tell  you  at  the  time 
that  I  had  bought  the  house  for  a  residence? 

Mr.  Mitcheson  objects. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  proper  question  to  be  put 
is,  "  Whose  house  was  this  you  repaired?" 

The  question  being  submitted  to  the  Committee,  it  was 
decided  to  be  proper. 

Question  repeated.  I  don't  recollect  hearing  you  say  so, 
but  that  was  the  understanding,  that. that  was  to  be  your 
permanent  residence.  You  gave  directions  what  you  wanted 
done,  and  how  you  wanted  it  done.  I  think  Mr.  Briggs 
was  there  every  day  giving  directions.  I  did  the  repairing 
of  the  plastering.  I  made  an  alteration  in  the  parlor  ceiling, 
over  the  gas  fixtures,  and  every  thing  necessary  to  make 
the  house  tenantable ;  that  is,  the  house  was  modernized. 
It  was  tenantable  before. 

He-examined. — Of  course,  when  Mr.  Briggs  was  making 
these  alterations  it  was  not  exactly  tenantable. 

To  Mr.  Stokley.  People  might  have  lived  there  then. 
I  suppose  it  was  tenantable  before.  Of  course  it  was.  Alder- 
man Conrow  lived  there  then.  I  entered  into  this  contract 
about  the  16th  or  17th  of  October,  1862. 

To  Mr.  Micheson.  Mr.  Robinson  had  been  there  tearing 
away  parts  of  the  house  before  I  went  there.  I  finished  on 
ther23d  of  October,  1862.  Mr.  Briggs  was  hurrying  me  up 
all  the  time,  as  he  wanted  to  bring  bis  family  in. 

Mr.  Joseph  Kane,  affirmed. 

Question.     Mr.  Kane,  what  is  your  business? 

Plumber  and  gas  fitter.     Residence  406  Dean  street. 

Questic)n.  Do  you  know  this  house  604  Thirteenth  street? 

Answer.  Yes;  I  did  work  about  the  17th  of  October,  1862. 
Nobody  lived  in  the  house  at  that  time.  There  was  no  fur- 
niture in  the  house.  It  was  not  in  a  tenantable  condition 
at  that  time.  No,  sir;  no,  sir,  not  at  that  time,  not  in  a 
tenantable  condition. 
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Cross-examined. — Mr.  Briggs  was  there  every  day  giving 
directions.  Yes,  sir.  [Objected  to.]  The  house  was  not 
tenantable  at  that  time,  the  chimney  was  torn  away.  I  do 
not  know  that  there  had  been  a  chimney  there.  They  were 
building  a  chimney  there.  I  saw  bricks  and  mortar  there. 
All  those  repairs  could  have  been  done  and  the  family 
residing  there.  I  commenced  work  17th  of  October,  1862. 
I  have  seen  families  reside  in  the  house  with  as  much 
inconveniences  as  that  house  had.  I  began  on  the  17th, 
and  continued  on  and  off  till  about  the  27th.  I  saw  Mr. 
Briggs  there  Qvery  day  giving  directions. 

Wir.  WixSHiP,  stcorn.  I  a;Ti  a  Registrar  of  Spring  Grar- 
den  Gas  Works.  I  know  the  building  604  North  Thirteenth 
street. 

Question.  When  was  the  gas  introduced  into  the  house? 

Answer.  I  know  by  the  records  of  the  office. 

Statement  of  witness  objected  to  unless  record  is  produced. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Nickels,  that  witness  state  what  the 
records  contained.     Not  agreed  to. 

Edward  Dougherty,  sivom.  I  am  a  plumber.  I  live 
911  Rodman  street.  I  did  work  at  604  North  Thirteenth 
street.  I  commenced  about  the  17th  of  October,  1862,  and 
finished  on  the  29th ;  when  I  commenced  there  was  no  one 
living  in  the  house;  there  was  no  furniture  in  the  house  as  I 
seen.  I  put  a  hydrant  in  the  kitchen.  I  put  a  wash  basin  in 
the  second  story  front  chamber.  The  pipes  had  been  torn 
out;  the  carpenters,  plasterers,  and  bricklayers  were  at  work 
there  at  the  time.  The  man  might  have  lived  up  stairs  while 
I  was  working  down  stairs.  As  far  as  I  saw  the  house  was 
not  tenantable.  There  was  no  cooking  materials  when  I 
went  in. 

Gross-examined  by  Mr.  Briggs.  The  carpenters  were  tear- 
ing out  when  I  went  in  ;  they  were  tearing  out  the  floor 
under  the  bath  tub.  There  was  nothing  in  the  second  story. 
It  was  not  tenantable.  The  paper  hangers  were  at  work  in 
the  second  story.  I  don't  know  that  there  was  any  paper- 
ing in  the  second  story,  except  papering  over  the  gas  pipes 
that  I  sunk  in  the  wall.  The  bricklayers  were  confined  to 
fixing  the  range  and  paving  around  the  yard.  It  could  have 
been  occupied  notwithstanding  what  work  was  done  there. 
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After  I  was  there  a  day  or  two,  Mr.  Briggs  was  there  hurry- 
ing up  the  work.  Mr.  Briggs  said  he  wanted  to  get  his 
family  in.     Mr.  Briggs  was  not  there  every  day. 

Question  by  Mr.  Buckwalter.  I  think  they  could  have 
lived  in  the  house,  from  room  to  room.  The  old  range  was 
torn  out  when  I  got  there.  There  was  no  cooking  appa- 
ratus there.  They  could  have  had  water  in  the  yard,  but 
not  in  the  house ;  and  they  could  not  have  had  the  use  of 
the  gas  in  the  house  while  the  gas  fixtures  were  being 
repaired. 

Question.  Could  they  have  had  the  use  of  the  tub  while 
the  floor  was  torn  upside  down  ? 

Answer.  No;  painting  and  papering  was  going  on  in  the 
house  at  the  snme  time.  They  were  papering  all  over  the 
house  where  I  was.  As  an  expert  I  answer,  the  house 
would  not  be  in  a  tenantable  condition. 

Re-cross-examined. — I  don't  thiuk  I  ever  worked  in  a 
house  as  big  as  this  one  when  the  family  resided  in  it.  It 
is  a  common  thing  to  take  out  the  old  range  and  put  a  new 
one  in  while  the  family  is  in  it.  It  is  a  common  thing  to 
live  in  the  house  when  papering  and  painting  was  going 
on.  The  family  could  have  lived  in  the  house  while  all 
the  repairs  were  going  on,  but  it  would  be  inconvenient. ' 

Mr.  Eli  Hess,  sworn.  I  am  a  marble  mason  at  Fifteenth 
and  Coates.  I  reside  at  1508  Coates  street.  I  did  marble 
work  at  604  north  Thirteenth  street,  in  1862;  work  was 
ordered  on  17th  of  October,  and  delivered  on  22d  of  same 
month ;  I  furnished  marble  for  parlor  and  wash  stands  for 
front  chamber  ;  Mr.  McCleary  ordered  the  work  ;  there  was 
nobody  living  at  the  house  at  the  time ;  I  did  not  see  any 
furniture  in  the  house;  I  do  not  know  it  was  delivered  the 
day  it  was  finished  or  the  next  day  after;  it  might  have 
been  finished  on  the  22d  or  the  23d. 

Cross-examined.  I  was  not  told  the  last  meeting  that  I 
would  not  be  required ;  I  was  not  told  I  would  not  be  re- 
quired that  night;  there  was  not  any  gentleman  said  so  to 
me  ;  I  was  there  before  the  wash  stand  was  finished  ;  I  gen- 
erally go  back  and  forward  ;  one  of  my  men  did  it ;  I  do 
not  remember  who  did  the  work. 

William  Winship,  re-examined,  I  have  the  registry  or 
application  record  of  Gas  Office. 
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Question  by  Mr.  Mitcbeson.  Will  you  be  good  enougb 
to  refer  to  the  record  and  state  date  of  application  for  gas, 
into  premises,  No.  604,  north  Thirteenth  street,  and  the 
date  it  was  so  introduced  to  the  house. 

Mr.  Amos  Briggs  objects  to  the  answer,  on  the  ground 
that  the  answer  will  be  irrelevant  to  the  issue  and  specifi- 
cation, 

Mr.  Briggs  withdrew  the  objection  and  let  the  question 
be  answered. 

Question.     What  was  the  date  of  the  application? 

Answer.  30th  of  October,  1862,  and  gas  introduced  the 
same  evening. 

Cross-examined.  Question.  Have  you  been  intimately 
acquainted  with  my  family  and  visiting  them  for  the  last 
fifteen  years  ? 

Answer.     I  have. 

Question.  Do  you  know  where  my  country  residence  is 
io  Bucks  county? 

Answer.     I  do,  in  Buck's  county. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  it  was  used  as  a  per- 
manent residence? 

Answer.  Mostly  as  a  summer  residence;  I  think  you 
have  been  there  in  winter,  but  very  seldom. 

Question.     Have  you  been  at  the  place? 

Answer.     Yes. 

Question.  Do  you  know  where  I  resided  in  the  winter  of 
1861? 

Answer.  I  think  I  do:  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  it 
was  on  Green  street,  between  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth 
streets.  No.  1628  Green  street. 

Question.     Where  did  1  reside  in  the  winter  of  1862  ? 

Answer.     No.  604  North  Thirteenth  street. 

Question.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  I  have  resided 
in  town,  in  the  winter,  and  gone  to  ray  summer  residence  in 
summer  ? 

Question  withdrawn  by  Mr,  Briggs, 

Question.  Can  you  tell  whether  the  Bucks  county  house 
was  occupied  by  me  in  any  other  manner  than  as  a  summer 
residence,  since  1860  ? 

Answer.  I  know  you  have  resided  there  every  summer; 
how  early  you  was  there  or  how  late  you  staid,  I  do  not 
know. 
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Qaestion.    About  what  time  did  I  go  there  ? 

Answer.  I  cannot  tell ;  you  went  there  during  the  sum- 
mer and  you  came  away  in  the  fall.  I  know  you  was  not 
there  during  the  winter.  I  think  you  have  not  been  there 
during  the  winter  since  1860.  You  have  resided  in  Green 
street  and  Thirteenth  street  since  1860,  in  Fifteenth  and 
Fourteenth  Wards. 

Gross-examined  by  Mr.  Mitcheson.  The  place  I  speak  of 
is  about  three  miles  above  Bristol,  in  Bucks  counly,  and 
that  Avas  the  residence  of  Mr.  Briggs  and  his  family.  There 
were  five  in  Mr.  Briggs's  family,  and  they  all  resided  there. 
Mr.  Briggs  was  born  and  brought  up  in  Bucks  county.  I 
cannot  tell  how  long  Mr.  Briggs  owned  it ;  it  is  a  comfort- 
able house  and  four  acres.  The  place  was  not  farmed ;  it 
consisted  of  a  garden  and  a  lawn;  I  was  there  during  the 
summer  a  day  or  two ;  a  good  place  to  fish  ;  I  recollect  Mr. 
Briggs  falling  out  of  the  boat  into  the  river;  I  think  I  was 
there  once  in  the  winter  several  years  ago ;  I  think  it  was 
late  in  the  fall — latter  part  of  Octobei",  several  years  ago ; 
the  family  were  residing  there  then ;  I  don't  think  I  was 
ever  there  in  the  winter;  it  was  seven  or  eight  years  ago; 
the  family  has  always  had  a  residence  here;  first  lived  in 
Coates  street  below  Thirteenth,  then  in  Twelfth  street,  I 
think  afterwards  in  Green  street,  and  afterwards  on  Thir- 
teenth street ;  I  mean  they  lived  here  during  the  winter,  and 
in  Bucks  county  during  the  summer;  Mr.  Briggs  has  been 
living  in  these  houses  lor  the  last  twelve  years ;  I  cannot 
exactly  tell  the  time.  Mr.  Briggs  did  not  own  the  house 
on  Coates  street  or  the  house  on  Green  street ;  I  do  not 
know  how  long  he  lodged  in  the  house  on  Green  street;  Mr. 
Briggs  had  all  the  comforts  of  a  home  about  his  establishment 
in  Bucks  county  ;  he  has  owned  and  occupied  the  mansion 
in  Backs  county;  I  cannot  recollect;  long  before  1861 ;  I 
cannot  tell  how  many  years ;  I  cannot  say  how  long;  to  the 
best  of  my  recollection  about  five  years ;  they  were  in 
Buck's  county  in  the  summer  of  1862  ;  I  cannot  tell  when 
they  came  into  town  ;  I  cannot  tell  whether  Briggs  spent 
his  Sundays  there  or  not;  I  was  there  but  once  during 
the  summer;  as  far  as  I  could  see  the  house  in  Bucks 
county  had  all  the  conveniences  of  a  winter  as  well  as  a 
summer  residence;  I  cannot  say  what  time  Mr.  Briggs 
moved  into  the  Fourteenth  Ward ;  he  was  not  there  during 
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the  winter  of  1861,  or  spring  and  summer  of  1SG2  ;  the 
mansion  of  Mr,  Briggs  in  Bucks  county  was  called  a  sum- 
mer residence  for  the  last  few  years ;  he  had  a  settled 
winter  residence  in  the  winter  of  1861,  in  Fifteenth  AVard  ; 
Mr.  Briggs  has  had  a  settled  winter  residence  ever  since  I 
knew  him  ;  he  always  went  to  his  place  in  summer  and  to 
the  city  in  winter;  I  know  of  no  house  that  he  has  owned 
until  he  bought  the  one  on  Thirteenth  street ;  I  am  not  able 
to  say  whether  he  came  back  to  the  same  house  or  not;  I 
cannot  say  how  long  he  resided  in  either  place  after  he  left 
Coates  street;  he  might  have  resided  more  than  one  month 
in  either  house;  I  do  not  know.  ' 

Question.  After  Mr.  Briggs  left  his  house  at  Coates  street 
some  years  ago,  which  he  occupied  during  winter  and  sum- 
mer, do  you  know  of  his  having  had  any  other  fixed  and 
settled  place  of  winter  residence  until  the  winter  of  1862  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know.  I  know  since  that  he  has  re- 
sided in  Twelfth  street  and  in  Green  street  previous  to  1862, 
what  length  of  time  I  do  not  know.  I  think  he  lived  in 
Coates  street  twelve  or  thirteen  years  ago ;  I  cannot  tell 
when  he  left  it.  Mr.  Briggs  always  lived  with  his  family; 
as  far  o,s  I  know  they  alv/ays  lived  together.  I  cannot  tell 
when  the  family  moved  from  Bucks  Count}'  into  Thirteenth 
*  street. 

Examined  hy  Mr.  Briggs.  I  know  that  Mr.  Briggs  lived 
in  Green  street  in  winter  of  1861.  I  do  not  know  what 
you  lawyers  call  a  fixed  and  settled  residence. 

Question.  Had  not  I  a  fixed  and  settled  residence  in  the 
winter  of  1861  in  Green  street? 

Answer.  You  lived  there  at  that  time. 

Question.  Had  I  not  the  same  kind  of  residence  in  Thir- 
teenth street  in  winter  of  1862? 

Answer.  Yes,  sir.  I  do  not  know  you  had  a  fixed  and 
settled  residence  prior  to  1862. 

-Question.  Do  you  know  what  Mr.  Mitcheson  means  by  a 
fixed  and  settled  residence? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know. 

Question.  Do  you  mean  to  s^j  Mr.  Briggs  occupied  the 
Bucks  County  mansion  in  the  winter  season? 

Answer.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  so;  I  mean  the  Bucks 
County  residence  was  a  summer  residence. 

25 
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Chairman.  Question.  How  lonrr  did  Mr.  Brig^o-s  reside 
in  the  Fourteenth  Ward? 

Answer.  Twice. 

Question.   How  long  did  he  reside  on  Coates  street? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know.  He  lived  on  Thirteenth  street 
next  door  to  where  he  resides  now.  I  think  he  resided 
four  years  on  Coates  street ;  perhaps  longer,  I  cannot  tell. 
Mr.  Briggs  I  think  moved  from  Coates  street  to  the  house 
next  door  to  where  yoxx  live  now.     I  do  not  know. 

Chas.  J.  Beidelman  affirmed,  I  am  a  paper  hanger.  My 
place  of  business  is  No.  516  North  Tenth  street.  I  worked 
at  604  North  Thirteenth  street  in  October,  1862.  I  cannot 
say  when  I  commenced  the  job.  I  finished  it  on  tlie  80th 
of  October,  1862.  Mr.  Briggs  resided  there  at  the  time.  I 
cannot  say  when  he  moved  in.  His  family  resided  there 
30th  of  October,  1862.  I  cannot  say  when  they  moved  in. 
I  finished  the  parlor  on  the  80th;  the  family  was  in  on 
that  day.  I  cannot  say  they  were  in  the  house  on  30th  of 
October,  1862.  I  cannot  state  the  day  he  moved  in.  I 
cannot  sny  when  he  moved  in.  He  lived  in  the  house  be- 
fore the  SOth  to  my  knowledge.  I  think  he  moved  in  the 
house  on  the  28th  of  October;  1  am  not  certain.  I  have 
no  memoranda  which  enables  me  to  fix  the  time  when  he 
moved  into  the  house.  I  cannot  say  the  time  I  commenced. 
I  think  it  was  the  fore  part  of  October  when  I  commenced. 
The  family  were  not  living  there  then.  There  was  no  fur- 
niture in  the  house  when  I  commenced ;  when  I  began  the 
work  the  family  did  not  live  there,  but  when  I  finished  the 
work  the  family  had  moved  in.  That  is  the  most  I  pretend 
to  say  about  when  the  family  moved  in. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Briggs.  Mr.  Briggs  was  there 
every  day  I  was  at  work.  I  cannot  say  whether  you  had 
possession  of  the  house.  You  gave  me  directions  in  regard 
to  the  papering.  I  do  not  recollect  what  Mr.  Briggs  said 
about  fixing  it  up  for  his  residence.  I  did  not  hear  Mr. 
Briggs  say  he  was  fixing  it  up  for  his  residence,  I  know 
Mr.  Briggs  was  in  a  hurry  to  get  the  work  done.  I  heard 
you  say  so.     I  do  not  know  for  what  purpose. 

Gross-examined  by  Mr.  Mitcheson.  Mr.  McCleary  em- 
ployed me  to  do  the  work. 

Question  by  President.   There  were  acts  of  ownership  by 
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Mr.  Briggs  by  ordering  the  workmen.     He  was  there  every 
day  I  was  working  there. 

R.  W.  RoBiNSOX  sivorn.  I  am  a  house  carpenter ;  reside 
No.  1023  C  illowhill  street.  I  worked  at  604  North  Thir- 
teenth street.  I  commenced  October  13th,  1862.  There 
was  no  family  living  there  at  the  time;  there  was  no  family 
living  there  two  weeks  after.  I  cannot  give  the  time.  There 
was  no  furniture  in  the  house  when  I  went  there  to  my 
knowledge. 

Gross-examined  by  Mr.  Briggs.  You  were  there  frequently 
while  I  was  at  work.  I  did  not  understand  you  were  fixing 
it  for  a  residence.  I  cannot  sjy  positive  whether  you  gave 
me  directions  or  not.  You  did  give  me  directions  in  regard 
to  the  bath  tub.     I  cannot  say  what  day  it  was. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Mitcheson.  Mr.  McCleary  em- 
ployed me  to  do  the  work. 

Daniel  Hart,  sworn.  I  am  a  bricklayer.  I  reside  No. 
1111  Green  street.  I  did  work  at  No.  604  North  Thir- 
teenth street.  I  commenced  there  on  the  13th  of  October, 
1862.  There  was  no  family  there  at  that  time.  There 
was  no  furniture  in  the  house  at  the  time.  I  finished 
on  the  29th  of  October,  and  the  furniture  was  in  the  house 
then.  I  was  not  there  on  the  27th.  I  was  there  on  the 
29th  and  the  furniture  was  there  then.  There  was  no  one 
living  in  the  house  prior  to  that  time.  Mr.  McCleary  em- 
ployed me  to  do  the  work.     Mr.  Briggs  instructed  me. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Briggs.  I  heard  Mr.  Briggs  say 
that  he  was  fixing  it  for  his  residence.  There  was  a  gen- 
tleman came  in  and  asked  me  if  Mr.  Briggs  would  sell  the 
house,  and  I  asked  Mr.  Briggs  if  he  would  sell  it  and  he 
said  no,  that  he  had  fixed  it  up  for  a  residence.  That  was 
some  two  or  three  days  after  I  went  there.  Mr.  Briggs  told 
me  he  wanted  the  house  finished  as  soon  as  it  could  be 
done,  he  wanted  to  bring  his  fiimily  from  the  country.  I 
think  it  was  some  two  or  three  days  after  I  commenced. 
I  commenced  on  the  13th,  it  was  some  two  or  three  days 
after.  Mr.  Briggs  was  there,  every  day  I  was  there  giving 
directions. 

Mr.  Briggs  presented  a  paper  marked  "A"  and  asked 
witness  if  it  was  his  paper,  who  answered  it  was. 
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Thos.  W.  Price  sworn,  for  petitioners,  and  examined  by 
Mr.  Buckwalter : 

I  know  the  location  of  the  house  now  resided  in  by  Mr. 
Briggs.  I  have  no  positive  knowledge  as  to  the  precise  time 
he  took  it ;  I  have  no  positive  knowledge  whether  he  occu- 
pied it  on  the  17th  of  October,  1862,  only  the  testimony  of 
neighbors;  only  the  uniform  statements  of  the  neighbors  to 
rae.  I  never  was  in  the  house  in  my  life.  Mr.  Briggs  re- 
sided in  Bucks  County,  somewhere  ;  I  don't  know  where  ; 
some  time  about  the  year  1858  ;  I  am  not  certain,  but  about 
that  time.  Mr.  Briggs,  after  having  resided  a  short  time,  I 
think,  next  door  to  the  house  he  now  occupies,  sold  the 
house,  or  exchanged  it,  for  one  in  Bucks  County.  During 
the  time  of  his  residence  in  the  house  in  Thirteenth  street, 
to  which  I  have  referred,  he  was  almost  a  nightly  visitor, 
■with  other  neighbors,  at  the  office  of  Alderman  Conrow. 
His  sale,  and  purchase  and  removal  were  subjects  of  fre- 
quent conversation,  to  which  he  was  often  a  party.  Mr. 
Briggs  frequently,  then  and  at  other  times,  spoke  of  his 
removal  to  Bucks  County  as  his  place  of  residence.  It  was 
the  understanding,  from  his  own  statements,  that  he  was  to 
reside  in  Bucks  County.  I  remember  to  have  suggested  to 
Mr.  Briggs  the  inconvenience  of  his  attending  to  his  pro- 
fessional duties  in  the  winter  time  whilst  residinsr  in  Bucks 
County  ;  in  this  suggestion  he  did  not  agree  with  me.  I 
believe  that  this  is  all  that  I  have  to  qvlj. 

To  Mr.  Buckwalter.  Yes,  sir,  he  made  that  statement  fre- 
quently, that  he  sold  his  house  to  remove  to  Bucks  County. 
I  do  not  know  of  any  other  declarations  he  made  on  the 
subject. 

I  know  of  something  mor^  relative  to  the  petition  in  this 
case. 

I  was  a  resident  of  the  Fourteenth  Ward  about  ten  years, 
except  some  two  months,  and  belong  to  the  same  political 
party  Mr.  Briggs  does.  I  opposed  his  nomination  for  Com- 
mon Council  from  that  Ward  in  consequence  of  his  having 
moved  so  recently  into  the  Ward,  and  on  an  investigation 
into  the  facts  of  the  case,  I  became  perfectly  satisfied  that 
he  did  not  move  into  the  Ward  in  time  to  be  entitled  to  be 
elected  to  Common  Council,  and  I  refused  to  vote  for  him 
on  that  account.  As  to  the  petition  to  Common  Council,  to 
which  you  refer,  I  did  know  that  it  was  to  be  presented; 
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at  least  I  understood  so.  I  should  have  signed  it  had  I  not 
have  removed  from  the  Ward  before  it  was  presented. 

I  do  know  another  thing  in  regard  to  this  case,  and  that  is 
that  Mr.  Briggs  has  endeavored  to  injure  me  in  my  private 
business,  because  I  do  not  think  him  entitled  to  his  seat. 

Mr.  Briggs  declines  cross-examination. 

To  Chairman.  The  conversation  I  refer  to,  I  think,  was 
in  1858;  it  may  have  been  in  1858  or  1859.  The  under- 
standing that  he  \V'as  to  reside  in  Bucks  County  was  from 
his  own  statements.  I  know  of  his  having  several  tempo- 
rary residences  in  the  city  since  then.  Mr.  Trego  told  me 
Mr.  Brii^gs  rented  a  house  of  him. 

"W"m.  McCleary  sioorn.  I  know  Mr.  Briggs.  I  had  some 
work  done  for  his  house,  No.  604:  Thirteenth  street.  I  su- 
perintended the  work.  I  think  I  commenced  the  work  the 
13th  of  October,  1862,  or  the  day  before  the  election  ia 
1862.  The  house  was  in  fair  condition  ;  it  needed  some 
little  renovation.  Oh,  yes,  sir;  it  was  in  a  fit  condition  to 
reside  in.  Mr.  Briggs  employed  me  to  do  the  work.  I 
think  when  he  first  spoke  to  me  about  it,  it  was  on  the  9th 
or  10th  of  the  mouth — October,  1862.  There  was  no  fixed 
contract;  he  went  into  the  house,  and  I  suggested  certain 
alterations  which  Mr.  Brio-o-s  asrreed  ou^jbt  to  be  done.  I 
suggested  to  him  the  names  of  several  mechanics  whom  I 
would  like  to  have  employed.  He  told  me  that  if  I  would 
undertake  the  work  I  might  employ  any  person  I  chose,  as 
he  did  not  want  to  be  bothered  with  the  matter.  I  told  him 
I  would  do  so,  and  did  select  such  as  I  thought  proper.  I 
finished  the  work,  I  think,  to  the  satisfaction  of  Mr.  Briggs. 
The  work  was  not  finished  complete  until  about  the  1st  day 
of  November.  I  told  Mr.  Briggs  I  thought  the  work  could 
be  done  in  about  two  weeks  from  the  commencement.  We 
would  do  it  as  soon  as  possible.  He  seemed  satisfied,  but 
was  anxious  to  have  it  done  as  soon  as  possible,  as  he 
wanted  to  occupy  the  house  as  a  residence.  I  know  he 
was  the  owner,  as  I  assisted  in  negotiating  for  its  purchase 
by  him.  I  think  the  negotiation  commenced  near  the  1st 
of  October,  fully  ten  days  before  the  commencement  of  the 
alterations.  I  was  there  daily ;  I  saw  Mr.  Briggs  there 
generally  every  morning  or  afternoon.  I  think  Mr.  Briggs 
was  not  residing  in  the  city  at  the  time ;  he  told  me  his 
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family  were  residing  near  Bristol;  I  sometimes  saw  him  at 
his  office  down  in  the  city,  and  almost  daily  at  the  house 
he  now  resides  in,  and  we  were  repairing.  The  house  had 
become  unoccupied  about  tlie  1st  of  September  preceding 
his  purchase.  I  don't  think  he  ever  was  in  the  house  before 
he  bought  it.  He  bouglit  it  on  my  representation.  I  don't 
know  that  he  said  anything  about  making  it  a  permanent 
residence.  It  was  understood  that  he  purchased  it  for  a 
residence. 

To  Mr.  Gray.  I  suppose  I  have  known  Mr.  Briggs  since 
1856 — some  seven  years.  The  property,  I  believe,  belonged 
to  the  Spring  Garden  Building  Association  ;  I  can't  fix  the 
day,  but  it  was  between  the  1st  and  10th  of  the  month 
when  he  bought  the  house.  It  was  on  the  9th  or  10th  when 
he  made  the  agreement  for  repairing  the  house;  it  was  ten- 
antable  then,  and  he  said  he  wanted  it  for  a  residence.  He 
was  very  anxious  to  have  the  work  done  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble ;  we  finished  about  the  1st  of  November.  He  moved 
in  before  the  work  was  done.  I  know  of  his  living  in  the 
city  one  winter.  I  know  of  his  having  a  residence  in 
Bucks  County,  but  whether  it  is  termed  a  summer  or  winter 
residence  I  do  not  know. 

To  Mr.  Greenwood.  Mr.  Briggs  took  possession  of  the 
house  with  his  family  on  the  30th  October,  1862.  There 
was  no  furniture  there  before. 

To  Mr.  Briggs.  It  was  on  the  10th  of  October,  1862,  Mr. 
Briggs  took  possession  of  the  property,  and  I  think  he  has 
had  possession  of  it  ever  since.  He  said  he  purchased  it  for  a 
residence.  I  informed  him  the  house  was  for  sale,  and 
recommended  its  purchase.  I  received  his  proposition  of 
what  he  would  give  for  it,  and  submitted  it  to  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  brought  back  the  reply.  They  declined  sell- 
ing for  the  price  at  that  time  ;  this  was  about  the  beginning 
of  October.  Yes  ;  I  understood  from  you  and  the  owners 
of  the  property  that  your  offer  was  accepted.  I  engaged 
the  mechanics  on  the  10th  or  11th  of  the  month;  within  a 
day  or  two  of  the  commencement  of  the  work.  Yes,  sir,  I 
know,  but  not  of  my  own  knowledge,  that  Mr.  Briggs  lived 
in  Mr.  Mullin's  house,  in  the  Fifteenth  Ward,  the  winter 
before;  Mr.  Briggs  told  me  he  lived  there.  I  only  know  of 
one  winter,  that  of  1861-2,  that  Mr.  Briggs  resided  in  the 
city  during  the  winter  months.     When  I   first   knew  him, 
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Mr.  Briggs  resided  in  the  Fourteenth  "Ward,  some  seven 
years  ago.  I  think  he  has  not  resided  there  ever  since. 
My  impression  is  he  resided  in  Bucks  County  since  1862, 
I  derived  this  impression  from  yourself.  You  told  me,  fre- 
quently, you  were  going  home  when  I  met  you  on  the 
boat.  This  was  generallv  in  summer;  but  I  liave  met  you 
in  the  cars  in  winter.  This  was  in  the  summer  of  1859, 
and  almost  every  summer  since,  except  the  last.  I  hive  no 
doubt  you  v/ere  up  there  last  summer,  but  how  long  I  don't 
know.  I  know  that  you  went  to  the  country  last  summer, 
and  that  you  lived  in  the  city  in  the  winter  of  186L-2; 
you  shut  up  your  house  to  go  there.  Mr.  Briggs  lived  in 
the  Fourteenth  Ward  in  the  winter  of  1862-3.  I  think 
you  went  out  of  the  Fourteenth  Ward,  in  1858  or  '59,  to 
go  into  the  country.  The  next  I  have  any  knowledge  of, 
was  your  living  in  the  Fifteenth  Ward  in  1861-2,  I  think. 
I  think  you  went  from  thereto  Bucks  County.  In  October, 
1862,  you  returned  from  there  to  the  Fourteenth    Ward. 

I  have  heard  Mr.  Briggs  say  he  had  resided  in  the 
Fourteenth  Ward  for  the  last  twelve  years,  except  two 
years. 

Gross-<'xcnnined,  by  Mr.  Buck  waiter.  When  I  first  knew 
him,  Mr.  Briggs  lived  on  Coates  street,  about  seven  years 
ago.  I  frequently,  in  conversation  with  him  and  other  gen- 
tlemen, talked  with  him  about  the  property  in  Bucks 
County.  I  understood  he  sold  the  house  in  1858,  and  pur- 
chased the  house  in  Bucks  County  as  a  permanent  resi- 
dence ;  I  don't  recollect  that  the  word  "  permanent "  was 
used.  I  mean  by  his  calling  at  the  house  generally  in  the 
morning  during  the  repairs,  that  he  came  there  from  ]5ucks 
County.  He  came  down  in  the  cars;  that  is  my  impres- 
sion— that  he  lived  there.  The  word  "permanent"  was  not 
used,  but  there  is  no  doubt  he  purchased  it  for  a  residence. 
I  don't  fix  his  "permanent"  residence  anywhere. 

To  the  Chairman.  From  my  conversation  with  Mi".  Briggs 
I  derived  the  impression  that  Bucks  County  was  his  resi- 
dence. I  know  of  no  circumstance  that  his  permanent 
residence.  I  was  not  in  the  city  when  Mr.  Briggs  was  a 
candidate. 

To  Mr.  Briggs.  The  conversation  I  refer  to  from  which  I 
derived  the  impression  you  were  to  make  Bucks  County 
your  permanent  residence,  took  place  in  the  summer  or  fall 
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of  1858  or  '59,  I  am  not  certain  which.  I  don't  know  that 
you  have  voted  in  the  city  since.  I  have  heard  you  say 
you  had  voted  in  Philadelphia  since  that  time — 1858  or 
1859 — in  the  fourth  precinct  of  the  Sixth  Ward,  in  the  fall 
of  1862.  In  the  same  conversation  you  said  3'ou  had  re- 
moved from  the  Sixth  to  the  Fourteenth  Ward,  within  ten 
days  prior  to  the  election,  and  went  back?  to  the  Sixth  Ward 
to  vote.  This  conversation  occurred  since  the  election,  but 
the  exact  date  I  do  not  recollect;  it  might  have  been  six 
weeks  ago;  I  rather  think  it  was  before  this  petition  was 
filed.  I  recollect  the  place,  but  not  the  time  this  conversa- 
tion occurred.  It  took  place  in  the  District  Court.  I  can't 
say,  but  I  think  it  was  before  Councils  met. 

To  Mr.  Buck  waiter.  It  was  in  anticipation  of  the  contest 
this  conversation  took  place.  We  were  talking  about  his 
right  to  a  seat. 

Defence. 

Henry  Neil,  sworn.  I  was  one  of  the  lessees  of  the  St. 
Louis  Hotel,  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1862 ;  I 
have  been  there  ever  since  then.  It  was  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  month  of  June,  I  think  the  early  part  of  it, 
that  ]\Ir.  Briggs  came  to  reside  at  the  St.  Louis  Hotel.  He 
remained  there  until  the  early  part  of  October;  I  think  it 
was  the  6th  or  7th  of  the  month.  He  told  me  he  had  pur- 
chased a  property  in  the  Fourteenth  Ward,  and  was  about 
to  move  into  it. 

Question.  State  what  you  heard  Mr.  Briggs  say  at  this 
time  about  his  being  a  candidate  for  District  Attorney  in 
this  city,  if  you  heard  him  say  anything  on  the  subject? 

Objected  to. 

Objection  overruled. 

Answer.  Mr.  Briggs  stated  to  me,  when  he  came  to  take 
the  rooms,  that  as  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  nomination 
for  District  Attorney,  he  would  not  lose  his  residence. 

Cross-examined.  Mr.  Briggs's  family  did  not  live  in  the 
St.  Louis  Hotel.  I  can't  say  whether  Mr.  Briggs  occupied 
the  rooms  every  night.  I  can't  tell  how  often  he  stayed 
there;  I  don't  know  whether  he  spent  his  Sunda3''s  there. 
I  can't  inform,  you  sir.  I  know  he  was  a  lodger,  and  boarded 
in  the  house.     I  have  seen  him  take  the  key  of  his  room 
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and  go  there  at  12  or  1  o'clock  at  night.  I  can't  give  you 
any  idea  as  to  how  often  he  slept  there. 

To  Mr,  Nickels.  Yes,  sir;  I  do  know  that  he  slept  there. 

To  the  Chairman.  Yes,  sir;  I  have  seen  him  go  to  his 
room  night  after  night,  consecutively. 

To  Mr.  Mitcheson.    You  may  put  down  three  nights,  sir. 

To  Mr,  Marcer.  It  might  have  been  oftener. 

To  Mr.  Mitcheson.  I  cannot  answer  more  fully.  I  have 
said  three  times ;  I  do  not  keep  a  record  of  such  things. 
Mr,  Briggs  had  his  baggage  in  his  rooms,  and  he  went  there 
when  he  pleased. 

I  know  nothing  of  the  kind,  that  Mr.  Briggs  merely  occu- 
pied these  rooms  as  a  fictitious  residence. 

Mr.  Briggs  produces  the  Assessor's  Book  of  the  fourth 
precinct  of  the  Sixth  Ward  for  1862,  from  City  Commis- 
sioners. 

Mr.  Mitcheson  objects  to  its  production. 

Objection  overruled. 

Entry  read,  as  follows:  "Briggs,  Amos,  attorney,  317 
Chestnut  street." 

Also,  the  Directory  of  1862. 

Mr.  J\[itcheson  objects  to  its  production, 

Mr.  Briggs  withdrew  the  offer, 

Mr.  Briggs  submits  a  pamphlet  published  by  the  City 
Commissioners,  containing  the  election  laws  of  the  State, 
relative  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  show  section  28,  on 
page  16,  act  of  184-i,  -^ 

Mr.  Briggs  closes  his  case. 


APPENDIX   No.   115. 

To  the  President  and  members  of 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

In  the  matter  of  the  contested  election  in  the  Fourteenth 
Ward. 

The  report  of  the  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the 
members  appointed  January^  1864,  on  the  special  com- 
mittee of  seven  in  the  matter  of  the  contested  election  of 
Amos  Briggs  of  the  Fourteenth  Ward,  respectfully  repre- 
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sent  that  they  cannot  conscientiously  subscribe  to  the 
report  of  a  majority  of  this  committee  for  the  following 
reasons,  viz. :  Because,  under  the  law  and  evidence  sub- 
mitted, 

I.  The  respondent,  Amost  Briggs,  was  clearly  ineligible 
for  election  to  the  Common  Council  of  this  City  at  the 
time  of  his  alleged  election  on  the  thirteenth  day  of 
October,  1863. 

II.  There  was  no  answer  or  evidence  on  the  part  of  the 
respondent  to  contradict  the  sworn  averments  of  the  con- 
testant's relation  as  to  Mr.  Briggs'  ineligibility  ;  the  number 
of  votes  (1258)  cast  for  George  E.  Berrell  his  only  com- 
petitor for  that  ofhce ;  and  Mr.  Berrell's  fitness  and  quali- 
fication for  election. 

III.  It  would  be  unjust  that  the  Fourteenth  Ward  should 
be  deprived  of  a  representation  in  Common  Council  because 
one  of  the  persons  nominated  for  election  was  unqualified 
to  fill  the  office,  and  the  votes  polled  for  him  were  thrown 
away,  and  therefore  Mr.  Berrell  having  received  the  next 
highest  number  of  notes  polled,  and  the  only  votes  properly 
polled  at  the  ballot-box,  should  be  declared  to  be  duly 
elected  to  this  body  by  the  said  Fourteenth  Waid. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  undersigned  members  of  the 
committee  to  make  a  voluminous  report  upon  so  simple  a 
question  of  fact  and  law,  as  the  main  one  involved  in  this 
case,  viz. :  Whether  under  the  precise  language  of  the  3d 
section  of  article  1st  of  the  Con?titution  of  this  State,  and 
the  4th  section  of  Act  of  2d  February,  1854:,  commonly 
called  the  "  Consolidation  Act,"  Mr.  Briggs  was  for  one 
year  prior  to  his  election  "an  inhabitant  of  the  District 
(Ward)  in,  and  for  which  he  was  chosen  a  representative. 

The  whole  case  hinges  upon  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"^Wlai^7a ??!!,"  for  no  one  of  the  eleven  witnesses  examined, 
testified  that  Mr.  Briggs  or  his  family  lived  within  the 
Fourteenth  Ward  for  the  period  of  one  year  next  preceding 
the  election  of  1863.  On  the  contrary,  from  the  testimony 
of  ten  of  them,  it  is  perfectly  clear  that  he  and  they  did 
not  do  so.  The  substance  of  the  uncontradicted  evidence 
in  this  cause  may  be  briefly  summed  up  thus :  Mr.  Briggs, 
who  was  born  and  brought  up  in  Bucks  county,  moved  to 
a  rented  house  on  Coates  street  in  the  old  district  of  Spring 
Garden  about  twelve  vears  ago.    Thence  he  removed,  after 
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a  residence  of  some  years,  to  a  house  on  Thirteenth  above 
Green  street,  which  he  bought.  After  residing  here  for 
some  years  Mr.  Briggs  resolved  to  break  up  house-keeping 
in  this  city,  sell  his  house  and  remove  with  his  family  to  his 
former  domicil  in  Bucks  county.  This  he  did,  investing 
the  money  realized  by  the  sale  of  his  Philadelphia  house,  in 
the  purchase  of  a  mansion  situate  for  summer  and  winter 
use,  with  four  acres  of  ground,  near  Bristol  in  Bucks 
county,  and  there  he  resided  'pernnanently  with  his  fomily 
from  1859  to  1862,  excepting  during  the  winter  of  1861, 
when  they  occupied  a  rented  house  (No.  1628  Green  street) 
in  the  Fifteenth  Ward  of  this  City.  He  owns  the  Bucks 
county  property  yet,  and  lives  there  during  part  of  the 
year.  On  October  9,  1862,  Mr.  Briggs  bought  and  on  the 
10th  obtained  possession  of  a  house  No.  604,  N.  Thirteenth 
street  in  the  Fourteenth  AYard.  But  instead  of  moving 
into  it,  although  teuantable  at  the  time,  the  respondent 
determined  to  remodel  or  modernize  the  house,  and 
'engaged  a  builder  to  do  it;  he  (Mr.  Briggs)  "not  wishing," 
as  he  said,  "to  be  known  in  the  matter  by  the  mechanics." 
He  did  not  wish  to  be  bothered  with  the  matter.  Mr. 
Briggs  called  almost  daily  as  he  came  down  from  his 
residence  in  Bucks  county  to  watch  the  progress  of  the 
work,  and  stated  in  several  instances  that  he  intended  to 
make  this  house  his  place  of  residence.  On  October  80, 
1862,  Mr.  Briggs  moved  down  with  his  family  from  his 
Bucks  county  house  and  took  possession  of  the  dwelling  on 
Thirteenth  street.  There  was  no  furniture  in  this  house, 
and  no  one  occupied  it  from  the  time  the  respondent  bought 
it  until  this  30th  day  of  October,  1862,  which  was,  of 
course,  less  than  one  year  prior  to  the  election  on  13th 
October,  1863. 

There  was  one  strange  piece  of  evidence  given  on  behalf 
of  the  respondent  in  direct  contradiction,  it  is  true,  to  the 
testimony  of  other  witnesses  called  to  sustain  his  case,  and 
which  deeming  it  to  be  wholly  irrelevant  to  the  issue 
involved  in  this  contest  we  would  willingly  abstain  from 
referring  to,  but  for  the  fact  that  the  respondent  claims  to 
attach  peculiar  importance  to  it,  we  state  it  as  a  part  of  the 
history  of  the  case  for  what  it  may  be  worth.  It  appeared 
from  the  statement  of  the  witness  last  examined,  one  of  the 
proprietors  of  the  St.  Louis  Hotel  in  the  Sixth  Ward  of 
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this  City,  that  sometime  in  June,  1862,  the  respondent  took 
a  room  at  the  hotel,  put  some  baggage  in  it,  slept  there 
sometimes,  and  gave  it  up  on  the  6th  or  8th  of  October, 
1862.  His  family  did  not  live  there  at  all,  and  it  was 
impossible  to  learn  from  the  witness  that  the  respondent 
himself  passed  any  considerable  portion  of  his  time  by 
night  or  day  at  his  room  in  the  hotel.  The  explanation  of 
this  seemingly  odd  movement  on  the  part  of  a  married  man, 
having  a  comfortable  rural  residence,  in  taking  an  apart- 
ment away  from  his  family  at  a  City  hotel,  may  be  found  in 
the,  perhaps,  no  less  extraordinary  announcement  of  the 
witness  in  reply  to  a  direct  and  leading  question  by  the 
respondent  himself,  "  Mr.  Briggs  told  me  at  the  time  he 
came  to  secure  rooms  that  as  he  was  a  candidate  for  District 
Attorney  he  would  not  lose  his  residence  in  the  City  !" 
There  was  no  evidence  that  Mr.  Briggs  obtained  the 
nomination  for  District  Attorney,  and  if  he  had  it  would 
have  been  at  least  a  very  doubtful  question  whether  such 
a  residence  would  have  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the 
law  in  that  respect.  We  have  Mr.  Brigg's,  admission  put  in 
evidence  by  himself  that  upon  this  very  qualified  and 
refined  description  of  residence  at  the  St.  Louis  Hotel  he 
claimed  the  right  to  vote,  was  assessed,  and  actually  did 
vote  in  the  Fourth  Precinct  of  the  Sixth  Ward  at  the 
general  election  on  14th  October,  1862.  These  are  all 
the  material  facts  in  the  case.  The  precise  question 
involved  in  this  contest  is  not  when  the  house  on  Thirteenth 
street  was  sold  and  delivered  to  him.  There  is  no  dispute 
about  that,  but  where  was  the  respondent's  residence  on  the 
13th  October,  1862  and  thence  onwards  to  October  12, 1863  ? 
The  respondent  contends  that  he  "  removed  into  the 
Fourteenth  Ward  on  October  9,  1862  and  stayed  there." 
But  this  averment  is  sustained  by  no  witness,  and  is  utterly 
contradicted  by  the  testimony  of  every  one  examined  on  the 
subject;  and  nearly  all  of  these  witnesses,  be  it  borne  in 
mind,  were  the  mechanics  employed  in  repairing  and  recon- 
structing the  house  at  the  very  time  that  Mr.  Briggs 
claimed  to  be  residing  there,  and  into  which  Mr.  Briggs 
and  family  subsequently  moved,  and  they  could  not  be 
mistaken  as  to  the  facts  testified  to  by  them.  Brief  abstracts 
of  their  testimony  will  clearly  demonstrate  the  correctness 
of  our  averment ;    and  precise   accuracy  of  statement  on 
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this  point  is  so  important  that  we  will  be  pardoned  for  the 
quotations. 

IsEAEL  L.  Fish,  Plasterer,  «^?■?7^ec7.  "I  worked  at  604 
North  Thirteenth  street  from'  October  16th  to  23d.  Mr. 
McCleary employed  me.  The  house  was  not  tenantable  at. 
the  time.  It  was  not  furnished.  I  was  there  pretty  much 
all  the  time  specified.  No  one  could  have  occupied  the 
house  in  the  day  time  without  my  knowing  it.  I  saw  no 
conveniences  for  sleeping  there.  I  was  all  through  the 
house  backward  and  forward." 

Joseph  Kaxe,  Plumber  and  Gasfitter,  affirmed.  "  I 
worked  at  604  North  Thirteenth  street  from  17th  to  27th 
October,  1862,  nobody  Jived  in  the  house  at  the  time. 
There  was  no  furniture  in  the  house." 

Edward  Dougherty,  Plumber,  affirmed.  "  I  worked  at 
604  North  Thirteenth  street  from  October  17th  to  29th. 
There  was  no  furniture  in  the  house  as  I  saw  ;  no  one  was 
living  in  the  house." 

Eli  Hess,  Marble  Mason,  sworn.  "  I  did  marble  work 
at  604  North  Thirteenth  street.  It  was  ordered  on  October 
17,  1862,  and  put  up  on  22d.  There  was  no  one  living  in 
the  house  at  the  time." 

William  Winship,  sicom.  "  I  have  been  intimately 
acquainted  with  Mr.  Briggs'  family  and  visited  them  for 
the  last  fifteen  years.  They  were  in  Bucks  county  in  the 
summer  of  1862.  I  can't  tell  when  they  came  into  town. 
I  can't  say  what  time  Mr.  Briggs  moved  into  the  Fourteenth 
"Ward.  He  was  not  there  during  the  winter  of  1861  or 
spring  and  summer  of  1862." 

Chas.  J.  Beidelman,  Paper  Hanger,  affirmed.  "  I  think 
it  was  the  fore  part  of  October,  1862,  when  I  commenced 
work  at  604  North  Thirteenth  street.  The  family  were  not 
living  there  then.     There  was  no  furniture  in  the  house."  • 

B.  W.  EoBiNSON",  Carpenter,  sivorn.  "I  commenced 
work  at  604  North  Thirteenth  street.  There  was  no 
family  living  there  at  the  time,  and  none  two  weeks  after, 
and  no  furniture  in  the  house." 
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Daniel  Hart,  Bricklayer,  sioorn.  "  T  did  work  at  604 
North  Thirteenth  street.  IBegan  13th  October,  1862.  There 
was  no  family  living  there  then.  There  was  no  furniture 
in  the  house  then." 

Thos.  W.  Price,  Book  Binder,  sworn.  "Mr.  Briggs 
frequent!}/  spoke  of  his  removal  to  Bucks  county  from  his 
former  house  at  his  place  of  residence.  He  made  that 
statement  frequently,  that  he  sold  his  house  to  remove  to 
Bucks  county.  I  was  a  resident  of  the  Fourteenth  Ward 
about  ten  years  except  two  months,  and  belong  to  the  same 
political  party  as  Mr,  Briggs.  I  opposed  his  nomination 
for  Common  Council  from  that  Ward  in  consequence  of 
his  having  moved  so  recently  into  the  Ward,  and  on  an 
investigation  into  the  facts  of  the  case  I  became  perfectly 
satisfied  that  he  did  not  move  into  the  Ward  in  time  to  be 
elected  to  Common  Council,  and  I  refused  to  vote  for  him 
on  that  account. 

Wm.  McCleary,  Builder,  sworn.  "I  know  Briggs;  did 
work  for  him  at  No.  604  North  Thirteenth  street;  superin- 
tended the  work;  I  commenced  work  on  October  13th, 
1862;  we  finished  about  the  1st  of  November;  he  moved 
in(to  the  house)  before  the  work  was  done.  Mr.  Briggs  took 
possession  of  the  house  loith  his  family  on  the  ZOth  of  October, 
1862.  There  was  no  furniture  there  before;  I  think  Mr. 
Briggs  was  not  residing  in  the  city  while  the  repairs  were 
going  on  ;  he  told  me  his  family  was  residing  near  Bristol; 
I  mean  by  his  calling  at  the  house  generally  in  the  morn- 
ing during  the  repairs  that  he  came  from  Bucks  county ;  he 
came  down  in  the  cars;  that  is  my  impression  that  he  lived 
there.  From  my  conversation  with  Mr.  Briggs  I  derived 
the  impression  that  Bucks  county  was  his  residence.  No 
acts  of  his  induced  me  to  think  otherwise." 

Now  we  cannot  imagine  that  any  very  superior  legal  or 
literary  attainments  are  necessary  to  determine  from  this  evi- 
dence that  Mr.  Briggs  was  «o^  an  "inhabitant"  nor  "resident" 
of  the  Fourteenth  Ward  prior  to  October  30th,  1862,  how- 
ever fully  the  legak  title  of  the  premises  in  question  was 
vested  in  him  by  livery  of  seisin.  These  terms  "inhabitant" 
and  "resident"  maybe  considered  as  synonymous  with 
"  domicile,"  which,  as  translated  into  plain  Anglo-Saxon, 
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means  '■'to  heep  house,^^ — a  phrase — the  precise  meaDing  of 
which  every  body  understands  to  be  to  live  at  one's  home 
with  his  family,  and  to  enjoy  the  comforts  of  a  furnished 
dwelling  house,  or,  according  to  it  legal  definition,  "fixed 
residence  at  a  place  with  an  intention  of  remaining,"  and 
one  domicile  remains  until  it  is  changed  and  one  actually 
acquired.  The  authorities  to  this  effect  are  to  be  found  in 
the  law  books  and  decisions  of  every  civilized  Government 
on  this  continent,  in  England  and  throughout  Europe. 
Common  sense  indeed  would  seem  to  teach  that  no  man 
can  be  considered  an  inhabitant  of  or  a  resident  in  a  house 
where  he  had  never  lived.  Yet  the  respondent  took  the 
ground  that  having  once  obtained  "  possession  "  and  set  foot 
even  for  a  moment  on  the  premises.  No.  60-i  North  Thir- 
teenth street  on  the  9th  of  October,  1862,  bought  by  him 
with  the  intent  to  make  it  his  place  of  residence,  he  was 
thereby  constituted  an  "inhabitant"  of  the  Fourteenth 
Ward,  that  he  must  be  considered  in  law  to  be  forthwith 
domiciled  there ;  and  that  his  domicil  continued  there 
thenceforward,  notwithstanding  the  significant  facts  that  he 
had  no  sooner  obtained  possession  of  it  than  he  immedi- 
ately gave  the  property  over  to  the  charge  of  a  builder  to 
be  thoroughly  overhauled  and  in  part  rebuilt — that  he  never 
slept  there,  nor  ate  a  meal  nor  had  a  chair  to  sit  down  on 
in  the  building  in  question  until  the  30th  of  October,  1862. 
It  was  not  surprising  therefore  that  upon  the  discussion  of 
the  question  before  your  Committee  the  utmost  industry 
of  the  respondent  did  not  enable  him  to  command  more 
than  one  case  which  even  he  supposed  had  any  bearing 
upon  this  extraordinary  proposition,  so  entirely  at  variance 
with  the  etymological  and  legal  definition  of  the  plain  words 
of  the  Constitution  and  Act  of  Assembly.  But  even  this 
case  so  cited  by  respondent  (Reed  vs.  Kelch,  1  Phila.  Rep. 
105 — a  foreign  attachment  suit,)  was  shown,  upon  analysis 
to  be  decided  and  to  have  been  intended  to  decide  not  so 
much  the  precise  local  residence  of  the  defendant  Kelch, 
in  Illinois,  as  that  he  had  abandoned  his  former  domicil  in 
Pennsylvania  with  an  intention  of  not  returning  to  it,  and 
here  too  it  will  be  observed  that  although  Kelch's  family 
were  left  to  follow  him,  he  himself  had  absolutely  gone 
from  his  old  domicil  and  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Courts,  whereas  it  is  clearly  in  evidence  here 
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by  Mr.  "Winsbip,  (his  own  witness)  that  Mr.  Briggs  always 
lived  with  his  family ;  that  he  did  so  in  Bucks  county  in  the 
summer  of  1862,  and  as  Mr.  McCleary  substantially  states 
in  his  testimony,  he  came  down  from  Bncks  county  with 
his  family  and  took  possession  of  the  Fourteenth  Ward 
house  upon  the  30th  day  of  October,  1862.  So  that  were 
we,  extravagantly,  to  attach  the  utmost  importance  that 
could  be  possibly  desired  by  the  respondent  to  this  highly 
technical  and  equivocal  residence  in  the  Sixth  Ward,  what 
would  it  avail  the  respondent  after  he  had  abandoned  it  as 
the  testimony  shows,  before  he  could  possibly  claim,  on  any 
conceivable  pretext,  to  have  acquired  a  domicil  in  the  Four- 
teenth Ward ;  or  even  possession  of  the  house  in  question 
therein  for  which  he  had  not  at  that  time  the  title  deeds  ? 
But  surely  no  lawyer  would  contend  that  upon  the  facts  in 
evidence  in  this  case  foreign  attachment  could  have  been 
sustained  against  Briggs'  property  in  Bucks  county  at  any 
time  prior  to  October  30th,  1862,  (if  his  Fourteenth  Ward 
house  were  in  any  other  State)  or  that  the  doctrine  of  Reed 
vs.  Kelch  would  apply  to  such  a  case.  His  domicil  of  ori- 
gin and  choice — in  Bucks  count}^ — revived  after  he  left  the 
Sixth  Ward,  and  before  he  went  to  the  Fourteenth  Ward 
house.  It  is  true  that  Mr.  Briggs  read,  as  part  of  his  speech 
before  your  Committee,  the  opinions  of  several  lawyers  in 
this  city  upon  a  case  stated.  But  the  very  question  at  issue 
before  your  Committee  was  boldly  and  broadly  set  forth 
therein  as  a  fact,  that  could  be  established  by  evidence  that 
Mr.  Briggs  "moved  into"  the  Fourteenth  Ward  house"  on 
the  9th  of  "  October,  1862."  Whereas  we  have  seen  by  the 
unshaken  and  unquestionable  evidence  that  has  been  given 
that  Mr.  Briggs  did  not  move  into  the  house  until  the  30th 
of  October.  The  opinions  of  these  gentlemen  have  there- 
fore no  application  to  this  case. 

The  very  thorough  and  elaborate  argument  of  the  learned 
counsel  for  the  contestants,  fortified  by  a  very  great  num- 
ber (more  than  sixty  authorities  were  cited)  of  American, 
English  and  Continental  decisions,  and  sustained — in  prin- 
ciple— by  numerous  decisions  of  the  very  best  jurists  that 
we  have  ever  had  in  this  City  and  State,  ought — it  seems 
to  us — to  have  been  conclusive,  upon  any  unbiassed  mind, 
as  to  the  question  in  dispute.  The  subject  was  thoroughly 
exhausted  by  the  learned  gentlemen  representing  the  con- 
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testants ;  and  while  we  will  not  extend  our  report  by  em- 
bodying in  it  an  abstract  of  the  law  adduced,  we  beg  to 
refer  this  Chamber  to  the  evidence  submitted  in  connection 
with  these  reports,  and  request  a  careful  perusal  of  it  all; — 
satisfied  that  under  no  fair,  usual  and  ordinary  construc- 
tion of  the  "words"  or  the  "reason  and  spirit"  of  the  sec- 
tions of  the  Constitution  and  Act  of  Assembly  involved  in 
this  controversy,  can  it  be  claimed  that  the  respondent, 
Amos  Briggs,  was  an  "inhabitant"  of  the  14th  Ward  for 
one  whole  year  preceding  his  election  ;  and  that  he  was  or 
is  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  body,  as  the  representative  of 
that  Ward. 

Your  Committee  cannot  omit  in  conclusion  to  refer  this 
Chamber  to  the  report  of  the  Common  Council  Committee 
in  the  case  of  the  contested  election  in  the  21st  Ward  in 
1860,  (Vide  Journal  of  Common  Council,  Appendix  No. 
45,)  which  was  appointed  and  acted  on  by  this  Chamber  to 
the  exclusion  of  a  member  from  his  seat,  upon  just  such  a 
disqualification  as  that  of  Amos  Briggs.  In  that  case,  and 
we  now  quote  the  exact  words  of  the  report  of  that  Com- 
mittee,— "  it  was  shown  in  evidence  that  Mr.  Northrop  re- 
moved from  the  8th  to  the  21st  Ward  on  or  about  the  20th 
day  of  June,  1859,  although  he  had  as  early  as  the  middle 
of  April  entered  into  a  lease  for  the  house  afterwards  oc- 
cupied by  him,  which  lease  commenced  from  the  1st  day 
of  May,  and  had  unsuccessfully  endeavored  to  get  possession 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  such  lease.  His  election 
took  place  on  the  1st  day  of  May,  1860.  Upon  this  evidence 
your  Committee  have  decided  that  Mr.  Northrop  was  not  a 
legal  resident  of  the  21st  Ward  for  one  year  preceding  his 
election 

Your  Committee  therefore  decide  that  they  are  confident 
that  the  universal  current  of  precedent  sustains  their  views 
that  the  Act  of  Consolidation  requires  of  a  member  of  Com- 
mon Council  a  previous  residence  of  one  year  in  the  Ward 
"in  and  for  which"  he  is  elected,  and  that  Mr.  Northrop 
not  having  complied  with  this  requisition  is  ineligible  to 
the  seat  which  he  now  holds." 

That  case  was  precisely  like  the  one  now  before  this 
Chamber,  except  in  this,  that  Mr.  Northrop  having  en- 
tered into  a  lease  for  his  intended  place  of  residence  in  the 
21st  AVard,  two  weeks  before  the  political  year  began  to

run,  and  having  the  right  of  possession  thereto,  ineffectually 
tried  to  get  possession  and  moved  into  it.  In  the  case  now 
before  this  Chamber,  Mr.  Briggs  could  have  complied  with 
the  requirement  of  the  law  in  this  particular,  having  ob- 
tained immediate  possession  of  the  house  in  the  14th  Ward 
bought  by  him  four  days  before  the  political  year  began  to 
run,  hut  he  did  not  choose  to  move  into  it  for  some  iveeks  after- 
wards, and  consequently  lived  in  the  Ward  less  than  a  year 
before  the  election. 

Under  these  circumstances  your  Committee  respectfully 
report  that  the  election  of  Amos  Briggs,  Esq.,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Common  Council  from  the  14th  Ward,  on  the  13th 
day  of  October,  A.  D.  1863,  was  undue  and  invalid ;  and 
that  Mr.  George  R.  Berrel  having  received  the  only  votes 
properly  polled  on  that  day,  should  be  declared  as  elected 
from  said  ward.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into, 
and  report  upon,  the  qualification  of  Amos  Briggs,  as  a 
Member  of  Common  Council,  respectfully  report  the  an- 
nexed ordinance  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Committee 
attendant  upon  that  investigation.

Sir  : — I  have  considered  the  question  as  to  which  my 
opinion  was  requested  by  your  Committee,  viz.,  .whether 
Dr.  McClintock  late  City  Treasurer  is  liable  to  the  City  for 
$4,500,  the  sum  alleged  to  have  been  realized  by  him  from 
an  investment  in  the  notes  of  the  City  given  to  certain 
banks  for  a  temporary  loan. 

As  everything  in  the  proper  determination  of  such  a 
question  depends  upon  the  facts  by  which  the  claim  may  be 
supported  and  as  no  statement  has  been  submitted  to  me  I 
can  only  predicate  my  opinion  upon  my  recollection  of  the 
statements  made  to  your  Committee  last  summer  by  Mr. 
Greble  and  subsequent  corroboration  thereof  by  Dr.  McClin- 
tock before  the  Committee. 

As  I  now  recall  the  matter,  Mr.  Greble  reported  that  Dr. 
McClintock  had  informed  him  that  the  Chief  Clerk  had  ap- 
propriated a  portion  of  the  State  monies  to  a  purchase  of 
outstanding  notes  due  by  the  City  for  a  temporary  loan. 
When  these  notes  matured  they  were  paid  from  the  City's 
monies.  The  principal  was  returned  to  the  State  fund  and 
the  interest  after  their  purchase,  viz.,  $4,000  or  $4,500  was 
kept  by  Dr.  McClintock. 

Had  this  discount  of  the  City  obligations  been  made  by 
the  Treasurer  with  his  own  funds  or  with  the  monies  of  the 
City  I  believe  he  would  be  liable  to  pay  to  the  City  the 
$4,500  upon  the  well  settled  principal  that  a  trustee  can 
make  no  profit  out  of  the  trust.  The  recent  cases  of  Eobi- 
nett's  appeal,  (12  Casey,  174,)  is  fall  of  very  clear  law  on 
this  pomt,  but  the  purchase  referred  to  was  made  as  I  un- 
derstand the  case  with  funds  belonging  to  the  State  and 
although  the  County  of  Pniladelphia  as  between  herself  and 
the  State  is  chargeable  with  her  quota  of  the  State  taxes 
whether  collected  or  not,  (12  Casey,  574.)  I  do  not  read 
that  case  as  ruling  that  the  State  Treasurer  is  not  liable  to 
the  State  for  any  profit  made  by  him  from  an  investment 
of  her  monies. 

If,  therefore,  Dr.  McClintock  is  liable  to  the  State  for  this 
money,  it^eems  to  me  very  clear  that  he  cannot  be  liable 
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also  to  the  City,  for  the  effect  of  such  a  ruling  would  be  to 
compel  him. to  pay  the  money  twice. 

I  am  for  these  reasons  of  the  opinion  that  Dr.  McClintock 
is  not  liable  on  this  transaction  to  the  City.

That  the  sum  of  thirty-four  hundred  ($3400) 
dollars  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
Police  Department,  to  provide  for  the  increase  of  salaries 
made  by  the  first  section  of  this  Ordinance.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  petitions  of  Joseph  H.  Eeneker,  and  the 
Executrix  of  the  Will  of  Jesse  Ford,  respectfully  report, 
that  they  have  carefully  examined  them,  and  have  heard 
the  parties  and  their  proofs  in  their  support. 

The  claim  of  Mr.  Eeneker  is  for  injury  sustained  by  him 
by  the  falling  of  a  derrick  used  by  workmen  employed  by 
the  Cit}^,  in  repairing  the  Wire  Bridge,  October  22,  1863. 
It  appears  by  the  testimony  that  Mr.  Eeneker  was  employed 
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on  the  repairs  to  the  bridge,  and  was  crossing  from  one  end 
to  the  other  when  the  derrick  fell  upon  him ;  that  he 
Lad  cautioned  the  workmen  in  charge  of  the  derrick  of  the 
danger  likely  to  arise  from  any  carelessness  on  their  part, 
and  that  immediately  afterwards  one  of  the  workmen 
engaged  in  managing  it  let  go  of  the  rope,  and  the  derrick 
fell  upon  the  claimant.  He  was  severely  injured,  and  was 
confined  to  his  bed  for  six  weeks,  and  incurred  considerable 
expense.  His  claim  was  for  $570.  The  Committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  he  is  entitled  to  $250,  and  so  report. 

The  claim  of  the  executrix  of  Jesse  Ford  is  for  losess 
sustained  by  the  sale  of  property  in  Dickerson  street, 
between  Seventh  and  Eighth,  in  January,  1859,  on  a  lien 
for  water  pipe  laid  in  front  of  the  property.  This  lien  was 
paid,  but  satisfaction  was  not  entered  of  record  by  the  city 
officials,  and  the  premises  were  sold  under  it,  as  the 
property  of  John  Bonsall,  the  agent  for  the  owner.  The 
latter  knew  nothing  of  the  sale  until  some  time  last  year, 
when  he  was  put  to  considerable  expense  in  procuring  a 
reconveyance  of  the  property  to  him  by  the  purchaser  at 
Sheriff's  sale.  *rhis  claim  was  for  $120,  but  the  Committee 
do  not  consider  the  city  responsible  for  more  than  $75,  and 
so  report. 

They  therefore  submit  the  annexed  ordinance,  and  re- 
commend its  passage.

The  Sub-Committee  to  which  was  referred  sundry  peti- 
tions from  companies  asking  to  be  located,  with  directions 
that  they  should  consult  with  the  officers  of  the  different 
insurance  companies  of  the  City,  and  with  the  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  Fire  Department,  and  report  fully  as  to  the 
necessities  of  the  city  in  respect  to  the  further  location  of 
Steam  Fire  Engines  and  Steam  Forcing  Hose  Companies, 
and  their  proper  localities,  if  any  more  be  required,  beg 
leave  to  report : — 

That  they  have  considered  and  investigated  the  subject 
referred  to  them,  and  have  conferred  with  the  ofiicers  of 
different  Insurance  Companies,  and  with  the  Mayor.  After 
doing  so  they  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  suggestions: 

The  subject  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia,— the  best  mode  of  unity  in  its  organization,  good 
order  and  economy  with  efficiency,  and  the  proper  time 
and  manner  of  reforming  it,  have  for  many  years  occupied 
the  minds  of  those  who  have  been  concerned  in  the  govern- 
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ment  of  the  city.  Earnest  differences  of  opinion  have  long 
existed  between  those  who  advocate  a  paid  fire  department, 
and  those  whose  faith  in  the  voluutarj^  system  remains  un- 
shaken. But  for  the  consideration  of  the  questions  sub- 
mitted now,  it  will  neither  be  necessary  or  profitable  to 
become  involved  in  that  controversy. 

We  believe  that  there  are  more  than  enough  steam  fire 
engines  for  the  entire  city.  The  presence  of  too  many  of 
them  at  a  fire  is  an  admitted  evil,  and,  though  means  have 
been  taken  to  prevent  it,  we  believe  often  occurs.  They 
interfere  with  each  other,  create  confusion  and  disturbance, 
injure  property  by  the  excessive  use  of  water,  and  occasion 
serious  losses  instead  of  preventing  them.  It  was  owing  to 
this  that  rules  have  been  made  confining  the  companies  to 
their  respective  districts,  except  in  cases  of  a  general 
alarm. 

If  at  the  outset  of  the  location  of  steam  fire  companies 
some  system  had  been  pursued;  if,  with  the  map  of  the  city 
before  him,  some  one  had  indicated  the  exact  points  of  loca- 
tion for  the  best  protection  of  each  part  of  the  entire  city, 
and  his  instructions  had  been  carried  out  by  Councils,  this 
Committee  would  have  been  relieved  of  much  trouble. 
But  no  such  course  was  taken.  Each  individual  applica- 
tion has  from  time  to  time  been  considered  by  itself;  many 
applicants  for  location  have  prevailed  by  excessive  urgency 
when  their  neighborhood  was  overcrowded  already  ;  other 
rural  localities  have  been  wholly  neglected ;  and  it  is  per- 
haps too  late  without  a  subversion  of  the  entire  department 
to  bring  about  any  justice  or  equality  in  the  arrangement 
of  companies. 

But  while  the  neighborhoods  that  are  overstocked  must 
perhaps  remain  so  for  the  present,  we  must  not,  in  our 
regret  for  such  a  result,  forget  those  that  are  not  sufficiently 
protected.  The  fact  that  we  must  bear  with  the  evils  that 
indulgent  or  causeless  legislation  in  this  respect  has  caused, 
should  not  prevent  us  from  endeavoring  to  treat  regions 
that  are  unsupplied  as  we  would  if  they  had  originally  been 
included  in  a  finished  system. 

The  question  then  really  before  us  is,  whut  rule  we  shall 

lay  down  for  the  location  of  these  companies,  which,  though 

it  is  too  late  to  apply  it  to  most  parts  of  the  city,  may  yet 

, guide  us  to  those   which  yet  remain  to  be  provided  for. 
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The  question  is  one  full  of  difficultY.  It  depends  for  its 
solution  on  the  style  and  extent  of  the  improvements,  the 
facilities  for  obtaining  water,  the  condition  of  the  roads  and 
streets,  &c.,  which  may  differ  as  decidedly  in  different  lo- 
calities as  to  make  a  general  rule  imperfect  and  unequal  in 
its  application.  But  still  we  think  a  general  rule  is  better 
than  the  indulgence  in  impulses  and  irregular  influence 
which  now  control  the  localities  of  companies. 

In  endeavoring  to  establish  such  a  rule  it  must  be  re 
membered  that  the  fact  that  a  steamer  is  more  than  a  mile 
from  the  fire  at  the  moment  of  alarm,  is  not  a  disadvantage. 
Such  a  steamer  is  equally  efficient  with  one  at  the  very 
scene  of  danger,  indeed  more  so,  when  it  reaches  the  ground. 
The  rapid  motion  with  which  it  approaches  has  fanned  the 
fire  and  quickened  the  generation  of  steam.  A  steamer 
immediately  at  hand  is  useless  until  a  fire  can  be  kindled 
and  steam  made,  and  for  all  practical  purposes  this  is  better 
done  when  the  engine  is  in  motion.  We  may  consider  a 
place  ns  well-protected,  therefore,  that  has  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  steamers  within  the  distance  of  a  mile,  as  one  with 
engines  in  equal  numbers  close  at  hand. 

After  fully  informing  ourselves  by  the  best  experience 
we  can  avail  ourselves  of,  we  have  come  to  the. conclusion 
that  the  best  rule  by  which  to  dispose  of  all  such  questions 
arising  on  each  individual  application  for  a  location  is  this: 
whenever  taking  the  location  asked  for  as  a  centre,  there 
are  within  a  circle  the  radius  of  which  is  a  mile,  three  steam 
fire  engines,  and  hose  carriages  carrying  sufficient  hose  of  a 
proper  kind  to  serve  them,  no  new  one  should  be  located. 

A  still  better  plan  would  be  to  submit  the  whole  subject 
to  a  commission  composed  of  three  persons,  one  appointed 
by  the  Councils,  one  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  one  by  the 
Insurance  Companies,  for  the  purpose  of  indicating  posi- 
tively how  many  more  engines  and  hose-carriages  should 
be  located,  and  the  exact  location  of  each. 

We  hope  we  shall  be  excused  for  making  a  few  further 
remarks  before  we  leave  this  subject. 

The  persons  who  most  decidedly  differ  from  us  in  the 
views  that  we -have  taken,  are  the  members  of  companies 
that  desire  to  be  located,  and  those  who,  from  different  mo- 
tives, become  their  advocates  in  Council.  Are  they  safe 
judges  of  what  is  best?     If  they  are  the  simplest  plan  to. 
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locate  every  company  that  ask  it,  even  if  we  have  a  steamer 
in  every  block  in  the  city. 

Are  not  the  members  of  companies  already  located  en- 
titled to  some  consideration?  Is  not  their  judgment  worth 
something?  We  believe  a  very  large  majority  of  them 
would  agree  with  your  Committee,  and  would  deprecate 
most  earnestly  the  course  that  Councils  have  been  taking 
in  this  matter  within  the  last  few  years;  their  entire  want 
of  plan  or  system  ;  their  irregular  and  impulsive  mode  of 
dealing  with  applications ;  and  this  deference  to  motives 
and  influences  that  have  in  fact  no  more  to  do  with  the 
best  interests  of  the  city,  than  the  amusement  and  pleasure 
of  young  gentlemen  who  desire  to  run  with  an  engine. 

But  the  most  reasonable  and  impartial  judgment  is  and 
always  will  be  that  of  the  companies  which  insure  against 
fire;  wiiose  interests  are  not  affected  by  any  fear  of  outlay 
for  the  support  of  new  companies,  whose  expenses  would 
not  be  increased  by  any  increase  of  the  department ;  but 
whose  sole  interest  is  in  the  protection  of  the  property  which 
they  insure.  What  the  views  of  these  companies  are  will 
sufficiently  appear  from  the  papers  we  annex. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Mayor  agrees  with 
us  cordially  in  these  views.  It  is  hardly  fair  to  the  Chief 
Engineer  or  Fire  Marshal  to  involve  them  in  the  contro- 
versy. They  are  efficient  officers,  and  will  no  doubt  prefer 
to  be  left  to  do  their  duty  without  entanglement  with  those 
hostilities  which  would  be  engendered  if  they  took  sides  in 
the  matter. 

Why,  under  these  circumstances,  legislators  for  the  city 
sworn  to  attend  to  its  best  interests  should  be  urging  the 
claim  of  new  companies,  we  cannot  understand. 

Some  put  it  on  the  ground  of  a  representation  of  con- 
stituents. They  should  remember,  however,  that  they  will 
often  be  injuring  many  more  than  they  serve;  not  merely 
among  staid  conservative  men  who  belong  to  no  fire  organi- 
zation, but  among  a  very  large  number  of  citizens  who 
belong  to  companies  already  located.  Such  men  form  a 
large  part  of  the  constituency  of  every  member.  They 
have  what  they  want  and  can  afford  to  be  conservative. 
They  are  jealous  of  new  locations  for  they  see  in  the  un- 
nessary  increase  of  steamers  a  most  cogent  argument  in 
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favor  of  a  paid  Fire  Department,  the  suggestion  of  whicTi 
constantly  threatens  their  own  existence. 

Others  who  press  these  new  applications  allege  that  they 
do  so  for  the  very  purpose  of  overcrowding  the  department, 
that  the  voluntary  system  may  be  made  odious,  and  the 
paid  system  adopted.  Such  persons  should  remember  that 
while  they  increase  the  number  of  companies  their  political 
influence  increases.  That  this  is  a  very  hopeless  way  of 
relieving  the  city  from  what  they  believe  to  be  an  evil  ; 
that  before  that  extent  or  degree  of  odium  and  disgust 
attaches  itself  to  the  department,  which  will  make  the 
citizens  rise  and  change  it,  we  may  have  to  bear,  for  years, 
burdens  of  an  overgrown,  unruly  system  ;  that  the  war  has 
reduced  these  associations,  and  that  when  it  is  over  they 
may  swell  to  their  original  size,  and  require  all  our  care  and 
firmness  in  controlling. 

In  conclusion  we  entreat  our  fellow-members  in  committee 
to  deny  themselves  the  pleasure  of  gratifying  their  friends 
or  constituents  who  press  so  unduly  for  what  they  ought 
not  to  have,  and  to  act  singly  and  sincerely  for  the  good  of 
the  city  whose  interests  are  entrusted  to  their  hands.

Gentlemen  : — In  reply  to  the  inquiry  of  the  committee, 
the  undersigned,  engaged  in  fire  insurance  in  this  city,  having 
given  great  attention,  as  specially  affecting  their  business,  to 
the  Fire  Department  as  now  in  operation  here,  beg  leave  re- 
spectfully to  state  to  you  the  result  of  their  experience.  The 
introduction  of  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  has  been  a  great  bene- 
fit to  the  public,  both  in  the  direct  preservation  of  property, 
and  in  the  indirect  by  preventing  the  spreading  of  fires 
and  so  avoiding  extensive  conflagrations,  and  this  has  been 
felt  in  the  reduction  of  th^  rates  of  insurance.  These  great 
benefits  have,  however,  been  accompanied  by  evils,  small 
perhaps  in  comparison  with  the  good,  but  of  sufficient 
importance  to  make  a  remedy  desirable.  The  wanton  de- 
struction of  merchandise,  &c.,  by  a  needless  deluge  after 
the  fire  has  been  extinguished  (as  that  to  the  extent  of 
$50,000,  at  Megarge's  paper  warehouse  on  6th  July  last,) 
and  the  firing  of  houses  from  the  sparks  of  the  engines, 
as  happened  a  few  weeks  since  in  Front  street  near  Lom- 
bard, are  not  necessary  consequences  of  the  system,  but 
appear  to  arise  in  a  measure  from  the  rivalry  and  confu- 
sion occasioned  by  the  excessive  number  of  steam  engines 
now  located,  and  from  the  misdirected  energy  of  their 
members.  Holding  these  opinions,  we  should  consider  any 
further  increase  of  the  number  not  only  as  no  advantage 
to  the  community,  but  as  a  positive  injury,  and  as  calcu- 
lated to  increase  and  aggravate  the  evils  above  stated.  If 
the  department  was  composed  of  paid  members,  under  the 
control  of  responsible  officers  and  the  judicious  direction 
of  a  chief  with  something  of  military  discipline,  two- 
thirds  of  the  present  number  of  steam  engines,  properly 
distributed,  would  be  entirely  sufficient  in  our  judgment 
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for  the  security  of  the  city.  In  the  present  system,  (if  it 
can  be  called  a  system,)  the  present  number  is  more  than 
can  be  used  to  advantage,  and  to  add  any  more  would  in 
our  opinion  be  onl}'  to  increase  the  causes  of  disorder,  and 
to  do  worse  than  waste  the  money  of  the  tax  payers,  ex- 
tracted so  hardly  from  tlieir  pockets. 

In  offering  the  foregoing  we  have  been  actuated  more  by 
considerations  of  public  good  than  by  any  pecuniary  inte- 
rest of  our  own,  as  it  is  evident  that  an  increase  of  risk, 
produced  by  the  causes  we  deprecate,  would  be  met  by  a 
corresponding  increase  of  premium,  which  would  be  in 
effect  dividing  in  jeopardy  the  exira  hazard  among  those 
who  owned  the  property.

Armstrong,  for  an  amount  above  that  appropriated  for  con-

thousand  dollars;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certifi- 
cates that  the  said  loan  therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest 
thereof,  are  payable  free  from  all  taxes.

Gentlemen: — I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention 
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to  the  condition  of  the  appropriation  to  this  department, 
and  to  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  for  the  first  half  of 
the  year  to  many  of  the  items  has  been  exhausted,  or 
nearly  so.  Immediately  upon  entering  upon  our  duties,  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  streets,  culverts,  bridges,  &c., 
was  made,  which  showed  plainly  that  it  would  be  utterly 
impossible  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  with  the  small 
amount  appropriated,  owing  in  part  to  the  largely  increased 
cost  of  labor  and  material.  We,  however,  entered  upon 
our  duties  with  the  determination  to  make  the  money  ap- 
propriated go  as  far  as  possible,  and  find  the  money  for  the 
half  year  expended,  and  not  half  the  work  done  that 
should  be.  There  are  many  miles  of  streets,  and  more 
particularly  the  small  streets,  that  appear  to  have  been 
neglected  -for  years,  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  citizens.  Complaints  are  made  daily  of 
the  condition  of  the  streets  occupied  by  Passenger  Eailway 
Companies.  A  small  appropriation  was  made  for  enforcing 
the  ordinances  and  repairing  the  streets  occupied  by  them, 
which  has  been  exhausted  on  two  roads,  by  special  direc- 
tion of  Councils.  An  unusually  large  expenditure  on  re- 
pairs to  culverts  and  inlets  is  made  necessary  by  the  neglect 
during  last  year  and  winter  to  have  streets  and  inlets 
cleansed,  large  quantities  of  dirt  washing  in  and  filling  up 
the  flues  to  inlets,  causing  breaks  in  culverts.  I  am  in- 
formed by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  that  it  will  be 
absolutely  necessary  to  cleanse  the  Cohocksink  Culvert 
from  Front  to  Culvert  street,  and  that  the  creek  east  of 
Front  street  be  excavated  so  as  to  prevent  any  back-water, 
as  being  the  only  mode  of  preventing  frequent  overflows  of 
water  on  the  line  of  that  sewer. 

I  find,  upon  examination,  that  there  are  contracts  for 
grading  entered  into  by  the  late  department,  amounting  to 
about  seven  thousand  dollars,  some  of  which  are  irregular, 
but  in  most  cases  the  work  has  been  done  by  innocent 
parties  and  should  be  paid  by  special  appropriation. 

I  most  respectfully  suggest  that  the  appropriation  to  the 
following  items  be  increased,  viz. :  Item  3,  for  repairs  to 
streets  ;  Item  7,  repairs  to  roads  and  unpaved  streets ;  Item 
4,  for  repaving  streets  ;  Item  10,  repairs  to  culverts  and  in- 
lets ;  Item  20,  repairing  and  repaving  streets  along  which

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the  tracks  of  Passenger  Railways  are  laid;  also  a  special 
appropriatioQ  for  cleansing  Cohocksink  Creek  and  Culvert.

Your  Committee  on  Schools  have  had  under  considera- 
tion the  matter  of  a  loan  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  new 
school  buildings. 

The  investigation  has  been  induced  by  various  resolu- 
tions of  Councils,  and  communications  from  the  Board  of 
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Controllers  of  Public  Schools,  but  especially  by  the  over- 
whelming importance  of  the  subject. 

In  order  to  obtain  all  profitable  light,  letters  were 
addressed  by  your  Committee  to  the  various  sectional  school 
boards  of  the  district,  the  answers  to  which  have  been  pub- 
lished and  will  be  laid  before  Councils  for  their  information. 

The  Board  of  Controllers  as  well  as  the  members  of  Coun- 
cils from  the  different  Wards  of  the  city,  have  been  consulted 
at  the  different  stages  of  the  investigation,  and  the  result  is 
embodied  in  the  ordinance  herewith  submitted,  creating  a 
loan  of  one  million  dollars.  The  amount  asked  for  is  im- 
peratively needed,  if  it  is  the  intention  of  Councils  to  main- 
tain the  efSciency  of  the  school  system. 

Many  children  are  absolutely  excluded  from  the  benefits 
of  education  by  the  positive  want  of  space  to  accommodate 
them.  In  many  schools,  class  rooms  fifteen  by  twenty  feet 
with  correspondingly  low  ceilings,  are  crowded  to  suffo- 
cation by  as  many  as  seventy  children.  In  many  there  is 
no  yard,  room  for  recreation,  the  water  closets  are  separated 
from  the  school  rooms  by  only  a  light  partition,  the  methods 
of  ventilation  are  altogether  imperfect,  and  the  means  of 
ingress  and  egress,  so  restricted  as  to  insure  a  friglitful  loss 
of  life  in  case  of  accident  by  fire. 

The  passage  of  the  ordinance  proposed  would  impose 
relatively  a  very  small  addition  to  the  yearly  expense  now 
incurred  by  the  city  in  the  payment  of  exorbitant  rents  for 
buildings  utterly  unsuited  for  school  purposes,  and  would 
secure  new  buildings  which  would  provide  the  increased 
accommodation  demanded  by  the  growth  of  the  city,  and  in 
which  the  flagrant  defects  already  pointed  out  would  be 
entirely  remedied. 

At  present  education  is  obtained  by  many  of  our  children 
at  the  costly  sacrifice  of  their  health.  Teachers  and  pupils 
are,  in  many  instances  hastened  to  early  graves  and  in 
others  dd-Q  permanently  enfeebled  by  disease,  from  the  fact 
that  the  private  dwellings,  basements  of  churches  and  other 
makeshifts  which  are  used  as  schoolhomes,  scarcely  allow 
their  inmates  the  privilege  of  breathing,  and  as  the  Con- 
trollers say  in  one  of  their  communications,  "If  the  public 
knew  how  their  children  were  housed  in  what  are  termed 
schoolhouses,  one  of  two  things  would  be  demanded,  either 
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new  buildiugs.  or  the  abandonment  of  our  public  school 

system."

AN  ORDINANCE. 

To  authorize  a  loau  for  School  purposes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  borrow  at  not  less  than  par  on  the  credit  of  the 
corporation,  the  sura  of  one  million  dollars  to  provide  for

City  Loans,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amount  as  the  lenders 
may  require,  but  not  for  any  fractional  part  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  if  required,  in  amounts  of  five  hundred 
or  one  thousand  dollars,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said 
certificates  that  the  said  loan  therein  mentioned  and  the 
interest  thereof  are  payable  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
hereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  ordinance,  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates,

Girard  College,'"  respectlully  report  that' thej  have  had 
many  conferences  on  the  subject,  and  after  careful  con- 
sideration they  have  resolved  to  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  bill  as  amended  by  Select  Council.  They  therefore 
report  the  bill  and  urge  upon  Common  Council  to  recede 
from  its  amendments  and  to  concur  in  the  bill  as  parsed 
by  Select  Council.

AN  ORDINANCE
